Everts (Hon) won the 10th round of the 
FIM World Championship 500cc 
Motocross Series in Namur, Belgium, 
on August 2. Everts, competing as a 
“guest” in the 500cc series at his home 
GP, won both motos. In the first moto, 
Everts finished well ahead of Peter 
Johansson (Yam), who was followed 
across the finish line by Rob Herring 
(Hon), Shayne King (KTM) and Dar- 
ryll King (Hus). Everts controlled the 
second moto as well, beating defending 
500cc champ Joel Smets (Hbg). Smets 
was followed by Darryll King, Shayne 
King and Johansson. Yamaha's Andrea 
Bartolini, third in points, crashed in 


Large (H-D) earned victories in the sixth 
round of the AMA National Hillclimb 
Championship, held in Norton Shores, 
Michigan, on August 2. Thompson 
topped Tim Frazier (BSA) and Paul Pin- 
sonnault (Hon) to win the 540cc class 
while Large bested Glen Petty Jr. (H-D) 
and Lou Gerencher to take the 800cc- 
class win. 


Branden Jesseman (Suz), Ivan Tedesco 
(Yam) and Shane Bess (Suz) were some 
of the big winners in the 23rd annual 
NMA Grand National Championship of 
Motocross at Ponca City, Oklahoma, 
July 28-August 1. Jesseman took top 
honors in the 125cc Stock Pro and 250cc 


Modified Pro classes, while Tedesco 
scored overall victories in the 125cc 
Open Non-Pro and 125cc Stock Interme- 
diate classes. Bess won titles in the 80cc

Terry Thompson (BSA) and James 


Gobert to ride again 


V & Hines Ducati’s Anthony Gobert, the 





road racer who was suspended for the remain- 

der of the season after failing a drug test at the 
Mid-Ohio Sports Car Course on July16, had his sus- 
pension reduced following an appeal hearing at 
AMA headquarters in Westerville, Ohio, on July 29. 

The three-member appeal board reduced his sus- 
pension to three races - Mid-Ohio (July 19), Brainerd 
International Raceway (August 2), and Route 66 
Raceway in Joliet, Illinois (August 9). Gobert 15 eligi- 
ble to race at the Pikes Peak round of the series in 
Colorado on September 6, if he adheres to a number 
of conditions. He will submit to a GC-MS (gas chro- 
matograph-mass spectrometer) urinalysis test and 
bear all the costs, prior to Pikes Peak. He will be 
placed on probation for the remainder of the 1998 
season and next year, if he chooses to continue rac- 
ing in the United States, and “will be required to submit to and bear the cost of the 
AMA Pro Racing drug screenings he is ordered to participate in. The frequency and 
terms of administration of such tests will be at the sole discretion of AMA Pro Racing. 
Gobert will also be included in any series-wide random drug screenings AMA Pro Rac- 
ing conducts over the course of the season," the appeal board decided. 

The appeal board also recommended that Gobert participate in "à community- 
sevice program in the area of substance-abuse education, to be completed during the 
winter and before the start of the 1999 AMA Superbike season." 

Team owner Terry Vance, who went to the appeal hearing on Gobert's behalf, said 
his argument for the appeal was that "the rule book calls out that in voluntary disclo- 
sure, if somebody comes forward and talks to them about a drug situation, that they 
have an opportunity to get more lenient treatment than somebody who just gets bust- 
ed. So that's really the argument from the rule-book side. And, according to the AMA 
rules, Anthony should be able to ride again, and the appeal board found that to be the 
case." 

Gobert's failing the FIM drug test prior to the Laguna Seca World Superbike race 
had no bearing on the AMA case, Vance said. The Australian will ride the team's 
Ducati at Pikes Peak “if he meets all the requirements the AMA set out for him, yeah,” 
Vance said, adding that there were "some things that he's agreed to in order to keep 
riding for us, but that's between us and him." 

And as for next year? “I have no idea about next year," Vance said. "I mean, I’m not 
even worried about next year, I just want to get through this year. We think that the 
AMA did an excellent job on the appeal. They did everything they could to expedite 
the matter and I think they were spared what possibly could have been, so I think 
Anthony's very fortunate to be riding this year. If he meets the criteria that they set 
down, he'll be back on the bike. We chose Anthony at the beginning of the year 
because we knew that he could win races for us. We also knew that there was a possi- 
bility that he could leave us shórt somewhere. And, unfortunately, that's happened. 1 
think if you asked Anthony personally, he would tell you it was a selfish move on his 
part that cost a large company and a good team a lot, period. I think if he had it to do 
over again, he'd probably do it differently, and hopefully in the future that will be the 
case." 

Gobert is currently taking part in a 30-day rehabilitation program at Anacapa by the 
Sea, in Oxnard, California. "It's a fully accredited place, a full-security, 100-percent- 
time thing," Vance said. "You can't just walk out. So, hopefully, that will have a posi- 
tive effect on him. We'll have to wait and see." 

As to whether he was worried about how the Vance & Hines Ducati team would be 
perceived following his suspension, Vance said: “I think that what's important to look 
at is the fact that that we supported Anthony prior to this problem, we support him 
afterwards. If he makes a mistake, and makes amends to fix it, we still support him. So 
we're not just going to turn our tails and run because he had a problem. We knew that 
from the beginning and there's no way I'm going to now say, 'Okay, I never knew the 
guy and get him out of here.’ He's one of the most talented riders in the world and | 
like Anthony personally, I really do, and I hope that he can really take stock of what's 
happened here and make a change for the future - not just for Vance & Hines, but for 
himself, for the rest of his years."

In the first leg, 
Craggill beat Connell to set up the 
thrilling finale. Connell had to win the 
second race with Craggill finishing no 
worse than fourth. The second race 
was won by Craggill's teammate 
Damon Buckmaster, with Steve Mar- 
tin (Duc) second, Connell third and 
Craggill fourth. 


Shae Bentley (Kaw), Jeromy Buehl 
(Hon) and Jimmy Gaddis (Kaw) took 
home the lion's share of the purse at the 
two-day Lake County Fair Stadium 
Motocross in Grayslake, Illinois, July 29- 
30. Gaddis won two classes, topping 
both the 125 and 250cc Pro classes on 
Thursday. On Wednesday, Bentley won 
the 125cc Pro class and Buehl the 250cc 
class. 


Former Fast By Ferracci Ducati rider 
Mike Hale tested the MuZ Swissauto 
500cc Grand Prix bike at the Paul 
Ricard Circuit in the south of France, 
July 22-23, and may race the bike in the 
Czech Republic Grand Prix on August 
23. Hale participated in the two-day 


test with Italian Luca Cadalora. “It - 


went really good," Hale said. "It felt 
good to ride a bike that worked so well. 
They want me to race the bike as a 
wild-card rider at Brno, and we're just 
waiting to hear back from the FIM." 
According to Hale, Cadalora lapped at 
times similar to those he did on a facto- 
ry Yamaha, with Hale just half a second 
off Cadalora's times - despite having 
never been to Paul Ricard before. "I 
was really happy with what we were 
able to do," Hale said. "I was really 
impressed by the professionalism of the 
team, and working with Serge Rosset 
(the team owner and crew chief) was 
awesome." 


On Wednesday, July 29, the AMA 
issued its official release on the disquali- 
fication of HyperCycle Suzuki's Nicky 
Hayden and Jason Pridmore from the 
Mid-Ohio round of the 750cc Supersport 
Series. "Hayden and Pridmore were dis- 
qualified when the frames of their 
motorcycles were found to be illegally 
modified in postrace tech inspection," 
the release stated. "The HyperCycle 
Suzuki frames were inspected along 
with the top three finishers from both 
the Teamline 750cc Supersport and Pro 
Honda Oils 600cc Supersport races at 
Mid-Ohio. Team HyperCycle owner 
Carry Andrew, who was already under 
suspension for repeat technical viola- 
tions earlier this year, will remain under 
suspension for the duration of the 1998 





season and has been fined $4000 per vio- 
lation. Riders Pridmore and Hayden 
have applied to appeal their disqualifi- 
cations on July 28. An appeal hearing 
will be scheduled аз soon as can be 
arranged." 


Hot on the heels of the AMA release 
came a press release from American 
Suzuki, announcing that they would 
take over day-to-day operation of the 
HyperCycle Suzuki team. "Riders Jason 
Pridmore and Nicky Hayden, who are 
under contract with American Suzuki, 
will race under the Team Suzuki Sport 
banner for the balance of the season," 
the release stated. "Unfortunately, 
we've experienced continuing problems 
with alleged irregularities with the 
HyperCycle team motorcycles," motor- 
cycle division vice president Mel Harris 
said. "We feel we have no choice but to 
make this move in order to protect the 
interests of our riders and to protect the 
integrity and reputation of our compa- 


ny." 

American Honda's Cliff White called 
the Cycle News offices to clear the air 
regarding the Honda that Stefan Everts 
rode to victory in the 500cc Belgian 
Grand Prix on August 2. The bike was 
definitely not a four-stroke. “The motor- 
cycle is a project we built at American 
Honda for Dave Grant to use," White 
said on Thursday, July 30. “It’s just a 
CR500 in a CR250 chassis. It's just a little 
project we did as a favor for Stefan 
(Everts). It’s not a four-stroke and there 
is no new bike. We did it just for fun. 
Stefan wanted to do that race and we 
wanted to help him.” 


The FIM released its 1998 Supercross 
World Championship schedule on 
August 3, with the series set to kick off 
in Paris, France, on October 24. The 
series will then head to San Paolo, 
Brazil, for round two on November 7, 
followed by Leipzig, Germany on 
November 20-21, Genova, Italy on 
November 28-29, Tokyo, Japan on 
December 5 and a still-undetermined 
site in Belgrum on December 12-13. 


Gerald Valencia, 52, perhaps better 
known to many as “Beaze,” passed 
away on Monday, July 27, in El 
Sobrante, California. He died of cancer. 
Valencia was a longtime member of the 
International Six-Day Enduro (ISDE) 
Board of Directors and had donated 
money and thousands of hours of his 
time toward the U.S. ISDE effort over 
the past 12 years.

time," Myers said. "Greg and I have 
been friends forever and have always 
kidded about teaming up. Since leaving 
Star Racing, I have received several calls 
offering rides; this one just made the 
most sense." Both riders will compete 
with Trac Dynamics chassis, featuring 
Suzuki GSXR replica bodies, and using 
engines supplied by Byron Hines' Col- 
orado-based Freedom Motorsports.

According to reports in the San Francis- 
co Chronicle, Sonoma Valley residents 
and Sears Point Raceway's backers are 
sparring over the noise, traffic and other 
effects of the race track's expansion 
plans. Sears Point Raceway has pro- 
posed a $30 million expansion that will 
potentially quadruple the grandstand, 
add new gates, roads, a go-kart track 
and industrial space. Sonoma County 
has projected the attendance for the 
raceway's six major days, estimated at 
250,000 spectators, could increase to 
400,000 by 2007. Citizens are worried 
about the prospects of more noise, traf- 
fic and visual impacts from the expan- 
sion.

Dhayer, a former 
Loretta Lynn's champion, was a 
National-level motocross and super- 
cross rider from Daytown, Texas, who 
turned Pro three years ago. Dhayer is 
survived by his father, Ed; his mother, 
Dana; and his brother T.J., who also 
acted as his mechanic frequently. The 
family has asked that donations be 
made in his name to the Clayton 
Foundation.

Harley-Davidson has announced that it 
has received approval from Brazil to 
establish an assembly operation in that 
country that will import U.S.-made com- 


ponents and subassemblies for final 
assembly in Brazil. Assembling U.S.- 
made components will increase the 
availability of Harley-Davidson motor- 
cycles in Brazil, according to Harley- 
Davidson, making them more afford- 
able to a larger group of Brazilian 
consumers. Harley expects to begin 
assembling certain models in Brazil in 
1999. The operation will be located in 
the city of Manaus, an economic free- 
trade zone for motorcycle manufactur- 
ing and other industries. Some 600 
Harleys were exported to Brazil last 
year. 


Community leaders in New York's bor- 
ough of Manhattan are considering 
ways to reduce motorcycle noise in the 
city’s Greenwich Village area and sur- 
rounding neighborhoods, according to 
the AMA. A round-table discussion in 
late June brought together elected offi- 
cials, police, neighborhood residents 
and concerned motorcyclists to investi- 
gate various options for reducing exces- 
sive motorcycle noise. The session, pro- 
posed by Community Board #2, was 
called "How to Curb Motorcycle Noise 
without Needlessly and Unfairly Penal- 
izing Motorcyclists." Concerns were 
raised when board chairman Alan Jay 
Gerson said in a New York Times article 
that the board might have to consider 
banning motorcycles from area streets to 
address complaints from residents. 
Although Gerson has since stated that a 
ban would only be considered after 
exhausting all other alternatives, the ban 
proposal was discussed during the 
meeting.

WASHOUGAL,WA, AUG. 2 
estled in the rural hinterlands of 
Vancouver, Washington, among 
the evergreen trees, cascading 
streams, and diesel-snorting log trucks, is 
the Washougal Motocross Park. It is 
renowned for its scenic beauty and 
world-class competition, and Team 
Yamaha's Doug Henry made it all his 
own on Sunday afternoon when he regis- 
tered 1-3 moto scores for the overall win. 
And. in doing so, Henry not only regis- 
tered his third National victory of the 
AMA /Mazda Truck National Champi- 
onship 250cc MX Series, he also managed 
to put more daylight - 53 points, to be 
exact - between himself and his nearest 
adversary in the series, Greg Albertyn. 
"Getting the moto wins is where you 
get your points, so I was real happy to 
win the first moto," said a laid-back 
Henry while signing a YZF400F number 
plate for a fan. “I felt like I was strug- 
gling a little bit in the second moto and 
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didn't seem to hit the track quite as 
good; I just wasn't flowing quite as good 
as the first one and had to take what I 
could get. Washougal is a great track; in 
fact, I think it's the most scenic track on 
the circuit. It's so cool having all the 

reen grass and the green tracks and the 
real black dirt." 

Finishing second on the day - plated 
forearm and all - was Team Honda's 
Ezra Lusk. Still feeling the effects of a 
tweaked arm, Lusk rode to two strong 
runner-up placings, hovering right on 
the edge of winning the overall through 
the later stages of the final moto. 

“Well, I made a big mistake like two 
or three laps into the second moto," 
explained Lusk from the lounge area of 
the Honda transporter. ^I came off that 
one big drop-off way in the back and 
my hand totally came off the handlebar, 
and I went straight through that berm at 
the bottom, and I thought I was going 
through the fence. I barely got my hand 
back on the bar just in time. That scared 
me for a couple laps, and that's when 
Jeff (Emig) kind of checked out and got 
eight seconds on me. 





^We were all going the same pace," 
Lusk continued. "I think we were all 
pretty much going the same speed in the 
second moto - it's just whoever wants it 
more. I knew from the message on my 
pit board that I needed Emig for the 
overall, but I thought (Mickael) Pichon 
was going to get Henry there for a few 
laps, but on the last lap I saw Doug in 
third and knew he had it. I really want 
to win more motos and win another 
overall before the year is through." 

Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, winner of the 
last three consecutive AMA Nationals 
(at Buchanan, Unadilla and Troy), saw 
his win streak come to an end at 
Washougal. Sabotaged by a fifth-place 
finish in the first moto, Emig came back 
swinging the second time out and - 
through a dazzling performance which 
saw him blitz by holeshot-snatching 
Doug Henry on the second lap - rode off 
to win by approximately 15 seconds. 
Emig left the lush and green facility 
with his dignity intact. 

“I wasn't really pleased with the 
day,” said the ever-philosophical Emig. 
“1 was pleased with the second moto,

though. I wasn’t really in the right frame 
of mind for a few days this week, and 
that affected my practice on Saturday; I 
just wasn’t really on and riding the way 
I wanted to. Even when I got that bad 
start in the first moto, I didn't come 
through the pack and just wasn't riding ' 
as comfortable as I did in the second 
moto. I pulled away in the second moto 
and didn't want to throw the moto 
away, but I really wanted to put the hurt 
on and stretch it out and let everyone 
know that the first moto was bullshit, 
because I'm here to win every moto. 1 
want to keep winning motos and let 
everyone know that I'm definitely the 
fastest 250cc rider in the world, because 
that's where I was at this time last year." 

Although he missed the podium by 
one position, South African Greg Alber- 
tyn used smart, consistent 3-4 moto 



























scores to leapfrog past Suzuki teammate 
Mickael Pichon and snatch the second 
position in the AMA 250cc point stand- 
ings. Seemingly at home on the Euro- 
pean-like Washougal circuit, Albertyn - 
somewhat out of sorts with his fourth- 
place finish and with the track itself - 
will have to look ahead to Millville to 
chop away at Henry's point lead. 

"| feel sweaty and stinky, and I got 
fourth overall, and I’m not too satis- 
fied," Albertyn said. "The second moto 
wasn't as good as I'd hoped, because I 
got a crappy start. I think I used all my 
energy in the first moto, and I was kind 
of struggling in the second. The track 
was kind of torn up - like all of the 
National tracks. I think they need to 


have us before they have the amateur 


days, because it tends to ruin the track 
and make it all hard and slick under- 
neath. Even though they prep it, it's still 
not as fresh as it could be." 

While a ninth-place score in the first 
moto cast a shadow of doubt over 
Pichon's 1998 title charge, the Glen 
Helen National winner bounced back to 
take a hard-earned fourth in the second 
moto, thus generating enough points to 
earn fifth on the day. The riders in the 
logjam at the sharp end of the 250cc 
point standings - Albertyn, Lusk, Pichon 
and Emig - are all now within five 
points of one another, and Pichon in 
particular was not pleased with the 
events of the day. 

“I'm not very happy," Pichon said. 
“I’m pretty happy with the second 
moto, because I had a pretty good shot, 
and I tried hard to get by Henry - but I 
couldn't do it. But l'm very disappoint- 
ed with my first moto. I had a very bad 
start; I was like 25th. But after the start, I 
‘started coming back pretty good and 
was like fifth with only three laps to go, 
but then I went down. That was too bad, 























because I charged pretty hard the whole 
moto, and then I fell and the guys 
behind me were pretty close, and I 
ended up ninth and lost a lot of points - 
and maybe a podium finish. Now I'm 
fourth in the points." 

Shaking off the effects of an injury- 
ravaged season, Team Kawasaki rider 
Ryan Hughes rolled to an encouraging 
pair of 6-6 scores for sixth overa]l at 
Washougal. 

"| feel better, and it seems like each 
race is getting better and better for me,” 
said Hughes. "Every race I will get 
stronger and stronger, and I'm looking 
forward to the rest of the series." 

Nine races into the 12-round series, 
Henry now has 361 points to his name, 
and while he has his sights set on his 
first 250cc title, Henry refuses to tempt 
fate and upset the racing gods by look- 
ing too far ahead. 

"| think about how neat it would be 
to win this title, but then I say to myself 
not to get too caught up in all that, 
because it's too early." 

Resting second in the points table as 
the series hits the homestretch is Alber- 
tyn with 308. Meanwhile, Lusk and a 
deadlocked Pichon and Emig are all 
breathing down his back with 306 and 
303 points, respectively. Factory Con- 
nection/Jack in the Box/O’Neal/Scott/ 
Bell rider Mike LaRocco holds down the 
fifth position with 278. 

The always-popular Washougal 
National attracted more than 20,000 
spectators. At 2:10 p.m., the starting gate 
clanked onto the dirt and the first 250cc 
moto was on. Finding his way to the 
front - and leaving the field just outside 
his thundering wake - was White Broth- 
ers/ Yamaha / MSR /Gatorz-backed four- 
stroke rider Spud Walters. However, his 
lead would not last long, as his fellow 
valve-and-cam comrade, Henry, imme- 









"diately found his way to the front, soon 

to be followed by Lusk, Yamaha rider 
Takeshi Koikeda, Albertyn and Ward, 
who was surprised by the impressive 
starting speed of the four-bangers. 

“I didn't get the best start, and it was 
kind of like a four-stroke National out 
there," Ward said. "The start line was so 
slippery that the four-strokes just had 
better traction than us." 

Three laps in, Henry had opened up 
a three-second lead on Lusk, who had, 
in turn, less than a bike length on Alber- 
tyn. Approximately eight seconds back, 
Koikeda continued to hold down fourth, 
while Ward was now in fifth and Hus- 
aberg's Lance Smail and Doug ‘Dubach, 
both on four-strokes, were in sixth and 
seventh, respectively. | 

Charging through the field after poor 
starts, Emig and Hughes soon moved in 
on the booming four-strokes. Soon, 
Smail would break and Emig would hit 
the dirt after washing out in a slow-

together another speed hairpin. 
solid performance, As the race neared the halfway point, 
going 2-2 for Henry continued to lead Lusk by three 


seconds, while Albertyn, just a few bike 
lengths back, continued to stalk Lusk. 
Ward, six seconds behind the leading 
trio, attempted to make a midrace 
charge, but it was all for naught. 

“I got up into fourth, and I saw 
Albertyn and Lusk and pushed really . 
hard and caught up a few seconds on 
them," Ward said. "But then I made a 
couple mistakes, and I don't want to say 
. I “settled” - because I hate to settle - but I 

settled for fourth. Those guys (Lusk and 
Albertyn) got a smell of Henry, and they 
got on it pretty good, and I was back 


second overall. 
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five or six seconds, and it was too much 
to try and catch them." 

Emig continued to make up for his 
minor shunt, eventually reeling in and 


. passing Pichon, Dubach and Hughes, 


who rode in fifth. Hughes retaliated, 
and the two Kawasaki riders played a 
game of cat-and-mouse for the next few 
laps. Meanwhile, back up front, both 
Albertyn and Lusk had closed in on 
Henry, and the three riders circulated 
around the hills and valleys of Washou- 
gal, thrilling the massive crowd. When 


‘the two-lap signal went up, a tenacious 


Lusk continued to look for a way 
around Henry but couldn't make it 
stick. Way back, Ward was all alone in 
fourth, while, after a spirited ride, Emig 
had fought his way into fifth. Hughes 
held sixth, Dubach seventh, and LaRoc- 
co eighth. 

On the last lap, Lusk made one last 
lunge at Henry, but the Yamaha rider 
held his ground and claimed the moto. 
A few seconds later Albertyn crossed 
the finish line in third. 

"Second was good, because I had 
come from way back," said Lusk of the 
late-moto duel between Henry and him- 
self. "However, the last couple laps 1 
thought I had some good lines and 
could have made the pass on Henry, but 
I made a little mistake going through 
the whoops on the last lap and couldn't 
make the pass. I was kind of disappoint- 
ed with it, but I rode well and Doug 
rode well. It was а good moto." 

“I would have liked to have finished 
two places ahead," Albertyn said. "The 
pace was so fast, and we were already 
setting the track on fire. I was really

rolled beneath the checkered flag in 
fourth, Emig in fifth, Hughes in sixth, 
and LaRocco, who had zapped Dubach 
in the very last corner, was seventh. 

It was Henry who led the 40-rider 
field up the Washougal start hill and out 
of the first corner to begin moto number 
two. As the pack roared out toward the 
far end of the circuit and up the first of 
the many ominous Washougal hills, 
Emig snaked his way by the Yamaha 
rider and into the lead. Nipping at the 
Yamaha's blue fender were Lusk, 
Pichon, Ward, Hughes, Suzuki of Japan 
rider Kyle Lewis, and Albertyn. 

For the next few laps, the front of the 
field would ride around in a tight for- 
mation until Ward bailed off hard in the 








far back section of the course, knocking 
himself unconscious (see "Briefly..."). At 
about the same time, Albertyn found a 
way around Lewis and looked ahead for 
Hughes. At the halfway mark, the field 
fell into a procession where nothing 
would shake loose until lap nine, when 
Lusk pulled a deft move by taking the 
inside line away from Henry in a horse- 
shoe turn, thus taking possession of sec- 
ond. Pichon, smelling blood, also moved 
in on Henry, shadowing him for two 
laps before fading back. If Pichon could 
have made a pass stick, Lusk would 
have taken the overall win. For all 
intents and purposes, the Henry /Pichon 
conflict would be the final act of drama 
in the moto. When the white flag was 
waved at Emig, he had a 15-second lead 
on Lusk - a lead which he would keep to 
the end. Henry rolled in nine seconds 
adrift of the Honda to take third, and 
with it his third National win of the sea- 
son. Pichon was a distant and lonely 
fourth, with Albertyn fifth, Hughes 
sixth, Lewis seventh, Smail eighth, 
Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy ninth, and 
Jeff Dement 10th. €N

hen the climactic moment came 
in the final moto of Sunday's 
125cc National at Washougal 
Motocross Park in southern Washington, 
18-year-old Pro motocross sophomore 
Ricky Carmichael rode like a veteran. 

Having just been passed by first 
moto runner-up Robbie Reynard for the 
lead and, quite possibly, the overall win, 
Carmichael kept his cool and waited for 
a clean shot at redemption. That took 
about as long as it took you to read this 
sentence. 

Just moments after snatching the lead 
from the seemingly uncatchable 
Carmichael, Reynard fell in the very 
next corner. Carmichael calmly picked 
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AMA/MAZDA TRUCK NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP 125cc MX SERIES E 





his way past the fallen Suzuki rider and 
flat-out split with his seventh win in 
nine rounds of the 1998 АМА /Mazda 
Truck National Motocross Champi- 
onship Series. 

"Robbie was riding good and it was 
getting interesting, but I kept my cool 
and waited for the race to come to me," 
said the cool-as-ice Carmichael, who 
already has a 125cc National Motocross 


and 125cc East Regional Championship 


to his credit. "It seemed like it was 
going to be a pretty good race but then 
it didn't happen. Robbie went down and 
I rode my own race, and it worked out 
for me." 

Even with his untimely spill in the 
second moto, Primal Impulse/Suzuki 
rider Robbie Reynard continued his 
recent hot streak at Washougal with his 
solid 2-2 performance

again every time I get out there on the 
track," said Reynard, who has been on a 
winless role over the last four races of 
the series. "It felt good to race with 
Ricky, and the fans seemed to be behind 
me. They were cheering me the whole 
way around, even after I fell. It was a 
pretty good feeling to have those people 
behind me. I just feel bad about crashing 
and blowing the chance to win." 

As for beating Carmichael in one of 
the last three rounds left in the series, 
Reynard says he can do it. 

“I know I can beat him, and I'm 
going to really focus on that for the rest 
of the series. I just wart to beat Ricky!" 

Finishing third overall on the day 
was Honda of Troy's Mike Brown, who 
didn't get the starts he needed to ride 
with Carmichael or Reynard, but he was 
impressive nonetheless, as he posted a 
strong 4-3 score. 





“It’s a great track, and I felt good on 
the bike all day long, but I just didn't get 
the starts I needed," said Brown, who 
has been on a good streak this summer. 
"Ricky is going really fast right now and 
you really have to have it all together in 
both motos if you want to beat him. 1 
feel like I’m riding fast enough, and I 
know I'm strong enough to do it, but I 
just need a couple of good starts." 

Local favorite Jason McCormick just 
missed third overall when Brown was 
able to pass him in the closing stages of 
the second moto. Nevertheless, 
McCormick's 3-4 score was a season 
best for the FMF Honda rider. 

“I always look forward to coming 
here and putting on a good show,” said 
McCormick, who lives just down the 
road from Washougal in Vancouver, 
Washington. “I had the starts I needed 
both times, (but) Ricky and Robbie were 
both going really fast both times. I got a 
little pumped up because I was so excit- 
ed, but I think I rode well, and I'm 
happy with being on the podium (in the 
first moto)." 

Carmichael's SplitFire/Pro Circuit/ 
Kawasaki teammate Casey Johnson, 
who is ranked third in the standings, 
was a quiet fifth overall with a 5-7 tally. 

“It just didn’t go as good as I 
planned," Johnson said. "I didn't get 
very good starts, and I had to work a lit- 
tle bit harder than I usually do. I strug- 
gled with the track itself, like the corner 
and the whoops. I was just never com- 
fortable out there, but I turned a kind of 
bad day into a good day with fifth over- 
all." 

Carmichael's fifth straight win, com- 
bined with nearest rival John Dowd's 
mediocre 8-6 ride for seventh overall, 
moved the Kawasaki rider a big step

closer to his second straight 125cc 
National Championship. Carmichael 
picked up 22 more points on the veteran 
Yamaha rider, leaving him with a total 
of 407 points and a lead of 55 points 
with just six motos to go in the series. 

Dowd, in turn, appears to have a lock 
on second place in the standings with a 
56-point cushion on third-ranked John- 
son, 352-296. Fourth in points is Brown 
(258), while Reynard is tied for fifth 
with Team Chaparral's Jimmy Button at 
239 apiece. 


“I don't really know what happened | 


today, because I felt fast, but I just didn't 
get any results," said the 32-year-old 
Dowd, who was bedeviled by traffic 
and spills in both motos. 

When the gate fell for the first moto, 
16-year-old Christopher Gosselaar, 
armed with injured Honda factory rider 
Steve Lamson’s CR125 (Gosselaar’s 
father is Lamson’s former mechanic and 
the current wrench for Honda’s Ezra 
Lusk), pulled the holeshot from the 
inside. Unfortunately, the AMA Pro 
Racing debutant ran off the track after 
being passed by McCormick and fin- 
ished out of the points, but Gosselaar 
still served notice that he has skills. 

Local riders always pick up the pace 
when the National circuit visits the track 
on which they grew up, and Washougal 
was no different, as McCormick blasted 
away with the early lead on lap one of 
the opening moto. Casey Johnson, 
Yamaha-mounted Greg Schnell, Brown 
and Moto-XXX’er Paul Currie were in 
hot pursuit, while the Suzuki-mounted 
Reynard rode just inside the top 10. 

“1 came around in about eighth, but 
there was a big pileup, and I just 
couldn’t avoid it,” said Dowd. “Every- 
one in front of me wadded, and I had 
nowhere to go, so it took me a few min- 
utes to get my bike out of it, so it kind of 
screwed things up for me.” 

Those also involved in the pileup 
included Team Stiffie’s Brian Deegan, 
Moto XXX's Michael Brandes, Honda of 
Troy’s Stephane Roncada, and Split- 
Fire /Pro-Circuit’s Nick Wey. 

Up front, Carmichael made short 
work of McCormick and pointed the 
number-one Kawasaki toward his 13th 
win in 17 motos to date in the 1998 
series. 








“1 was just feeling good out there, 
and the bike was hooking up great. The 
race was just about perfect,” said the 18- 
year-old Floridian in the winner's circle. 
“Jason was riding strong early, and I 
knew if I could get around him and get 
away, І would be fine. By the time Rey- 
nard made it to second, I was pretty 
much gone and just cruising." 

Reynard had made a brilliant charge 
to move into second with 10 minutes to 
go, but it was too little, too late when it 
came {о catching Carmichael. 
McCormick rode hard throughout for a 
well-earned third, while Brown charged 
across the line in fourth, ahead of John- 
son. 
SplitFire/Pro-Circuit/Kawasaki rider 
Nathan Ramsey finished a solid sixth 
overall, while Honda of Troy's Casey 
Lytle was seventh. The unlucky Dowd 
was eighth, while fellow Yamaha rider 
Jimmy: Button was ninth. Rounding out 
the top 10 was local Suzuki hero Ryan 
Huffman. 

When the gate dropped for the sec- 
ond 125cc moto, Lytle erupted from the 
inside section of the starting gate for the 
holeshot. It was, in his words, "the first 
National holeshot of my entire career." 

Unfortunately for Lytle, Carmichael 
and Reynard also got good starts, and 
the two zipped past Lytle and the battle 
for overall was on. 

It appeared that they would be joined 
by Brown, but the Honda of Troy rider 
fell and lost his chance to be part of the 
early battle for the lead. 

"Me and McCormick got together on 
the first lap, and I just went down," 
Brown said afterward. "It put me back 
pretty far, but I wasn't going to give up, 
because I ride good from the back of the 
pack. I knew it would be hard to catch 
up, but I really didn't have anything to 
lose, so off I went." 

While Brown was starting over from 
outside the top 10, McCormick was left 
in charge of third place again in the 
early stages. As for early series favorites 
Dowd and Button, both Yamaha riders 
failed to get good starts, continuing runs 
of misfortune for both of them. 

“I made it up to fifth kind of early in 
the race, but then I hit a wet spot or 
something in the whoops and went 
down," Dowd explained. “I had parts 





hanging off my bike after that, and the 
front end was off and that took some 
time getting used to as well. I never 
stopped trying to move up, but I ran out 
of time." 

Up front, Carmichael was having a 
hard time shaking Reynard. After three 
laps, Reynard was still stalking the 
Kawasaki rider and, as they came 
through the stadium whoops the next 
time around, Reynard blitzed the wash- 
boards and actually snatched the lead 
from the nearly invincible Carmichael 
for the second time in the last month. 
But unlike the first moto at Unadilla - in 
which Reynard passed and pulled away 
from Carmichael - Reynard's lead at 
Washougal would not last. As he led 
Carmichael into the following corner, 
Reynard seemed to get on the gas a little 
too early and the bike slid out on him. In 
no time at all, Carmichael was back in 
the lead and back in control. 

“I knew he was riding faster than 
me through the whoops, so I wasn't too 
upset about him passing me there," 
said Carmichael of Reynard's strike for 
the lead. "But before I even had a 
chance to think about what I was going 
to do, he went down and I was by 
myself. After that, I put some good laps 
in, rode some good lines and just took 
it to the flag." 

“I had just passed Ricky, and 1 went 
into the next corner a little too hard," 
Reynard said. "The wheels went out 
from under me, because the dirt was 
really loose in the corner. I got right 
back up, but my handlebars were bent a 
little bit, and my front-brake lever was 
sticking up a little. I would go into cor- 
ners and try to hit the brake, but the 
way I would have to bend my wrist, the 
throttle would come on a little, and I 
almost crashed a few times. I was out 
there thinking, "How does Shae Bentley 
ride with his clutch lever sticking 
straight up like that?" 

Carmichael's lead continued to grow 
by about a second per lap until he put it 
on cruise control with a 10-second lead 
late in the race. Reynard finished second 
and admitted to being hampered by the 
minor damage done to his bike in the 
slide-out. He also seemed to have lost a 
little wind out of his emotional sails. 

Much to the delight of the partisan 
crowd, McCormick appeared headed to 
another third-place finish and the last 
spot on the podium. However, the hard- 
charging Brown, who clawed his way 
back onto the podium from outside the 
top 10, deflated the crowd's excitement. 
He caught and passed the FMF Honda 
rider on the last lap to knock the popu- 
lar McCormick off the third step. 

“I just didn't want to give up,” said 
Brown, who charged all the way past 
the checkered flag. "I think I can still 
win an overall if I just get some good 
starts, don't fall and ride like I did 
today."

“I tried as hard as I could to hold the 
spot, but Mike was riding hard, and I 
was starting to pump up," McCormick 
said. "One of my goals this year was to 
get in the top three or better here, but I 
guess I came up a little short. I was still 
really happy about being up towards 
the front and giving the crowd some- 
thing to cheer about." 

Button and Dowd never seemed to 
quit trying to better their positions 
either and crossed the line in fifth and 
sixth, respectively. Finishing seventh 
was an out-of-sync Johnson, who admit- 
ted to never feeling comfortable on the 
scenic track. The 19-year-old Lytle was 
eighth, followed by FMF Honda rider 
Scott Sheak and poor-starting Noleen 
Yamaha rider Timmy Ferry. CN

2 
n only his second-ever AMA 
Superbike National, Erion Rac- 
ing's Eric Bostrom rode Miguel 
DuHamel s American Honda RC45 
to a stunning first Superbike win before 
a crowd of 18,500 on a cool and overcast 
day at Brainerd International Raceway. 
It was a race that had four different 
leaders, including Jason Pridmore for 
the first six laps in his debut on the 
Vance & Hines Ducati, but it was Eric 
Bostrom leading the last three. 

The younger Bostrom was quick to 
give credit to his crew - Ray Plumb, AI 
Ludington and Joey Lombardo - for giv- 
ing him the fastest bike on a very fast 
track. Any less, and he might not have 
been able to hold off Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Mat Mladin, who made up his top-speed 
deficiency with inspired riding on the 
track’s infield (turns three through 10). 

In the end, it wasn’t enough, and 
Bostrom took the win by a scant 0.358 of 
a second. His older brother Ben took 
third after nearly being run off the track 
by a backmarker while going through 
the flat-out turn one on the final lap. 

“My bike was just a missile,” Eric 
Bostrom said. "It truly was." 

Even so, Eric Bostrom was worried 
that Mladin would come at him on the 
final lap 

“I definitely was (worried),” he said. 
"The pit board did say like .7 seconds on 
the final lap. I tried really hard to go 
good on the last lap. I went through one 
and two just superb, and then in the 
infield I kind of got excited a few times, 
and I kind of fouled it up. I did look 
back out of the bus stop and I saw that I 
had a little bit of a cushion. My bike was 
running so fast on the back straight, I 
didn't think that Mat (Mladin) would 
really have a chance to come by me."

"I'm getting a little bit sick of not 
winning one, but basically we lost the 
race down the straight today and that's 
it,” said Mladin, who'd qualified on the 
pole for the sixth time this year. “I’m not 
taking anything away from Eric or those 
guys, but we could never stay in the 
draft. The Suzuki done well - it was han- 
dling very well. Around the back, we 
had А all over him. It was unfortunate 1 
couldn't get there first, but that's the 
way it goes. It was a pretty fast pace, 
and congratulations to Eric. АП I could 
do was stay there and do the best | 
could and wait for the last few laps and 
try to stick it in here and there. Unfortu- 
nately, we came up one place short. I’m 
looking forward to getting back to a 
couple of race tracks without straights." 

After getting caught out by the lap- 
per, Ben Bostrom was relegated to 
fourth, but he took third when Yama- 
ha's Jamie Hacking, who'd led the most 
laps by pushing the underpowered 
Yamaha YZF750, crashed on the final 
lap exiting the turn-nine bus-stop turn. 
Hacking’s rear end slid out, then the 
front tucked, and he hit a barrier. The 
rear Dunlop was missing about a 1-foot 
chunk down the center, though it wasn’t 
immediately known if that was what 
caused the crash. 

Hacking was transported to St. 
Joseph’s Hospital in Brainerd with a 
possible pelvis injury. 





Round 11: Brainerd International Raceway 
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Ben Bostrom and Hacking had run 
down race leader Jason Pridmore on the 
seventh lap; Hacking went by first, then 
Bostrom a lap later before taking the 
lead on the 10th lap. 

The pair soon built up a slight gap, 
but they were run down by Eric 
Bostrom and Mladin in the final stages, 
with Ben dropping to fourth on the 
penultimate lap. He never had a chance 
for the win after getting balked. And he 
wasn't close enough to make a run at 
Hacking, even though he knew his bike 
was better than Hacking’s. 

“It (Hacking’s Yamaha) ran pretty 
well,” Bostrom said. "It wasn't as quick 
as my Honda. 1 was feeling a bit bad 
about it. I was thinking, ‘Me and Jamie 
are going to race this thing out and on 
the last lap I’m going to draft by him 
and try to win this thing just because of 
sheer horsepower’. He was riding excel- 
lent, but I had a bit of a power advan- 
tage. It looked like he was cutting 
through the infield real good. Seemed 
like his Yamaha was spinning up his 
back tire a bit more because I was able 
to preserve the thing, maybe just 
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because I was following him. But I defi- 
nitely had a little bit of an advantage." 

Pridmore ran off the track while in 
third, dropping to fifth before taking 
one spot back. He was pleased with his 
finish and a little surprised at how long 
he'd been able to lead. 

"I m new to the game and I lost con- 
centration for a split second and ran off 
the track," Pridmore said. "I think I 
could have gotten all the guys on the 
Vance & Hines team on the podium. I 
think I could've been a contender for the 
end of the race. I was just sitting behind 
Ben and Jamie at the end of the race." 

His teammate Thomas Stevens was 
fifth, equaling his best finish of the year. 
Stevens had tried a new front end on 
Saturday and found it wasn’t right. The 
team guessed on the setup, hoping to 
cut their losses, and Stevens felt com- 
fortable for the first time in a long time. 

Then came Yamaha's Rich Oliver, 
who'd been with Eric Bostrom and 
Mladin in pursuit of the leaders early 
on, before the pace got a little too hot. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler 
was seventh, losing valuable champi- 
onship points due to a leg injury he suf- 
fered at Mid-Ohio. Chandler had a deep 
bruise the length of his right thigh and 
wasn't able to move left to right on the 
bike, nor was he able to hang off as far 
as he needed. 

With Bostrom finishing third, Chan- 
dler now holds a two-point lead, 298- 
296, with three races to go. Mladin 
moved to third with 260 points. 





Yoshimura Suzuki's Aaron Yates was 
eighth with traction problems, both in 
the tire and the rear shock, and Steve 
Crevier brought the Yoshimura Suzuki 
TL1000R home in ninth. 

Tenth place went to Jordan Szoke, 
the 19-year-old Canadian who was mak- 
ing his debut as the replacement for 
Mike Hale on the Fast By Ferracci 
Ducati. 

Not only did Bostrom win his first 
race in his second try, he did it in record 
time - breaking DuHamel's year-old 
record. Bostrom completed the 21-lap, 
63-mile race in 34 minutes, 39.790 sec- 
onds at an average speed of 109.050, 
just faster than DuHamel's mark of 
108.460 mph. 

Among the nonfinishers were both of 
the Harleys. Mike Smith, who was mak- 
ing his debut as Thomas Wilson's 
replacement, had the transmission on 
his VR1000 lock up in fourth gear on the 
warmup lap. Pascal Picotte made it to 
within five laps of the end when a throt- 
tle-position sensor failed for the third 
time this weekend. 

Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp couldn't 











start with the field after his fuel сар was 
left open on the warmup lap. After 
being splashed with gas, Kipp pulled 
over to the pit wall at the start and got 
away at the back of the field. He fin- 
ished 13th. 

When the race was green-lighted, 
Pridmore sped to the front, taking Hack- 
ing, Ben and Eric Bostrom with him, and 
then Mladin. 

The riders streamed out in a line for 
the first few laps, with Pridmore staying 
out front while Hacking moved into sec- 
ond on the third lap, then into the lead 
on the seventh go-around. 

“I tell you what: I couldn't believe 
how comfortable I was for the six laps," 
Pridmore said. "I led and kept wonder- 
ing where they were. I thought it would 
be a big draft-fest. I didn't have any 
doubts I could be there at the end." 

Hacking held on for three laps before 
Bostrom got by, the pair swapping back 
and forth in front of Pridmore, with 
Hacking driving to the lead out of turn 
one when Bostrom went wide. 

Mladin made his way in front of Eric 
Bostrom on the 10th lap, the last time he 
would lead him. 

“Т was trying so hard, I thought he 
was going to get me back down the 
straight, but I must have pulled a bit of 
a gap around there somewhere and I 
was trying that hard that I ran off com- 
ing out of turn two and he got me 
again," Mladin said. "I was just trying 
to get a bit of a break. Because, all things 
being equal, my bike was working very 
well around the back..] was very fast 
around there." 














Hacking was back in front for lap 11, 
though Ben Bostrom used traffic to go 
up the inside of Hacking in turn two. 
Then Hacking returned the favor in turn 
three. A few turns later Pridmore was 
off the track, dropping to fifth. 

“I still can't believe what I did, but 
that's a part of learning," Pridmore said. 
“I made one little mistake and that kind 
of cost us. I just got in turn six a little too 
deep." 

Pridmore fell behind Eric Bostrom 
and Mladin, the pair just off the leaders. 

On the 15th lap, Hacking was again 
in the lead, and now Eric Bostrom and 
Mladin were about 1.5 seconds behind 
and closing. : 

"As soon as that happened (Prid- 
more running off the track), that's when 
the pace picked up," Mladin said. "He 
got going and that's when we caught up 
to those guys." 

"I was having trouble getting in a 
groove," Eric Bostrom said. "I was rid- 
ing kind of lousy, just missing my apex 
points and stuff. I think maybe because I 
was excited, but not settled like I should 
be. I was kind of struggling for a while. 
And then Jason ran off the track and 
that moved me into third and I think 
that that kind of lit a little bit of a fire 
under me. I started hitting lines a little 
bit better, but I still wasn't riding really 
good and maybe it was my inexperience 
on the bike. Then we came up to Jamie 
and Ben." 

They caught them with about three 
laps to go, and Eric Bostrom and Ben 
Bostrom swapped spots - Eric going 
from third to first, Ben the opposite - on 








the 19th lap, after Eric got the best drive 
down the straight. This time aróund, the 
lead quartet ran four wide. 

“I was having trouble seeing my pit 
board, I don't know, just because I was 
blind or something," Eric Bostrom said. 
"| didn't know how many laps were left, 
which is kind of bad. And it just hap- 
pened that we came into the front right 
about the right time - it just worked out 
perfect. I kind of got lucky in that 
aspect." 

Eric Bostrom led again on the 20th 
lap, with Hacking again second, and 
Mladin now third - in front of Ben 
Bostrom. 

"| didn't know who it was," Ben

Bostrom said of Mladin. "I saw my lap 
board, plus one, the next lap I was being 
passed. I was like, "What the hell was 
that?' I looked back and Eric went by 
and I saw Mat and I came up on that 
lapper and things just didn't work out." 

It would be the last lap, and the pack 
was running up to turn one. 

"When those guys went by me, I was 
like, ‘Oh man, this is going to be a hell 
of a race, and then we came up into 


Mat Mladin - 
Mr. Pole 


I here has been no better qualifying rider this year than 
Mat Mladin. The Yoshimura Suzuki rider captured his 
sixth pole position of the year with a blistering new track 
record with less than a minute to go. The time was more than a 
second under the two-year-old lap record of Alessandro 
Gramigni. More impressive was that the Australian had to sit 
out 30 minutes of the session with a bloody nose, and put his 
time together with a rush in the final 10 minutes. 

The nosebleed started about 15 minutes into the session. 
Mladin pulled in and laid on the ground for half an hour to 
stanch the bleeding. When he had it under control, he ran two 
laps on a race tire to get up to speed, then put on the qualifier. 

His best, a 1:37.263, was well under Gramigni's 1:38.305. In 
fact, the top nine riders were under Gramigni's record. And the 
top six were all on different brands of motorcycles. 

Without his nosebleed, Mladin felt he could've gone a few 
tenths faster. One fast lap is one thing, winning a race is quite 
another and, despite six poles, he hasn't been able to win a race 
this season. 

“I think in the last couple of races, it's a couple of guys have 
got on good motorcycles," Mladin said. "Some of the motor- 
cycles are very good; i.e., Eric (Bostrom) last race and this race, 
and Jason (Pridmore) this race. You just got to look at the speed 
traps what's happening down the front straight and then you've 
got to run a mile holding the throttle fully flat out and you're 5 
or 6 mph down - it makes a big difference. We've got to do the 
best we can do. We've got nothing to lose now. If anyone gets in 
my way, ГЇЇ be coming through - whatever it takes." 

Mladin knocked Yamaha's Jamie Hacking back to second, 
the South Carolinian posting the fast time until being moved 
down a spot with about 45 seconds to go. Hacking had run his 
fast lap in pursuit of Fast By Ferracci's Tom Kipp. Kipp ended 
up 10th. 

^| kind of caught him, then he kind of held me up going 
through turn one on my fast lap," Hacking said. 

As for whether the Yamaha had the power to handle the long 
Brainerd front straight, Hacking said: "We're close. We're now 
near as fast those guys (Honda) and the Ducati. I’m right there. 
My race paces are good. | went just as fast on my race tires as I 
qualified yesterday on qualifying tires, consistently, lap after lap." 

Jason Pridmore made an impressive debut on the Vance & 
Hines Ducati, qualifying third. It had been a tumultuous few 


weeks for Pridmore. He'd been disqualified from his second- 


place finish in the 750cc Supersport race at Mid-Ohio for illegal 
frame modifications. Then Suzuki terminated their contract 


with HyperCycle Suzuki and Pridmore decided not to continue 
contesting the class (see "Briefly..."). His deal with the Vance & 
Hines Ducati team came together quickly, and he proved their 
faith in him wasn't misplaced. 

"To be honest with you, I'm probably on one of the best 
bikes here, if not the best,” Pridmore said. "There's a lot of luck 
involved. I mean, a week ago, I wasn't sure what I was going to 
be doing, and now I'm on the Vance & Hines Ducati team. | 
can't believe I got to the top three, but I’m real excited to be 
here." 

Though he'd ridden Suzuki GSXR750 Superbikes, he hadn't 
ridden a V-twin, so the Ducati took some getting used to. 

“Every time I get on the bike, I get a little bit better, and | 
think we have pretty Rood race settings for tomorrow," Prid- 
more said. “Like Mat (Mladin), І felt like I could've gone quick- 
er. We had an oil-line problem in the pits and I didn't have time 
for a second qualifier. It's probably only the second time I've 
ever done a qualifying to start, so I was a little cautious - even 
with the good lap that we put in - and I feel like that if we could 
have put another qualifying tire on, we may have gone just a lit- 
tle bit quicker. l'm not sure what Mat's lap time was. I don't 
know if I could have got him, but I think I could have gone a lit- 
tle better anyways." 

Pridmore agreed that he had about 5 mph on Mladin, a big 
help on this horsepower-hungry track. 

American Honda's Ben Bostrom was fourth fastest after 
experimenting with different front ends. 

“I think my bike's going to be pretty easy on one tire,” 
Bostrom said. "We tried a different front end and I kept going, 
"This isn't so good.' They kept throwing different front tires at 
the thing and Га just go, ‘Hey, it's the front end.’ So the guys 
put the old front back on the thing and we went right out and 
clicked off 38s on race tires and I was like, "That's more like it.” 

Why did he choose the other front end? 

“Because Eric (his brother) had it on," Ben Bostrom said. 
"That's not the only reason. It's just because I ran it at the begin- 
ning of the season, and I crashed on it a couple of times and | 
thought it may be better and 1 ran it at Laguna. And the same 
front that I had at Loudon was working bitchin'. We kept trying 
to run that, but we thought it was a little sketchy. I tried the 
other front end. It didn't work. 1 almost crashed in turn one. 
Lost the front real bad and I was like, "That's it, that's enough 
for me,’ and we put the other one back on for qualifying. The 
other one tends to make the front more of a slider. Like you can 
throw it in and if you're sliding the tires you can feel the front 
slide. It'll let go real bad, but most times it'll come back. It's a lit- 
tle harder to hit the apexes, but it's just more feel on the front. 
And the one I’m running now, it's more solid, like it's right 
there all the time or it's not there. And you're just crashing. You 
don't even know it. Different triple clamps and all that. I just 
say I like that one, don't like that one." 

Mike Smith was the surprise of the second row. The Geor- 
gian, who hadn't raced since the AMA Willow Springs National 


back in April, was chosen to replace Thomas Wilson on the sec- 
ond Harley-Davidson VR1000 earlier in the week (see 
“Briefly...”). Smith adjusted quickly, consistently running faster 
laps than his teammate Pascal Picotte and always lurking near 
the top of the field. 

"I'm surprised to be here, actually,” Smith said. “The bike is 
running really well. I didn't realize I'd gone that fast. I was out 
there, just kind of cruising, trying to get the Harley up there. 
Just out running times, trying to get familiar with the bike all 
weekend. The team's been able to get the thing going real good. 
I'm just getting on with it pretty good.” 

The reason seems to have much to do with riding style. 
While Picotte likes to steer with the rear wheel, Smith tends to 
use the front end harder. 

"| definitely push it on the entrance to the corner, and the 
bike loves that," Smith said. “1 can tuck the front on it a couple 
of times and there are very few bikes you can do that with that 
l've ridden. You can get in and make a mistake and make it up. 
The bike makes really good torque." 

The last of the six different manufacturers was Kawasaki, 
with MBNA Superbike Champion Doug Chandler taking sixth 
on the Muzzy Kawasaki, despite nagging injuries from his past 
two races. 


“I'm still leery of pushing it, especially with the qualifiers - 


just because of what happened at Ohio," Chandler said of his 
spill in practice at Mid-Ohio, following a horrific crash at the 
Laguna Seca round of the World Superbike Championship. 
“Mentally, І know what I want to.do, but I’m kind of limited 
still, physically, as far as reacting. It's sore as hell. It's a bit col- 
ored," he said, showing off a purplish bruise the entire length of 
his inner right thigh, "and I have a stiff ankle and I don't want 
to push it. I’m just waiting, to be the best I can be for tomorrow. 
I'd hate to crash it again and start all over." 

Seventh fastest, in his second ride on the American Honda 
RC45 Superbike, was Eric Bostrom. His time would have been 
better had he gotten a full lap on his second qualifying tire, but 
he didn't. 

“1 really blew it," the younger Bostrom said. “We were sup- 
posed to have two qualifying tires and I went out on the first 
one and 1 thought I blew every turn on the track. I mean, just 
total moron. I went out in the gravel coming off of here and the 
thing was a 37.9. I’m like, ‘Man, that was really, really easy.’ So 
then, when I came back in, we changed the other one and we 
were the first guy to get the checkered flag, so we never got out 
on the second one. It was unfortunate because I think we would 
have been much higher than where we were at." | 

The team had a setback in the morning, when the Honda 
threw a chain and put à hole in the case. The delay cost the team 
base setup time, according to Bostrom. 

The last rider on the second row was Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Aaron Yates, the winner of the past two AMA Superbike 
Nationals. Three in a row was a lot to ask, considering the 
power deficiency the Suzukis faced. 
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turn two en Eric went inside of a lap- 


per who shouldn't be on the track, 
doing the lap times he was doing," Ben 
Bostrom said. "I went on the outside 
and the guy kind of just got scared and 
sat it up a bit and pushed me out and | 
almost went into the grass, so I was a bit 
bummed.

That cost him a chance at the leaders, 
leaving Hacking and Mladin to make а 
run at Eric Bostrom. Mladin passed 
Hacking exiting turn three, after the 
long straight, and was holding him off 
when they got to turn nine. That's when 
Hacking went down. 

Mladin saw it coming. When he 
was chasing Hacking, he saw the 
Yamaha rider using his tires hard and 
had seen а slight bump in the rear tire 
- right on the crown - with about three 
laps to go. 

There was a final push for the win, 
but Mladin came up just short. 

“It was a race - that's about all it 

as," Mladin said. "Getting onto the 
straight here, I was fast and just got 
smoked down at the end. Га lose 20 
bike lengths, couldn't stay in the draft. 
I'd make it all back up and do it all 
again. I’m not taking anything away 
from Eric, he rode great - he really did. I 
mean, second time on the bike to win a

race is very good - it doesn't matter 
what motorcycle you run with." 

Ben Bostrom was far enough in front 
of Pridmore to not be challenged. А 

"Obviously, Mat and Eric rode 
superbly," Ben Bostrom said. "They 
caught us, so they must have been run- 
ning quicker than we were, so they 
deserved to win. This was kind of a bad- 
luck weekend for me. Hopefully, things 
will change next week, but these guys 
rode awesome and they deserve first 
and second for sure." 

Pridmore rode steadily to finish 
fourth after thinking he might make a 
run at the end and then finding there 
was no one close enough to get a tow 
from. 

"They got away from me a little bit 
and I closed back up on them and with 
six laps left, five laps left, once I got 
back on the track, they weren't getting 
away from me," Pridmore said. “I didn't 
have anybody to draft with. That kind 
of hurt me at that point." 

What hurt Stevens was the switch to 
different forks. 


“It took us a while to get them ironed 
ut," Stevens said. "Then, today, they 
were checking them back over and they 
found something wrong with them. So 
we made a pretty big change to the 
thing right before the race, because we 





knew it would work better. At least they 
thought. So we split the difference of the 
mistake and when we did that, that's 
why I kind of - I got a decent start, but I 
was kind of feeling my way around the 
first couple of laps. I still think we

Jason Pridmore, formerly of HyperCycle Suzuki but now riding 


under the colors of Team Suzuki Sport, made a smooth transition 


to the Superbike class when he took over Anthony Gobert's 
Vance & Hines Ducati ride at Brainerd. Pridmore said the ride 


сате about after he learned he had been disqualified from the 


750cc Supersport class at Mid-Ohio. He decided to forsake the 
750cc Supersport class but continue. on the 600cc Supersport 
machine. “It was two train wrecks at the same intersection, | 
which brought Pridmore to the team, Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Terry Vance said with a laugh, the two train wrecks being 
Anthony Gobert's and. Carry Andrews' suspensions. "There's no 
other way to put that. He (Pridmore) called Jimmy (Leonard - 
Vance & Hines’ crew chief) and said, ‘Here's my situation.’ We 
weren't even aware of it. Jimmy called me at home and said, 
‘Here's what's happening’. | said, ‘Man, let's get this deal going.’ 
After Jimmy called те, | called Mel (Harris of Suzuki) and said, 
‘Mel, what's the scoop?’ He gave me the green light. so | called 
Jimmy back and said, ‘Get him down here. Let's get set up.’ He 
seems like a real nice kid. | mean it's way early, but he's doing 
good. Those bikes are great, they. really are. Pridmore said that 
after the disqualification from Mid-Ohio, there were a couple of 
different plans. "Terry (Vance) called Mel Harris at Suzuki and 
they were very gracious to: let me go ahead and take the opportu- 
nity.” he stated. “| felt that | didn't want to ride 750 Supersport 
anymore because if |'was to win the championship, it would feel 
so hollow, and | know that the other guys have been. working so 
hard - other teams have been working so hard within the rules. | 


‘felt that our team. maybe had stepped outside the rules and | 


didn't feel like winning the championship like that was going to be 
very. good. It was a hard thing, a hard decision, because the cham- 
pionship is what | race for, and 1 felt like | had. a good chance of 
winning it again, but | didn't want to win it that way. So | figure I'd 
let somebody win it who really deserves it." 


Pridmore said he knew that Suzuki wasn't the source of his 
problems. "This.was just an individual type of thing and basically 
they were. generous. enough to say, You know, if you don t want 
to be let out of your contract, maybe you can ride the 600; and | 
said, ‘Great, I'll ride the 600 and see if we can't help Steve 
(Crevier) maybe win a championship, and then I'll ride the Ducati 
also.'" Pridmore said that he would be on the Ducati at Brainerd 
and Joliet, the site of next week's AMA Superbike race. "And 
then, | think a little bit of it has to depend on my results, obvi- 
ously, and how the team feels about me and what Anthony's got 
going. There are a number of different variables. | may ride the 
750 again at the end of the year if something works out to 
where they're happy with two riders over there. l'm just kind of 
playing it by ear and just seeing what happens and trying to plan 
for next year a little bit.” Pridmore said he'd been speaking with 
Fast By Ferracci Ducati's Eraldo Ferracci during the season but 
hadn't spoken with Ferracci since his disqualification, He was 
hesitant to go to Ferracci because the Ferracci team uses 
Michelin tires and Pridmore is a longtime Dunlop rider. “Being 
on the Dunlop-to-Michelin thing was also a big key to me 
because l've been with Dunlop all. my life, so that was another 
kind of an issue with me. But l've wanted to work with Jim 
Leonard for a lot of years. A lot of people don't know this, but 


Terry Vance is the only person that's ever offered. me a super- 
bike: ride. He offered me one six years back and then now, so 
I'm very grateful to him, too." As for the Ducati, Pridmore said: 
“I'm definitely getting used to it, but it's funny, because | 
thought the power would intimidate me a lot, but it's learning 
how much you can use the gas in the slow comers, coming off 
from slow corner to slow corner, making the transition. And the 
brakes are so good, that those are the two things that l'm really 
getting the hang of. As far as the power goes, it's so smooth 
and it's so good everywhere, it's - how can | put it? - it's almost 
unimpressive because it's so good. And you don't feel like 
you're riding very hard, although you are. | think the easier that 
you try to ride the bike, the faster you go, and that's what I’m 
looking for. l'm going to concentrate today on my braking in 
some of the slower corners, work on some of those things. " 


Jordan Szoke, а 19-year-old Canadian, took over the second 
Fast By Ferracci Ducati following Mike Hale's departure from the 
team after the Loudon round of the series. back in June. Team 
owner Eraldo Ferracci said that he'd seen Szoke on television, 
racing his Canadian Kawasaki in the Canadian Superbike Champi- 
onship. which he's leading with two races remaining. Ferracci put 
Szoke on the bike and the Canadian fel? hard for it. "He said, 
‘Man, | love this bike,'" Ferracci said. "He said ‘I'll go around and 
see, short-shift it.’ Now he's shifting it a little different. | told him 


to step it up a little bit, but just go around and get used to the ' 


bike. 'No pressure. Do what you can.” Szoke said. Michelin's 
Walt Schaeffer had introduced him to Ferracci. Szoke said he and 
Ferracci had talked during the year and came to an agreement for 
this weekend and Joliet. Szoke's first impression of the FBF 
Ducati: "It's unreal. It's a different machine than I'm used to and | 
love it, like | never want to leave, | love it so much. | grew up riding 
on a single - | know it's nothing in comparison - but it was 


‘designed around this bike, it's a world-class single. | won a cham- 


pionship up in Canada on it. It's a Tigcraft frame with an MZ motor 
and it's fast and it's light but it works the same, the engine brak- 
ing and the engine works the same, lots of torque and it revs up 
quick, like this thing does. | got on this and | feel at home. l've 
never felt as comfortable on any bike I've ever ridden.” 


In addition. to learning the Ducati, Szoke was learning Brainerd 
International Raceway. a track on which he'd never ridden 
before. "It's very hard because it's the first corner and second cor- 
ner where experience is going to win it. Basically you're wide open 
going down the straight, you kind of roll off a little bit, and then 
you re right back in it. | think it's the right bike for here because it's 
such a fast bike. In miles per hour | think there's only one bike that 
comes close and it's usually the Honda." As for how long he'll be 


' on the bike, Ferracci says he'll ride the bike again if "he likes the 


bike. One lap and he loves the bike already. We'll see. He's 19 
years old. There's a lot of time to grow." Szoke's view: "Hopefully, 
the rest of the year and next year and the year after that. Right 
now, as it stands, we're aiming for next weekend, too. Right now 
we're just going one step at a time. | want to do well, but | don't 
want to crash." The September 6 Pikes Peak round of the 
AMA/MBNA Superbike Series conflicts with the final round of the 
Canadian Superbike Championship, which will be held in Shan- 
nonville, Ontario. Szoke is contracted to finish that championship. 


Mike Smith made his return to racing with the Harley-David- 
son Superbike team at Brainerd, replacing the injured Thomas 
Wilson. The Georgian, who'd taken a job pulling cable for fiber- 


optic network systems after parting company with the EMGO 
Valvoline Suzuki team earlier this season, said that he'd gotten 
the final okay from H-D race boss Steve Scheibe at the beginning 
of the week. "I've respected Mike's talent for years," Scheibe 
said. "He has a high level of ability, Some of the conditions he's 
been in before might have prevented him from being successful in 


other places. We're in one of those situations where the bike and 


rider and team get along really well: He's in the category of fast 
guys who have the ability. Whether it works out or not in our. situ- 
ation remains to be seen." What also attracted Scheibe to Smith 
was his ability to give input on the VR1000. Unlike the other 
teams, which have extensive worldwide networks of development, 
the Harley team has to rely on. its riders, Pascal Picotte and now. 
Smith. Smith's immediate goal was to help develop the bike and 
"maybe win a race," Smith said. "I think they want to get the bike 
out there and try to do good see if | was interested and still try to 
go fast." The VR1000, Smith says, is "awesome. It really is. It's à 
nice-handling bike. | didn't realize all these guys are highly. highly 
intelligent with degrees from college. It's similar to the Duck

Smith is contracted through the end of the season, Scheibe said. 


Scheibe said that Thomas Wilson, who shattered his pelvis and 
broke both legs in a horrific practice crash at Loudon in June, is 
much improved. "He's.a guy with about the most positive outlook 
you'll see," Scheibe said. "He's always going forward. He feels 
he's lucky that he went into the wall feet-first. It could have been 
much worse." Scheibe said he didn't have the latest update on 
Wilson's medical condition, partly because he hadn't spoken to 
him since his most recent doctor's visit, but he believed that Wil- 
son would be able to walk in about four weeks. 


Bill Syfan, American Suzuki's Sports Promotion Supervisor, 
said that he would be leaving Suzuki after the Brainerd race їо 
take a job with Dunlop Tires. He'll remain based on the West 
Coast, working closely with Dunlop's road race coordinator Jim 
Allen, who's based at the company's headquarters in Buffalo. 
"He's the right man for the job," Allen said at Brainerd. "He has 
good credibility in the pits and he's a hard-working guy. We can 
teach him what he needs know very shortly. He'll be doing the 
Supersport stuff for us, which will give me more time to spend on 
the overall program and superbikes and 250s. He'll also do some 
motocross work." Because he'll be based on the West Coast, 
Syfan will also be the lead contact for the motorcycle magazines, 
as well as the manufacturers. Syfan; worried that some might 
think his departure has something to do with the problems of the 
HyperCycle Suzuki team, released a statement to dispel that 
notion. “I'm excited about my new position with Dunlop Tire. It's 
unfortunate that my leaving Suzuki coincides with a particularly dif- 
ficult time with one of the Team Suzuki Sport teams. My move to 
Dunlop will allow me to work with an even larger number of teams 
and riders. "

Then I was kind of 
a sitting duck for a while. I guess 
Thomas was able to kind of catch up to 
me. And Mat Mladin was going through 
no matter what. So there was nothing I 
could really do with him." 

Seventh went to Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler, who got Yates on the 
last lap. Chandler was never comfort- 
able, unable to move left to right 
because of his lingering injuries, and not 
able to hang off the right side. 

Yates' problem was traction. After 
waiting a few laps to get going, he 





found that the rear of the bike wouldn't 
hook up. 

"Coming out of three and out of five 
and all them turns, it'd just start getting 
all out of shape and bucking back and 
forth, and it wasn't doing it earlier," 
Yates said. "I felt like it was both the tire 
and the suspension. I felt like the tire 
was initiating it and the suspension 
aggravating it. It was just weird. Every 
once in a while, we have that exact same 
thing and we can't figure out what the 
hell it is. But it's odd, because some- 
times when you put a good tire on, it'll 
be perfect. It won't do anything like 
that." 

Yates’ Yoshimura Suzuki teammate 
Crevier was at a power disadvantage on 
the twin-cylinder Suzuki, which he rode 
to ninth, not in danger of being caught 
by Szoke, who finished 10th on the Fer- 
racci Ducati after breaking away from 
Larry Pegram and Tommy Hayden. €N

Eric Bostrom had plenty to smile about 
after winning the first AMA Superbike 
National of his young career. Bostrom 
was aboard the injured Miguel DuHamel's 
Al Ludington-tuned Honda RC45. 


The crew of the. former HyperCycle Suzuki team, which remains 
intact despite the fact that Suzuki has terminated its relationship 
with HyperCycle (see "In The Wind"), had to build four machines 
the week before Brainerd after the team's frames were found to 
be illegal at the Mid-Ohio ràce. Four frames, one each for the 
GSXR600s and GSXR750s ridden by Jason Pridmore and Nicky 
Hayden, had to be replaced. Suzuki knew the 750 frames were 
illegal and didn't want to take a chance on the 600s. The frames 
were ordered on Monday: morning and shipped overnight to lowa 
City Motorsports (a dealership owned by Rod Holst. the brother 
of Lance Holst, the team's manager), where the team was spend- 
ing the time between races. Lance Holst said the machines were 
ready on Wednesday night. On Tuesday, Suzuki sent a contract- 
termination letter to Carry Andrews. "He's being very coopera- 
tive," Suzuki's Bill Syfan said. "That's his truck, those are his 
bikes. Suzuki i$ picking up all the costs. Everything that Carry was 
picking: up before, Suzuki is picking up now." Because there was 
no time to repaint the bikes, the HyperCycle decals were 
removed from the bikes and the patches removed from the riders' 
leathers. The bikes will return to Suzuki's headquarters in Brea, 
California, between races. 


Following Pro Honda Oils 600cc Supersport qualifying, the AMA 
sealed the motors of a number of motorcycles in an attempt 
to determine if they were using illegal qualifying motors. The 
motors were. sealed and the machines were then released back to 
the teams on Saturday afternoon. They were all to be. torn down 
and measured following Sunday's race. "We want to look at the 
qualifying motors," AMA road race manager Ron Barrick said, 
adding that he couldn't remember if the AMA had ever checked 
. qualifying motors in the past. It's à common practice in drag rac- 
ing, according to Muzzy Kawasaki crew chief Steve Johnson. 
"Our concern is that people are using motors which are different 
from their race motors just to get a better grid position," Barrick 
said. The AMA technical team decided in advance to seal the 
motors.of various qualifying positions in each of the two sessions, 
and not specific riders, though most of the top riders had their 
motors sealed. The motors would remain sealed unless the teams 
needed to change motors, in which case the AMA veould allow the 
change but would still check the motor. Barrick also said they'd 


check the motors if the teams decided they needed to tear the 
engine down to freshen it up forthe race. One of the concerns of · 


the teams was that, with Joliet a week away, there wouldn't be 
time to break in new motors. “| think it's the bottom end they re 
concerned about, bearings and so forth. | don't think that the tear- 
downs will be that extensive. unless we believe we have a reason 


to." As to whether it would do.so again, Barrick said it would Бе. 


at random. "We try to do something different at every event. At 
Mid-Ohio we checked frames. Many times before we've checkéd 
crankshafts. Other times it's been more of a visual thing. wiring 
harnesses. We're not in the position with our staffing to look at 
everything at every race. " 


Vance & Hines Ducati's Thomas Stevens raced to his fifth 
place at Brainerd with a broken bone in his right foot. Stevens suf- 
fered the accident when he crashed during the Mid-Ohio race two 
weeks earlier. He broke the fifth metatarsal but didn't know it was 
broken until а couple of days before Brainerd. "| could move all

With Jason Pridmore aboard Anthony Gobert's Vance. & Hines 
Ducatis. at Brainerd, Thomas Stevens was back on his slightly 
lesser equipment after crashing Gobert's bike during the 
Superbike race at Mid-Ohio. "After Mid-Ohio, we felt like Thomas 
would be more comfortable on his own bikes," team owner Terry 
Vance said. "They're so close. If you've seen them on the front 
straight, it's like they're tied together with a rope. It was asking 
Thomas to change a lot." Stevens had no comment on the deci- 
sion. 


The AMA road race advisory board held a meeting at Brainerd to 
discuss a number of issues, most importantly qualifying pro- 
cedures. "The main points that | thought were important was 
tightening up on the qualifying, how close the slowest riders had 
to be to qualify for the Superbike field," said Yamaha's Rich Oliv- 
er, who took part in the meeting, along with representatives of 
most of the superbike teams, às well as a handful of riders. 
"There were discussions about bringing that down to a level that 
would eliminate only the five or six slowest guys ori the field, just 
in order to help change the. closing speeds. And then we talked 
about. - what | was very adamant about - was the pit-lane speed 
limit. My point of view was that we have to be more proactive and 
prevent an accident rather than waiting for some tragedy to. cause 
us to pass some rule that obviously is necessary when you're 
clocking people going through the píts at 102 mph at Mid-Ohio. 
And after racing World Superbike, it was great to have that struc- 
ture and say, ‘Okay, it's 85 kph (52:7mph), that's your deal; if you 
до past it, you're fined. If you wheelie, you're fined. Should we 
have warnings and all this? | said, ‘Hey, just fine people and after 
a while you ain't going to be fining people anymore, because 
they're going to learn.’ A pit-lane speed limit, a pit-lane chicane 
coming into the pits to really slow the bikes down physically - 
radar. We talked about possibly incorporating: Superpole. l'm 
absolutely for it. | think it's a really good concept and it's exciting. 
| like that overall, as taking the top fastest guys. And | didn't make 
the Superpole at the World Championship, so l'm not talking from 
experience of actually doing. But I'm talking about the concept 
and how bad | wanted to make it in there, which | thought was 
really kind of a neat incentive. It takes the pressure off of qualify- 
ing in a sense, because there is no qualifying on Saturday, there's 
just practice, and there's Superpole for the top guys." AMA road 
race manager Ron Barrick said the AMA had looked at. various 
qualifying percentages from Loudon - 
and 112 percent of the fastest time - and said they would look at 
the combined qualifying of. all the tracks to see where-the limit 
should be. The problem is mostly with Supersport riders, whose 
motorcycles: are slower, sometimes much slower, than the Super- 
bikes. Many of the supersport riders use the qualifying sessions 
as practice with no intention. of racing. It was an item that would 
have to be discussed by not only the racing board but also with 
Barrick pointed out that the slowest guys were often 
local Supersport riders, just trying to get into the field, and there 
mày bé some spectator appeal. Also, because the AMA pays 
purses deep into the field, a rider can make money by qualifying 
for the race, even if he finishes 30th. "The other thing is, if we 


continually chop off those guys, are they going to quit and go ` 


somewhere else?" Barrick said. The Superpole concept was not

of it. “I'm suré the sponsors would: be thrilled to death to have 
cameras trained on their bikes for a minute or a minute and a 
half," Barrick said. He said it would also be discussed by the 
board and with promoters, but that they. would have to. work out 
the time constraints on the program. "We don't have the freedom 
of World Superbike," Barrick said; addressing the problems of 
having six classes run in one weekend. Saturday qualifying could 
be eliminated and replaced with a practice session, leaving Friday 
for qualifying. If a rider blew an engine, or crashed, he could be 
left at the back of the field. As for pit-lane speeds, Barrick is in 
favor of it being controlled. He said that one rider was clocked at. 
106 mph at Mid-Ohio, but that once a radar gun was. pointed at 
the riders, the speeds slowed to between 40 arid 60 mph. Such a 
move would have to be implemented across the board, for all 
classes, and would require extra officials to monitor and adminis- 
ter any fines: 


After the formal advisory board meeting, a group of four riders - 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin. Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug

Oliver - met with AMA road race manager Ron Barrick to dis- 
cuss safety proposals for New Hampshire International Speed- 
way.

A first for 
Yates

he first thing you need to know 
Т about the Pro Honda Oils 600сс 

Supersport race at Brainerd Inter- 
national Raceway is that, at the finish, 
the top six riders were covered by 1.064 
seconds. The second thing you need to 
know is that it was Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Aaron Yates who took his first 600cc 
win of the year, after a thrilling last lap 
in which he ran off the track and roosted 
the second-place finisher. 

That would be Erion Racing's Eric 
Bostrom, who was also in a position to 
challenge for the win before locking 
both wheels up in a lurid slide on the 
last lap. That gave Yates about what he 
needed to win, but only by 0.545 sec- 
onds. 

The next four crossed the line in 
rapid succession - Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Steve Crevier in a photo finish for third 
over Team Suzuki Sport's Jason Prid- 
more, who was convinced he was third. 
Then came Team Suzuki Sport's Nicky 
Hayden, who'd led five laps in the mid- 
die of the race before making a few mis- 
takes at the end. And sixth was Ameri- 
can Honda's Ben Bostrom, who couldn't 
mount an effective charge on the lead- 
ers, 

A few seconds later Muzzy Kawasa- 
ki’s aching Doug Chandler crossed the 
line. Chandler had led the first three 
laps before his bike developed an engine 
problem which prohibited him from dri- 
ving cleanly out of the corners. 

His teammate Tommy Hayden was 
next across, having slowed down to let 
Chandler by; then came Nate Wait on a 
leased Muzzy Kawasaki, with 1-800- 
CYCLEGEAR’s Steve Rapp filling out 
the top 10. 

Yates completed the 13-lap, 39-mile 
race in record time. His time of 22 min- 
utes, 34.500 seconds was about 22 sec- 
onds under the previous record held by 
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Miguel DuHamel. His average, 103.655 
mph, was well above DuHamel’s 
101.978 mph. 

“I really wasn’t expecting to do so 
well,” Yates said after his third career 
600cc Supersport win. “First, Doug 
(Chandler) got out there a good ways 
and then Nicky (Hayden) run him down 
and brought us with him in his draft, 
and ! got to running with Nicky and he 
pulled me down the straightaway, and 1 
got by him and just tried to run my own 
pace. Once I got to the front of the guys, 
I could kind of run through the turns in 
the infield like I like to go. I was notic- 
ing | was getting a little gap there com- 
ing into the last turn and the guys, 
weren't shooting by me on the straight- 
away. I thought, ‘You know, if I can do 
this for four more laps, I might have the 
win.” 

Because he missed the California 
races early in the season due to a broken 
wrist, Yates isn't a factor in the champi- 
onship. Crevier is the leader with 318 
points, though he wasn't happy to have 
to race fellow Suzuki rider Jason Prid- 
more for third. 

Still, it left him with an 18-point lead 
over Chandler, now back in second with 
300 points. Ben Bostrom closed up in 
third with 292, and Eric Bostrom has 
278. 

Yates was on the pole with a new lap 
record, but it was Chandler who got the 
jump. He took teammate Tommy Hay- 
den with him, then Todd Harrington, 
Pridmore and Crevier - the order shuf- 
fling from corner to corner all the way 
through the end of the lap. 

Chandler was first across the stripe 
from Tommy and then Nicky Hayden, 
Harrington and Crevier, with Yates, Eric 
Bostrom and Rapp in front of Ben 
Bostrom. 

Chandler looked like he might be 
pulling a disappearing act as the order 
shuffled behind him. He kept it up for 
another lap and then started to lose the 
gap as his bike began to slow. He would 
gradually fall back to seventh at the end. 

"| tried to go, they caught me; I was 
content with that,” Chandler said. “I fig- 
ured, "Well, I'm just going to save what 
I’ve got to the end.” 

Nicky Hayden went by Chandler in 
the ultra-fast right-hand kink in the 
front straight - turn two. Another corner 
and Crevier was past, with Yates by also 
and Eric Bostrom up his pipe. 

Hayden and Yates started a battle of

their own, with Yates 
going inside Hayden for 
the lead in turn one on the 
sixth lap, then Hayden 
powering on the outside 
to keep the lead - Crevier 
then taking the point, 
Hayden wrestling it back. 
About then, Bostrom 
joined in, moving into sec- 
ond and then back to third 
when they crossed the line 
for the sixth time. 

“1 started out, I think I 
was third, then I got 
around my brother and 
got around Doug and my 
bike was working good 
and seemed to be run- 
ning," Nicky Hayden said. 
"Then I got out front and 1 
could get a little bit of a 
gap in the infield. I was getting my plus 
from going into the last corner. Then ! 
would come by, one time I had plus 
four, plus two. Every time they would 
just kind of set me back up, pass me 
together. A couple of laps to go, they all 
drafted by me." 

That came on the ninth lap, with 
Yates moving Nicky Hayden to second, 
in front of Eric Bostrom. Crevier, mean- 
while, was fourth, in front of Pridmore 
and Ben Bostrom. It was the move Yates 
needed to establish himself. 

"When you follow somebody, and 
you have to ride really hard in the turns 
to kind of keep up with them, they kind 
of get in the way and all," Yates said. 
"Once I broke free and got me a clear 
track, | could run my own pace and it 
helped a lot. But if I was stuck behind 
them guys much longer, I probably 
wouldn't have been able to do it." 

The clear track was in front; behind 
there was nonstop action, with Eric 
Bostrom going by Hayden on the front 
straight on the 10th lap. He'd been in 
second earlier but ran wide in turn 10 
when he caught a false neutral on the 
seventh lap and dropped to fifth. 

This time he would remain a part of 
the mix, though both Pridmore and 
Crevier went by on ће 11th lap as they 
braked for turn three. Hayden was also 
past a few turns later, so that with two 
laps to go, it was Yates marginally in 
front of Pridmore, Crevier, Hayden, and 
Eric and Ben Bostrom. 

Ben wasn't having much of a day 
and knew he wouldn't be a threat at the 
end. * 

“1 couldn't do anything," Ben 
Bostrom said. "It was so damn frustrat- 
ing. They seemed to be pulling each 
other along just fast enough that I was 
stuck. Га get back on them in the infield 
and they'd kind of all work together on 
the straightaway and I just couldn't 
make any draft passes. And then, “Yeah 
this is okay, I'll just hang on to him.’ 
Then, on the last lap, I'm going to do 
some serious braking because I was real 
fast on braking going into three. And 1 
kind of got screwed. Hayden was just 
riding some kind of missile. He'd just 
shoot back by me after the white flag 
there and I knew I was in trouble then 
because I was going to have follow him. 
I guess that'd be two laps from the end, 
because he was a bit slow through the 
corners. And I was like, "You're letting 
these guys get away from you and I 



















need this so bad.' It was the only way I 
could beat Stevie (Crevier). So coming 
out on the last lap, it was just to main- 
tain his draft. Anyway, I tried to set him 
up and I just came too hard and too fast 
and then he went past, drove past me in 
three and then I was real fast in the 
infield to try to get up on these guys, 
hoping somebody makes a mistake - 
they're trying to push each other, 
because that's what a few of the guys 
did: They tried to make some infield 
passes. But as you know, the infield 
here, you can't pass. You just got to be 
smooth. From three to 10, you go just 1- 
2-3-4-5 - that's how you're going to fin- 
ish unless somebody makes a mistake." 

That is how it would happen on the 
last lap, but not without some excite- 
ment. 

Yates led the final lap from Crevier, 
Hayden, Pridmore and Eric Bostrom. 
They scattered like buckshot going 
down the front straight - Bostrom inside 
Crevier going into one, Yates still lead- 
ing, the rest just trailing. 

Eric Bostrom made a strong move to 
take the lead in turn two and rode hard 
into turn four - too hard, it would turn 
out - and Yates zipped past. 

"Turn four, he run it in really deep 
and had it sliding in and he went wide 
and ! tucked it under and I got the rear 
stepped way out," Yates said. "It was 
just lots of fun." 

Not for Bostrom. 

“1 was too late on the brakes and I 
passed Aaron in two and I was thinking, 
‘You know, I think we are going to win 
this thing,” Eric Bostrom said. “And 
then I went into four and I wanted to 
make sure that nobody was going to run 
under me because І didn't get a great 
drive off of three because I had such a 
low entry. I just got in too deep. Both 
tires were locked up and I just couldn't 
hold the line. I was sure Aaron was 
going to come back and hopefully not 
anybody else." 

Hayden thought about taking his 
best shot, but his own miscue prevented 
it. 

“Going into four, | moved into third, 
I outbroke Jason and Crevier,-but once I 
got in there, Eric had got in too hot and I 
wasn't able to carry enough speed,” he 
said. "I kind of had to stand it up so I 
didn't run into them. I think if I could 
have got into third then, the last lap 
would have certainly been interesting, 
but I screwed myself right there." 

That's how it was. But Yates was 
about to have some excitement of his 
own. The Georgian ran wide in turn six, 
running off the track and pelting 
Bostrom with pebbles. 

“I was just trying to run into that 
turn really good and then I got in the 
middle of the turn and I didn't feel com- 
fortable to really turn the bike because 
the tires were getting pretty greasy and I 
started going," Yates explained. "I was 
like, ‘Damn, I’m going wide.’ And I 
went off the edge of the curb there and I 
thought for sure they were going to 
come smoking by me. But I guess when 
they run it in turn four, he (Bostrom) 
might have held up the guys who 
couldn't get back in line back there." 

“I tried to get back in line when 
Aaron got a big slide out of there,” Eric 
Bostrom said. “He went off in the dirt. I 
had a chance probably to potentially 
pass him, but he left it wide open off in 
the dirt and just sprayed me real hard. | 
felt like I was out in Lima, Ohio.” 

From there Yates had to hold on, and 
he did; protecting his line in the final 
turns to notch the victory. 

The difference between third and 
fourth was .002 seconds, with Crevier 








crossing the line by that margin in front 
of Pridmore, according to the transpon- 
ders. Pridmore thought he'd won, and 
the AMA sent him to the winner's circle 
until road race manager Ron Barrick 
took a look at the videotape and correct- 
ed the mistake. Even then, Pridmore 
wasn't convinced. 

“Т know I got third," Pridmore said. 
“I’m 100 percent positive because Steve 
was so pissed off after the cool-off lap. 1 
don't think he was mad at me, I think he 
was just mad that he just didn't get 
third. I think he understands that we're 
racing and I knew that he had enough 
gap on Chandler to where I didn't feel 
like I needed to pull over for him. I fig- 
ured that's why I just would try to put 
us on the podium." 

Crevier was incensed when he first 
got off the bike, but soon calmed down. 

“I came in, and for sure I'm a little 
hot," he admitted. "Whether I got third 
or fourth I don't know. It was a photo 
finish. I just did my best. Bring it home 
to try to collect points. Whatever. Team 
orders. Whatever. I don't think there's 
any point in even talking about it. It's 
like l'm out there just to do the best I can 
and so are those guys. Hey, it's just a 
matter of being there at the end. I don't 
have the option of falling down or rid- 
ing that hard. I’ve got to finish races and 
that's how you're going to win a cham- 
pionship." 

Pridmore admitted that there were 
team orders, “but when it comes to fin- 
ishing on the podium, I knew where 
Doug (Chandler) was. It would have 
been different if Doug was ahead of me. 
If I would have been ahead of him, then 
sure I would have let Steve (Crevier) by. 
Steve had a 12-point lead going in, so 
I'm going to gain a good chunk of 
points because Nicky and Ben finished 
between him and Chandler. So, with 
that, I just figured I'd try to finish third. 
I saw Nicky go underneath on the last 
lap and I didn't even know how close he 
was at that point. I don't know what I’m 
supposed to do, if l'm supposed to sit 
there and look back. I did look back 
coming out of nine and he was back 
there a ways. I thought, ‘If I let off, what 
happens if two or three guys go by?' So 
I just didn't want to take that risk." 

Nicky Hayden, who was criticized by 
Crevier for not allowing him past in the 
600cc Supersport race at the Laguna 
Seca World Superbike round, didn't 
have to worry about pulling over this 
week. Errors on the last lap prevented 
him from making а run at the leaders. 

“I made a couple of mistakes and 1 
definitely, the last lap, got pretty hair- 
ball," Hayden said. "It's kind of frustrat- 
ing because I know my bike was good 
enough and I definitely wanted to win 
today real bad." 

Tommy Hayden slowed on the final 
lap to let Chandler by for seventh, with 
Nate Wait in front of Steve Rapp in the 
fight for TOth. CN

Hayden 
starts over

oung Nicky Haydén has had a 
traumatic season. He's been dis- 


qualified nearly as often as he's 
won, and he's won more than anyone 
expected he would. The distraction of 
his being disqualified numerous times - 
along with Suzuki taking the Hyper- 
Cycle team away from Carry Andrew - 
caused him to consider quitting road 
racing entirely. Any chance of a champi- 
onship in the class went out the window 
with his DQs, but it hasn't stopped him 
from winning. 

The trend continued today. Hayden, 
now on the Team Suzuki Sport - former- 
ly HyperCycle - Suzuki GSXR750, com- 
pletely dominated the 26-rider field, 
leading from start to finish on the way 
to another impressive 750cc Supersport 
win, his second legal win of the season, 
to go along with two other wins he had 
taken away for illegal equipment. 

“It wasn't that easy," Hayden said 
after winning by 5.072 seconds. "It 
looked a lot easier than it really was. I 
got a really good start. Right from the 
beginning I put my head down. I knew 
these guys were going to be going at it. 
They've got points and everything. I just 
got out front and put in some-really 
good laps and got a good, comfortable 
lead. I'm just really happy. It's kind of 
hard to stay focused through this whole 
year. My guys stayed there and they 
haven't given up or nothing and we've 
really been through а lot and I'm just 


really happy. I think if Jason (Pridmoré)- 


was here today, he'd have made it a lot 
tougher on me, but I’m just happy.” 

Hayden has been one of the 
staunchest supporters of Carry Andrew 
this season. He has said in the past that 
he felt. the AMA was singling Andrew 
out. Today, he backed off that position 
slightly. 

^I don't know," he said when asked 
if he still felt Andrew was being unfairly 
persecuted. "Not at Mid-Ohio, but 1 
think the windscreen deal (at Willow 
Springs), definitely the AMA was just 
out to get him on that." 

After learning about his disqualifica- 
tion for having an illegal frame after 
winning at Mid-Ohio, Hayden's reaction 
was, "What's next? I was definitely dis- 
appointed, but what can I do? We've 
been through a lot. Them guys, I’m 
thankful. I wanted to give up. I was real 
close - I about went dirt tracking for the 
rest of the vear." 

It was a good thing he didn't. The 
teenager from Kentucky won the 13-lap, 
39-mile race in 22 minutes, 29.860'sec-

onds at an average speed 
of 104.011 mph. 

His championship 
hopes have long since 
been dashed, so the win 
didn't put him in any 
challenging position. The 
championship leaders all 
raced for second, and it 


war. 

After Hayden split, it 
was left to the others to 
fight for the final podi- 
um positions. Barnett 
Tool & Engineering's 
Richard Alexander Jr. 
and Steve Rapp, on the 
1-800-CYCLEGEAR 
Suzuki, took off after 
Hayden, with Hooters 
Restaurants’ Paul Harrell 
in fourth and his team- 
mate Mario DuHamel 
closing quickly. 

By the third lap Hayden had a 2.487- 
second lead. Rapp was now. in second, 
Alexander third, and then DuHamel 
and Harrell - with DuHamel joining the 
second- and third-place riders on the 
sixth lap as Rapp and Alexander 
swapped spots. 

Halfway in, Hayden was on cruise 
control, more than five seconds in front 
and marking time. Alexander was in 
front of Rapp and DuHamel, the trio 
three wide on the front straight starting 
the eighth lap, with DuHamel drafting 
past both to take over second and Rapp 
getting Alexander in turn three. 

"| got a pretty decent start and after 
the second lap I went past my teammate 
Paul Harrell and I said, ‘I’ve got to catch 
up to these guys, they're having too 
much fun,” DuHamel said. “And I 
went by them, I followed them for three 
laps and then I saw the double draft 
came up." 

Once DuHamel got in front, Rapp 
seemed to slow, dropping off the pace, 
with Ricci Motorsports' Jimmy Moore 
now threatening from behind. 

"Sometimes when I'm right behind 
somebody I can't ride my own lines, so I 
drop back so I can see where I’m going,” 
Rapp explained. "If someone's right in 
front of you, you can't see, you can't see 
your brake marks. I slowed up, not on 
purpose. Once he (Alexander) got away, 
I could drive my lines and I could drive 
back up again. If you're following right 
behind, it kind of messes you up a little 
bit." 

Alexander led at the end of the 11th 
lap. Then DuHamel came by on the 
draft into turn one, with Alexander tak- 
ing it back in turn three. DuHamel then 
retook the spot before the end of the lap. 
Moore, meanwhile, moved past Rapp 
on the same lap. 

Starting the final lap, it was 
DuHamel, Alexander, Moore and Rapp 
- and the moves started early. Alexander 
went around the outside of DuHamel in 
turn three. 

“1 tried to make a move, but I was 
really, like, on the limit and I was using 
up my tire, so I decided to let them go 
by," DuHamel said. 

"He (DuHamel) had a couple of bike 
lengths going into one," Alexander 











said. "I closed it back up in two. I knew 
going into three he was going to move 
over and protect the inside because I 
had been passing him a couple of times 
there. And at the same time I saw Rapp 
diving into the inside. I said, "Well, let 
me go around the outside of him.' I 
knew those two would get together 
somehow and I just went around the 
outside of them and made the pass stick 
and drove out and protected my lines to 
bring it home." 

Rapp got by a few turns later. Two 
turns from the end, Rapp's chances at a 
podium finish ended when he ran into 
turn nine too hot, dropping back to 
fourth and allowing DuHamel to take 
over third. 

"| went off in nine, into the dirt,” 
Rapp said. "And then I couldn't get it 
hooked up. I went into the last turn and 
I couldn't keep the back end from com- 
ing around - just too much corner speed, 
basically, trying to get a good drive 
down that straightaway." 

Rapp said that he'd been having trac- 
tion problems for most of the race. 

“It feels like it's just doing burn-outs 
everywhere," he said. "When I'm 
behind Rich (Alexander), it doesn't even 
look like his is putting down a black 
mark. When I come out, it just feels like 
it’s spinning." 

Losing the spot cost him two points - 
the difference between third and fourth 
- so he now leads Alexander by 12 
points, 295-283, with three races remain- 
ing. DuHamel is tied with Ricci Motor- 
sports for third at 244. Randolph 
crashed on the eighth lap while in sev- 
enth place. 

Alexander credited his success to his 
rear Dunlop, which he felt held up bet- 
ter than DuHamel's Pirelli. 

“I think I had a little bit of an advan- 
tage, basically, at the end because my 
tires held up real good, and I could see 
Mario having to scrub off some speed 
into the turns so that he could get out of 
them," Alexander said. "So that was my 
advantage and I put it to good use 
toward the end." 

The bike which Alexander raced is 
one of three Suzuki GSXR750s which he 
owns, any of which is for sale.

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Moore was a close fourth with a com-

Sorensen 
solos

nlike the bump and tussle of the 
previous race at the Mid-Ohio 
Sports Car Course, and many 
before that, today's Elf Race 
Fuels/Lubricants 250cc Grand Prix race 
was relatively sedate and decided early 
on.

World Sports Imports’ Chuck 
Sorensen shook off an early challenge 
from Performance Machine’s Roland 
Sands and Erion Racing’s Randy Ren- 
frow to inch away to his third win of the 
year. He only won by 2.130 seconds, but 
his position was secure once he pow- 
ered by Renfrow in the ultra-fast turn 
two on the third lap. From then on he 
was out front, slipping away and able to 
break the draft which would have given 
the others some hope. 

"I knew Roland (Sands) was going to 
be right there,” the Yamaha-mounted 
oorensen said. “I knew it was going to 
be a tough race. I got lucky and broke 
away from that pair and got to take off.” 

Though the others stayed close, a 
move halfway into the race by Sands on 
Renfrow in turn 10, which leads onto 
the front straight, slowed both of them 
and allowed Sorensen the extra edge he 
needed to make his escape. 

“Roland (Sands) came inside me here 
one time and slowed us both way down 
on the most important run on the race 
track,” Renfrow said. “And I’m think- 
ing, at that point, we weren’t really clos- 
ing much on Chuckie, but I had a couple 
of really good marks that I could tell 
where we were. Well, we were closing 
on him like a bike, a bike and a half a 
lap at that point and that turned it all 
around. We lost probably two or three 
bikes that lap. I'm thinking, ‘Oh, man, 
not now, not now,’ because we're just 
barely closing on him.” 

Sorensen completed the 13-lap, 39- 
mile race in 22 minutes, 25.790 seconds, 
about 13 seconds slower than Rich Oliv- 
er's race record from last year. He aver- 
aged 104.326 mph. 

Because of a crash at Monterey, back 
in April, Sorensen isn’t in the thick of 
the title hunt. No one is, really, except 
for Sands. He was able to stretch his 
lead to 47 points, 333-286, over Erion 
Racing’s Kurtis Roberts with three 
races to go. Sorensen is a point back at 
285. 

Roberts had an off day, finishing 
fifth. He broke a crankshaft in his Satur- 
day heat race and had to break in a 
crank on Sunday morning. The Honda 
RS250 never ran properly, Roberts said, 
unable to rev near its limit.

“It was the worst it’s been in a long 
time,” Roberts said. 

Fourth place went to Sands’ team- 
mate Mark Foster, who was about 14 
seconds behind Sands and about 10 in 
front of Roberts. 

sixth place was a dogfight all the 
way, with Fabweld’s Greg Esser just 
getting the best of Terranova Painting’s 
Geep Terranova at the finish. Barnett 
Tool & Engineering’s Bobby Keith, who 
was part of the trio to the end, finished 
just back in eighth. 

The four-way battle for ninth went to 
Ranson Street Racing’s Jeff Vos, the 
Honda rider keeping ahead of Dega 
Racing’s Brian Gibson, who took over 
10th at the very end. 

Sorensen led the first lap, then Sands, 
then Sorensen to the end. His gap was 
more than a second on the third lap, 1.4 
on the next, then 1.6. Adding a 10th here 
and there, Sorensen rode flawlessly to 
guarantee his win. 

"I think running those times, the 
high 42s, just consistently and staying in 
front of Randy (is what did it),” 
Sorensen said. “I had a little bit different 
lines in comparison to those guys and 
different brake markers in some areas 
and maybe that’s where I was making 
up the time. I saw it yesterday. It just 
worked out for us today.” 

Renfrow and Sands left the rest of the 
25-rider field behind.very early on. Sec- 
ond went back and forth, with Renfrow 
mostly there and always able to use his 
motor to get by Sands on the front 
straight. With three laps to go, Renfrow 
took over second for good. 

“A lot of it was motor, motor and 
gearing on the top," Renfrow said. "If 1 
were to guess - I don’t want to tell them 
how to set their bikes up - but if I were 
to guess, l'd say they're both geared 
way tall on the top. These things, you 
can’t gear them tall enough to go 
through one. You can’t do it. So you 
gear them so that when you come off of 
one, the bike is in the strongest part of 
its powerband, and the same thing com- 
ing off of two so you get a good pull 
down to the next corner.” 

Renfrow had finished fifth at Mid- 
Ohio when his forearms pumped up. 
This time he had no problems. 

Sands realized early on that he didn’t 
have the motor to stay with Renfrow. 

“I think it’s been the other way most 
of the season as far as horsepower goes 
and, today, I think they had a little bit 
on us,” Sands said. “I really wanted to 
try to win this race today and I absolute- 
ly gave it my all to try to win it, short of 
throwing the thing on the ground. I had 















some of the nastiest slides of my life out 
there today. Sometimes things just don’t 
come together as you want them to 
come together and today was one of 
those days for me. But, hey, I’m happy 
to be on the podium.” 

Foster motored home alone in fourth,’ 
with Roberts losing touch with him 
early on. 

The race within a race for sixth was a 
good one. Keith had been up near 
Roberts, then fell back into the clutches 
of Terranova and Esser. At the midpoint 
of the race, Esser was in front of Keith 
and Terranova, but Terranova was past 
on the next lap - only to get bumped 
back to eighth ending the ninth lap. 

He made up one spot on each of the 
next two laps, but Esser was able to hold 
him off by half a bike length at the line,

Broken 
record

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 1 
GG ey, man, where the hell'd you 
i g0?" Erion Racing's Tripp 
Nobles asked teammate Eric 
Bostrom when he finally caught up to 
him in the winner's circle of the Pirelli 
Formula Xtreme race at Brainerd Inter- 
national Raceway. It was a valid ques- 
tion. 





After a shaky start, Bostrom turned 
up the juice on the Erion Racing Honda 
CBR900RR and disappeared at a record 
pace. He would eventually win the race 
by 15.804 seconds at a new record aver- 
age of 107.816 mph - much faster than 
last year's 93.098 mph set by Greg Fryer 
in iffy conditions. Bostrom also needed 
about 3'; minutes less to complete the 
13-lap, 39-mile race. He won his eighth 
race in nine tries in 21 minutes, 42.230 
seconds. Fryer needed 25 minutes, 8.100 
seconds to win last year. 

"| was just kind of cooling it," said 
Bostrom, who is racing three classes 
again this week. "I had a bit of a scare 
going through one. I think we caught a 
gust of wind on the second lap. Man, 
the thing bucked around and washed 
the front end. So I'm thinking, "That's 
not a good thing, this is not where I 
want to crash the thing.' I kind of like 
felt (turn) one out for the next several 
laps and just tried to make up for it and 
run the rest of the track. And then I got 
my confidence back and was able to 
cruise through one from there." 

The win boosted his points lead over 
Nobles to an even 40, 296-256, with 
three races remaining. 

Nobles had his hands full. Canadian 
Kawasaki Motors Michael Taylor was 
every bit his equal, though Nobles' 
Honda was clearly faster than Taylor's 
Kawasaki ZX-9. 

They'd hooked up early on, after

crashed out on the second lap, and stuck 
together, easing away from Kawasaki 
Team Green's Eric Wood in fourth. * 

Nobles was out front until lap 10, 
when Taylor stole the spot with a hard- 
braking maneuver in turn three. On the 
next lap, Nobles used his power advan- 
tage to drive by on the front straight, 
with Taylor thinking about another pass 
in turn three before backing off. 

A lap later, Taylor used his brakes to 
pass in turn three again, and kept the 
spot starting the final lap. Power made 
the difference again, with Nobles going 
around the outside of Taylor through 
turn one before protecting the inside in 
turn three. 

"He had passed me twice going into 
three," Nobles said. "His bike's really 
strong on the brakes. He looks like 
(Aaron) Yates. He'd run it off in there. 
One time I tried him before we got to 
four, but I said, 'No, I wasn't going to 
show him that.' If I had to on the last 
lap, then I'd do it. But on the last lap I 
come down, I just really tried to go hard 
through one and two, basically dirt 
tracking it through there. You look at 
that tire compared to Eric's. I was able 
to get away from him and he couldn't 
make a pass." 

"He was braking pretty early for 
three - I guess maybe because he saw 
Mark (Miller) crash there earlier,” Taylor 
said. "It might have spooked him. I just 
kept trying to take advantage of that." 

Taylor had a chance on the last lap 
when Nobles made a mistake in turn 
six. 

"He actually made a mistake going 
into corner six, and I thought I'd be able 
“to capitalize on it, but it was just too 
dangerous to push that hard," Taylor 
said. "I didn't want to take us both out." 

In the final corner, Nobles caught a 
backmarker in the right place and was 
able to use him just enough to guarantee 
the second-place spot. 

"That guy, I saw him, and I didn't 
know whether I was going to be able to 
get him or not,” the Georgian said. “It 
was kind of a roll-the-dice, and I took 
the chance and got up under him - and I 
stood him up." 





Taylor wasn't worried about using 
turn three to make а pass. 

“I knew there was about four places 
on the track that I was stronger than 
him," Taylor said. "I guess I could have 
planned it a little bit better. You do the 
best with what you've got. He put in a 
particularly strong last lap because he 
knew I'd be trying something and came 
out on top. I’m a little disappointed. It 
would have been nice to run second 
after all that fight. You fight that hard, 
you want to win." 

Wood was about 8.5 seconds back in 
fourth, all alone and running by himself 
for much of the race on his Penguin Rac- 
ing School 840 Kawasaki. 

Then came Zlock Racing's Mike Sulli- 
van, about 13 seconds behind Wood, 
and, like Wood, unchallenged for the 
duration on his Kawasaki. 

Sixth was last year's winner, Greg 
Fryer, the Larsos Cycle Racing rider 
pulling away from fellow Minnesotan 
Marc Chiodo at the end. Chiodo was 
aboard the Anoka Ramsey Sports Center 
Suzuki GSXR1100. 

Fastrax Racing's Dean Mizdal was 
eighth, another four seconds back, and 
Suzuki GSXR750-mounted. 

Filling out the top 10 were Hooters 
Restaurants’ Mario DuHamel and Chris 
Voelker on the Greenfields Turf Inc. 
Honda CBR900RR. —' RN

Curtis 
takes the 
sixth

BRAINERD, MN, AUG. 2 | 
ot that he needed the help, but 
Orange County Triumph's Curtis 
Adams won his sixth Progressive 
Insurance Pro Thunder race with 
remarkable ease after his only competi- 
tion this year, teammate Paul Harrell 
and Tilley's H-D/Buell's Shawn Hig- 
bee, both retired with mechanical prob- 
lems. 
Adams was in the lead and pulling 
away when each retired, on different 








laps and for different reasons, so he 
most likely would have won anyhow. 
But they made it easier and also 
allowed him to make it a three-way 
fight for the championship with three 
races to go. Adams won the race on the 
same Triumph he'd ridden to his other 
five race wins, but this time it was 
painted red. 

“I think racing is just part witchcraft 
out there, because after Mid-Ohio we 
hadn't had a whole lot of luck and we 
thought, "Well, let's change the color of 
this motorcycle and see^what that does 
for it/" Adams said. "Who's to say if 
that makes a difference or not, but all 
racers got their own little quirks and 
things that they do and we decided to 
paint one red and it's a '98-model Tri- 
umph color out there and we just feel 
really fortunate to be in this spot." 

The spot he was in was atop the 
podium and third in the points with 288. 
Harrell still leads with 303 and Higbee 
has 292. 

They might have been further back 
had the field not been so sparse. There 
were 11 starters and seven finishers - if 
you include the one rider who was 
lapped twice in the 13-lap race. 

Because there were so few riders, 
Harrell was credited with eighth and 
Higbee with ninth. 

Higbee was the first out, pulling out 
while in third on the fifth lap when his 


Buell started smoking heavily as a result 


of a leaking cam cover. 

Harrell lasted one more lap before he 
was through, his Triumph breaking a 
connecting rod after Higbee had gone 
out. 

“It was slow from the first lap and 
got slower and slower and finally 
dropped a rod," Harrell said. 

When Harrell parked his Triumph, 
Adams had nearly a 16-second lead on 
HMC's Shawn Conrad. He would 
stretch it to 20.320 seconds at the end of 
the 13-lap, 39-mile race. Adams aver- 
aged 99.504 mph in winning the race in 
23 minutes, 31 seconds. 

"We worked really hard this week- 
end to try to find a good setup," Adams 
said. "We went pretty quick right off 
the truck Friday. Had a little bit of a 
problem in traction off the apex on the 
corners. We worked really hard. ! 
thought we could maybe get these guys 
covered and they showed me something 
yesterday in the heat race. I was pretty 
discouraged and we went out last night 
and had some fun and relaxed and just 
put our heads together and put a good 
thought process together on which 
direction to go. We worked some things 


out first thing this morning and the bike. 


went really well this morning; basically, 
from the start I just had to put my head 
down and try to get away as best as I 
could. Chose a pretty-hard-compound 
tire to make it last the whole race. Just 
put my head down right at the begin-

ning and tried to split. Fortunately it 
worked out. 

"About halfway through," Adams con- 
tinued, “I was able to get some signs that 
the other two competitors, Shawn and 
Paul, were out. They're my main rivals in 
this points battle, so once they were out I 
probably backed off a little bit and just 
cruised a little bit to make sure we could 
make that thing finish and get the lead." 

Conrad motored around to finish а 
solid second, his best finish of the year 
after four sixths in a row. Afterward, he 
said he nearly didn't make the start of 
the race, getting to the line just in time 
to make the start. 

“I tried getting behind Curtis 
(Adams), but Paul Harrell passed me on 
the inside and Higbee also got me on 
the outside," Conrad said. "I followed 
those guys into turn one and I was 
thinking, "Well, maybe I can hang on to 
these guys for a while.’ And I did - not 
Curtis, Curtis was gone - but Shawn and 
Paul were battling back and forth, they 
had a good battle - fun to watch. I 
couldn't quite claw my way up there, 
and going through turn two, I saw 
smoke coming out of Higbee's bike and 
right there I kind of knew - well, it's not 
serious for a podium position, kind of a 
cheap way in, but it's racing and any- 
thing can happen. He went out that lap, 
and then two laps later Paul went out. I 
looked behind me and nobody was 
there and I just felt comfortable, and I’ve 
got to work on my riding, so I picked up 
my lap times a little bit." 

Third in the procession went to Rat 
Racing's Michael Gage. He'd moved 
into the spot when Harrell went out and 
rode steadily to his second third-place 
finish of the year, this one about 29 sec- 
onds behind Conrad. €N

ucati's Troy Corser finally won a 
race in a straight fight. Sure, he 
was credited with the win in the 
incident-shortened race two weeks ago 
at Laguna Seca, but the race didn't go 
the distance and he only got half-points. 
This time he did the deed, leading the 
second race from start to finish. It was a 
solid recovery from his disappointing 
first race, in which the championship 
leader struggled with a poor tire choice 
to finish seventh. 

That first race belonged to one Colin 
Edwards II, the Castrol Honda rider tak- 
ing his third win of the season and 
redeeming himself after a miserable 
home round at Laguna Seca that saw 
him score only 8.5 points. Edwards 
moved to the lead on the fourth lap of 
his winning race and was never headed, 
although teammate Aaron Slight was 
always lurking in his shadow. Slight fin- 
ished second that time out - thinking 
better of risking a pass as he is still 
recovering from injuries sustained at the 
U.S. round - and followed his teammate 
once again in race two, Edwards taking 
fourth place, Slight fifth. 

Much was expected of Carl Fogarty 
after the impressive performance the 
British rider had turned in early in qual- 
ifying, but, along with the rest of the 
Ducati squad, he too struggled with a 
poor tire choice in the first race, though 
he had been the Italian manufacturer's 
best hope for a rostrum finish in the 
Ducati-free race one-podium. Fogarty 
hung on to fourth in the first race, then 
returned in race two and carded a sec- 
ond. . 

While the top two spots in each race 
were filled with podium regulars - a 
pair of Hondas and a pair of Ducatis - 
third in both races were was filled by a 
couple of podium irregulars: Yamaha's 
Scott Russell in race one-and Suzuki's 
James Whitham in race two. For Russell 
it was the former World Champion's 
first rostrum finish of the year and a 
great improvement over what can only

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be described as a dismal season thus far, 
though things returned to normal for 
the Georgian in race two as he rode to a 
more customary eighth. Whitham spent 
much of the first race dicing with Rus- 
sell and Fogarty but was ultimately rele- 
gated to fifth in that fight, then found 
himself third in race two. 

Though Corser's weekend wasn't the 
most consistent, the points leader did 
manage to stretch his margin slightly 
over second-placed Slight, the Aus- 
tralian now holding 275.5 points to the 
New Zealander's 245. Both Fogarty and 
Edwards moved up on the leaderboard 
at the expense of Pier-Francesco Chili 
(ninth and sixth on the weekend), with 
Fogarty now third with 241.5 and 
Edwards fourth on 233.5. Chili, mean- 
while is fifth with 228.5.

А record crowd estimated at 82,000 
saw Corser dive into Paddock Hill Bend 
at the start of race one ahead of Chili, 


. Edwards, Fogarty and the rest of the 


field, but just four laps later it was 
Edwards' Honda on top as Corser's run 
at the front was over. It was just the 
beginning of Corser's trouble, and 
though the Australian hung on to sec- 
ond behind the Texan, he was coming 














under pressure from Slight, who finally 
moved into the runner-up spot behind 
his teammate a few laps later. The top 
three continued to run in that order, but 
behind them an impressive Whitham 
had moved to fourth place, having 
passed both Chili and Fogarty, who 
were both still just behind the English- 
man. Kawasaki's Neil Hodgson was fol- 
lowing behind Fogarty, with Russell 
and Hislop in his wake. 

Gregorio Lavilla, meanwhile, had 
already retired due to a broken clutch, 
though he was also suffering too much 
from his knee injury sustained during 
the most recent 500cc German Grand 
Prix. 

As the race wore on, it was clearly 
turning into a Honda affair at the front 
as the Castrol teammates slowly pulled 
away from a tough fight for third place 
that included Whitham, Corser, Fogarty, 
Chili, Russell, Hodgson and Hislop. The 
surprise of this fight was that Russell 
suddenly took over the spot, and even 
managed to pull out a small gap over 
his pursuers. Indeed, by the halfway 
point, Russell had taken clear command 
of third place, though he would never 
threaten Slight. With Russell off on his 
own, the battle was now for fourth and 
it was led by Fogarty, who had Hodg- 








son and Whitham in the thick of it with 
him. Whitham did better than just hold 
on, and was seriously challenging the 
Ducati rider for the spot. For Hodgson, 
however, the pace proved to be a little 
too hot and seven laps from the end, his 
Kawasaki tried to high-side him after he 
had missed a gear; the Briton managed 
to save it, but then ran out of asphalt, hit 
the grass and crashed. 

Edwards was still leading with а 
small margin over Slight, but with two 
laps to go, the New Zealander upped 
the pace, broke the lap record in the 
process and got into the slipstream of 
Edwards' number 45 Honda. Both riders 
went around the track in unison, but 
eventually Slight settled for second, 
happy to have reduced the points gap to 
championship leader Corser, who had 
dropped all the way back to seventh 
with tire trouble. 

"This was not an easy race," winner 
Edwards said. "I had Aaron to worry 
about for the whole race. But the bike 
has been perfect for the whole weekend. 
During practice, we didn't have too 
worry a bit about the setup and we 
could concentrate on finding the right 
race tires. On the last lap, I expected an 
attack from Aaron, but I wasn't going to 


make it easy. I was cutting it short

outside if he wanted that win." 

Little did Edwards know that Slight 
had already made the decision not to try 
to pass his teammate. 

"After the Laguna Seca disaster and 
my leg problems, I had expected this to 
be a very difficult weekend," Slight said. 
"But during practice, I had my hopes up 
again. I started reasonably, then got 
Colin into my visor and we managed to 
pull away pretty easily. We were going 
at a good pace; I had no reason whatso- 
ever to get past him, (and) I wanted to 
save my leg for the last laps. But Гуе 
noticed that that won't be a problem, so 
expect me to go all the way right from 
the start for the next race." 

Scott Russell recorded his season- 
best result with third. 

“I could see that some other guys 
had trouble, but this time everything 
worked out all right for me," Russell 
said. "We had made the right decisions 
during practice. І only started to worry а 
bit toward the end of the race, when the 
engine started to tighten up a bit. We'll 
change that for the next race. If І can get 
off the line a bit better then as well, 1 
should be able to mix it with the top rid- 
ers. I am also happy to have beaten Carl 
Fogarty - apparently he still doesn't like 
being beaten by me." 

Fourth went to Fogarty, ahead of 
Whitham, Mackenzie and Corser. 

“Мо rear grip; the tire went off from 
the fourth lap," Corser said. “The bike 
went more sideways than forward. We 
had been struggling with similar prob- 
lems on Friday, but thought we had fig- 
ured it out on Saturday. But we'll be all 
right for the second race." 

The same problem slowed Chili, who 
dropped to ninth at the finish. Suzuki's 
Peter Goddard finished 10th after blow- 
ing his start and finding himself boxed 
in on the first corner. He fought back 
from 16th at the start. Noriyuki Haga 
had to settle for 12th, due to a bad rear 
tire choice.

For the Ducati riders, the lesson was 
clear for the second race: change tires in 
order to strike back at the Hondas. АП 
three factory riders opted for a 17-inch 
wheel instead of the 16.5-inch they had 
used in the first heat, copying the choice 
the Hondas had made before them in 
the first heat. 

For most of the Ducati riders, this 
was a bit of a gamble, as they hadn't 
had the time to try them during practice. 
Judging from Corser's pace, however, 
this was the way to go. 

After a rocket start from James Hay- 
don, Corser was in first after one lap 
and, during the next few circuits, he 
would stretch his lead to a pretty-com- 
fortable three seconds. 

Comfortable was not the word to 
describe the situation of the people 
behind, however. A group of four 
formed in the battle for second place. 
Edwards held on to second for the first 
four laps, but he made a small mistake 
and Fogarty was able to muscle by, 
closely followed by Whitham. 

Fogarty and Whitham hung on to 
their newly acquired places, with 
Edwards and Slight just a few bike 
lengths behind but never seeming able 
to pose a threat. 

Further behind, Noriyuki Haga spent 
most of the time riding alone, until Hodg- 
son, Russell and Chili caught up. The 
foursome went on to struggle for the rest 
of the race, and finally Chili muscled his 
way to the front of the group, claiming 
sixth position at the finish behind Corser, 
Fogarty, Whitham, Edwards and Slight.

“I pushed as hard as I could,” 
said winner Corser. "But right 
from the start I felt confident 
that this was going to be a good 
race. I wanted to open a gap up 
because I knew that if the tire 
went off at the end, it would 
have been the same for every- 
one. I was also a bit worried 
when I noticed after a few laps 
that I couldn't stretch the lead 
any further. But I hoped that 
people would battle and hold 
each other up behind - which 
was exactly what happened." 

Fogarty came home second 
despite never really feeling com- 
fortable with his bike. 

"This has been а very hard 
race for me," Fogarty said. "I 
took my other bike for the sec- 
ond race, and I also switched tires. But 
three laps into the race, the bike started 
giving me the same sort of trouble I had 
experienced during the first race - the 
bike started to chatter when I tipped it 
into the corners. It took me some five 
laps to ride around the problem - brak- 
ing later and going through the corners 
pretty slowly. At that time, the gap with 


. Troy was already some three seconds - 


too much to make up. In the second half 
of the race, I was under a lot of pressure, 
but I didn't know from whom. I thought 
I had Aaron behind me. Only when I 





turned back to look with a few laps to 
go, I saw it was Jamie." 

Whitham was a very happy third. 

"The bike has been performing quite 
well for the last four or five races," he 
said. "But, every time, I was hampered 
by a poor qualifying result and start. I 
know that if I have a good start, Ї can 
cling on to the first bikes." 

Edwards finished fourth after hold- 
ing second early in the race and once 
again led his teammate across the line. 
The Texan knew the Ducatis were going 
to be tough to beat this time out.

“Му foot came off the footrest and I 
missed a gear," Edwards said of his 
dropping back two plgces on the fifth 
lap. “Once I'd lost second place I knew 
it would be hard to make it up again. 
After the first race I knew the Ducatis 
might have a rethink on tires, and they 
were on the pace right from the green 
light.” 

Slight finished fifth, just a tenth of a 
second behind his teammate. 

“Finishing fifth is not what I wanted 
but I didn’t have much choice,” Slight 
said. “I made a good start in the second 


Corser reigns 


F ourth in the championship, Carl Fogarty knew that he had to 





start working hard if he wanted to keep his title chances alive. 

Where else but in Brands Hatch should he start his charge. Foga- 
rty has an excellent track record on the circuit just south of London, and 
he reminded everybody of that when he blasted to provisional pole 
position on Friday qualifying. 

On Saturday morning however, things started to go sour for the 
local favorite. 

After the second qualifying session, in which Fogarty dropped to 
fourth behind fast man Colin Edwards П, championship leader Troy 
Corser and a surprising Neil Hodgson, the rain started to fall and it 
wouldn’t stop again before nightfall. 

So, for the first time this year, the Superpole session was run accord- 
ing to the new wet-weather formula, in which every rider gets the 
chance to record 12 fast laps on the track. It confronted the top 15 riders 
(after 16th qualifier and newcomer Hitoyasu Izutsu had injured himself 
quite badly after a second serious crash on Saturday morning) with 
some extra challenges. With the track drying out very slowly as the ses- 
sion went on, getting out on the track at the right time and on the right 
tires turned out to be of a crucial importance. 

After Pier-Francesco Chili had led the tables for most of the time, 
Corser took command with only some 10 minutes left and took his sixth 
pole position of the year. 

“It was very difficult out there,” the Australian said. “The track was 
actually better at the beginning of the session, because it was wet all over 
the place. I did three laps in the beginning, and then waited, hoping that 
the track would dry out completely before the end of the session. It didn’t 





quite work out that way. With a quarter of an hour to go, there was only - 


a tiny dry racing line available. At that moment, Virginio told me to go 
out and try to ride some four or five laps on a row, in order to work into 
ever faster laps. That turned out to be the best strategy; instead of going 
out for just one or two fast laps, I slowly improved my lap times over 
those five laps, and finally took pole position from Frankie.” 

The Italian himself was not too unhappy with second. 

“1 had some problems before Superpole, which we fixed," Chili said. 
"So I wanted to try two or three laps to push the bike a bit. Unfortu- 
nately, due to the rain we did not learn much. But perhaps we will be 
able to try something more during tomorrow morning's warmup." 


Colin Edwards got home third. 

"The bike has worked well right from the moment we took it out of 
the truck on Thursday," the 24-year-old Texan said. "We played around 
with a few different settings but eventually went back to what we had 
originally. I was a bit surprised. by my fastest lap time during second 
qualifying, but it proved that we're all set for the races tomorrow." - 

. The Castrol Honda rider would have his teammate Aaron Slight 
alongside on the first row on Sunday. He was happy to be on the front 
row after sustaining injuries in the last round at Laguna Seca and after 
some disappointing performances at Brands Hatch in previous years. 

"Especially my knee could be a problem tomorrow, but the stitches 
have been taken out of my foot, so I do not expect too many problems 
from that injury,” Slight said. “Superpole was once again a big gamble; 
it might have been possible to use an intermediate tire but they take a 
couple of laps to warm up and we did not have that time, so the safe 
option was to be out there on wet weather tires and slide around a bit. 
Especially the last corners were too dry and offered no traction at all for 
the wet tires. In all, this was as bad as a ‘normal’ Superpole. But consid- 


ering some of the trouble I have had around Brands Hatch in previous 


years, І ат very happy with today's result." 

The second row was a completely British affair, with Sean Emmett, 
John Reynolds, Niall Mackenzie and James Haydon taking up places 
five through eight. Fogarty qualified ninth after having made a very 
good impression during the “real” qualifying sessions. Peter Goddard 
took 13th starting position on his first visit to Brands. 

"| was enjoying myself yesterday and this morning," the Australian 
said. "This is a real fun track tó race on. I got on the pace quite quickly. 
Too bad about the change of weather later this afternoon, but if the 
weather forecast is right, we should be racing in dry weather tomorrow, 
so things will be very different." 

Neither of Yamaha's riders managed to show well during qualify- 
ing, with Noriyuki Haga lining up 14th and Scott Russell 15th - the lat- 
ter 1.5 seconds down on semi-privateer Niall Mackenzie, who was the 
fastest Yamaha rider. For Russell, this was another disappointment 
after having posted eighth qualifying time on day one. 

"The bike wasn't working for me in the Superpole session and start- 
ing from the fourth row will make it real hard for me," Russell said. "I 
couldn't go any faster so I didn't bother with my last two laps. I didn't 
want to crash. І could have made the second row if it had been dry - my 
bike is going well in the dry setup." 

Haga blamed his poor performance on the ` 'strange Superpole 
rules" for wet weather. 
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race but Haydon came through and I 
was in the group which he ran wide so I 
lost a few places. I just settled in behind 
Colin and held on for the finish." 

The Yamaha pair also finished one 
after the other, with Haga in seventh 
and Russell in eighth. Haga lost ground 
early in the race when he overshot a cor- 
ner, though not at the expense of posi- 
tion. Russell, meanwhile, had most of 
his difficulty off the start and found it 
was too much to recover from. 

“Т knew the start was going to be half 
the battle," Russell said. “In the first 
race I went around the outside and 
managed to get clear and in touch with 
the lead guys. In the second one I got 
pushed out and nearly lost it in turn 
two. One of the other guys tried a real 
dumb move and nearly had me off with 
his handlebar. I had a little trouble with 


the tire in this race. I think it was slip- 
ping а bit on the rim or something but it 
was working well for most of it. I was 
turning some good lap times but giving 
them that kind of a lead from the start 
(Russell started on row four) is always 
going to be hard." 

Peter Goddard had to settle for 13th - 
mainly due to а poor start. CN

On the first day of the European World Superbike round, Ducati 
became a 100-percent American-owned company, after the 
Castiglioni brothers sold their remaining 49-percent shares to the 
Dallas/Fort Worth-based Texas Pacific Group, which had acquired 
a majority share in the company some time ago. It is believed that 
the Castiglionis needed cash to invest in the MV Agusta project 
and to develop that bike into a World Superbike contender. Later 
this year, Ducati is also expected to go public on the New York 
Stock Exchange, a plan that has been їп place from the beginning 
with the TPG buyout. According to insiders, this new financial situ- 
ation will change nothing with regard to Ducati's racing program. 
However, neither Davide Tardozzi- or Virginio Ferrari have been 
offered a job or signed a contract with Ducati concerning their 
running the factory teams for next year. Both men hope to have a 
factory Ducati team again next year. Ferrari has been running the 
in-house factory team for several seasons now, whereas Tardozzi 
was brought in to manage the new Ducati Performance team at 
the beginning of the year. Ducati Performance is a young compa- 
ny that was founded by Daniele Casolari, the former owner of 
Gio.Ca.Moto. As with his former company, the Italian business- 
man builds performance parts for Ducatis. He has already stated 
earlier that he will continue with à team.next year. With the choice 
of the factory riders an exclusive Ducati affair, he will, however, 
have to wait the decision from TPG before knowing whether there 
will be a top rider available for his own team next to the one run 
by Virginio Ferrari in 1999. 


As expected, Akira Yanagawa and Piergiorgio Bontempi 
were. absent from Brands Hatch, both recovering from their 
injuries sustained at Laguna Seca. Bontempi has two broken 
wrists and is expected to be out for some time, while Yanagawa is 
apparently on the road to a surprisingly quick recovery. After his 
crash, the doctors found that he had’ fractured a bone in his left 
hand and his left collarbone, and that he had lost two front teeth 
(which now have been replaced). Yanagawa didn't remember 
much of the first race at Laguna Seca. He does remember seeing 
Noriyuki Haga-crash, but not that he had passed Doug Chandler 


just before the collision. At Brands Hatch (апа for a private Dun- - 


lop test at Assen scheduled a week later), Yanagawa was 
replaced by 27-year-old Kawasaki test rider Hitoyasu lzutsu. Hav- 
ing concentrated on developing the endurance version of the ZXR 


for the Suzuka 8 Hours. he did have some problems adapting to 
the World Superbike version of the bike. Subsequently, he 
crashed on Friday and again on Saturday. hitting a track marshal 
in that last incident. Both times, his crashes led to the practice 
sessions being stopped. On Saturday, he high-sided at Graham 
Hill Bend, suffering a badly bruised leg, bringing his participation in 
the race into question. Meanwhile, other Kawasaki riders also 
were hit with some misfortune. The British importer's team pulled 
out of the race due to the injuries sustained by Chris Walker at 
Oulton Park a two weeks ago (broken kneecap), and Igor Jerman 
crashed heavily in practice for Brands Hatch. 


News about next year's World Superbike schedule leaked at 
Brands Hatch. It looks as though the season will consist of 12 to 
14 races, with the Supersport series likely taking World Champi- 
onship status. The season should either start or end at Kyalami, 
with the Australian round at Phillip Island following (in the former 
case) or preceding the South African event. The significant news, 
though, is that.two races are expected to be run in the United 
States, one àt Laguna Seca and one probably at Road Atlanta. 
The first race of the year is expected in. April. 


August traditionally is the starting point for next year's contract 


negotiations for riders and teams. The group of some 10 facto-. 


ry bikes is expected to be enhanced by the arrival of the Aprilia, 
though that seat will probably be filled by Mauro Lucchiari, who is 
now. starting his testing program for the Noale factory. At Ducati, 
Carl Fogarty has already stated that he would like to stay where 
he is. Pier-Francesco Chili is also expected to ride a red bike in 
1999, with Troy Corser considering a second try the Grands Prix, 
though he may stay with Ducati. The same story goes for Noriyuki 
Haga, who might stay with the Yamaha Superbike team or get 
lured to the Grands Prix. At the moment, most of Yamaha's racing 
team's future is uncertain, including questions about a possible 
new bike and the question of whether or not Scott Russell will 
stay in the team. At Kawasaki, Akira Yanagawa is almost certain 
to stay, whereas Neil Hodgson might move out. Team manager 
Harald Ескі has already been talking to Gregorio Lavilla through 
SBK. International. For obvious commercial reasons, Maurizio 
Flammini would like to keep the Spaniard in "his" championship, 
rather than. to lose him to one. of the Grand Prix teams who will 
likely offer him something іп the coming months. Ескі also would 
like to: enter a three-rider team (including a very young third. rider), 
but this option is. very unlikely. The Castrol Honda team looks as 
though it may remain unchanged, with the Suzuki team's future 


still unclear. As things look now, it seems unlikely that Suzuki will 
enter two teams next year - one with the injected GSX-R and 
another with the TL. Suzuki will probably concentrate on getting 
the injected four-cylinder on the pace. According to Supersport 
Alstare Racing team boss Francis Batta, the Japanese have 
asked him to work out an offer for running a World Superbike and 
World Supersport team next year - this coming after the Belgian 
had offered Suzuki his services in running the 500cc. Grand Prix 
team. 


Rumor has it that Yamaha has its new superbike ready for 
the World Championship - the bike was reported to have been 
tested a few weeks before the Brands Hatch race by former 
World Superbike rider Jeffry De Vries for Belgarda. It is, however, 
not clear if Yamaha will decide to take the bike to the market at 
the end of this year, as this might affect sales of the R1, which is 
one of the best-selling bikes in Yamaha's lineup. 


At Suzuki, the World Superbike debut for the fuel-injected 
GSX-R has been delayed once again. If it shows up at all this 
year it will be at Sugo for the final race of the season. The injec- 
tion system was sent to the United States for Aaron Yates to use 
during the Laguna Seca round, but apparently the ignition mapping 
didn't suit the fuel that has to be used at FIM-sanctioned events. 
The Suzuki was returned to carbureted specs. At Sugo, most of 
the development engineers will be present to lend support to the 
official Suzuki team if it decides to enter the bike there. 


Yamaha riders Noriyuki Haga and Scott Russell tried а new, 
stiffer frame during practice in Brands Hatch. The black chassis 
had. been developed for the Suzuka 8 Hours, but the team decid- 
ed not to use it here at Brands Hatch. 


Fabrizio Pirovano won the Supersport World Series race 
after having led most of the event. In the last few laps, Vittoriano 
Guareschi took over the lead briefly, but at the end he had to let 
Priovano go. During the first stage of the race, Paolo Casoli and 
Stephane Chambon had led the way, but they had to come into 
the pit lane for а stop-and-go penalty for having jumped the start, 
as had Massimo. Meregalli. With his win, Pirovano has increased 
his championship points lead to 18 points over second-placed 
Guareschi, with two rounds to go. Chambon's team will, howev- 
er, appeal the course director's decision. to give a stop-and-go 


penalty.

AMA GRAND NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP SERIES

PEORIA, IL, AUG. 2 

s the field slowed down and 
pulled off the track after the cool- 
off lap at the Peoria Grand 
National TT, Chris Carr had - in one fell 
swoop - proved that he still has what it 
takes, that he is worthy of the title 
“Prince of Peoria,” that you can come 
home again. 

And the thing of it was that Carr 
didn't need to prove these things to any- 
one. After all, he didn't get that royal 
moniker by merely finishing well at 
PMC Race Park. He earned it, having 
won there nine times before. But this 


was the 50th-anniversary edition of the 
AMA Grand National classic, a special 
race indeed - a classic. 

The Harley-Davidson of Sacramen- 
to/Phoenix Racing-backed Carr was up 
to it, putting in one of his own classic, 
dominating performances en route to 
his 35th career Grand National win. 
Carr took the lead early on his Kenny 
Tolbert-tuned Wood-ATK, with a ban- 
zai, on-the-gas pass of early leader 
Mickey Fay and second-placed Scott 
Parker, and then began to click off his 
patented rhythmic laps as he outdis- 
tanced Parker to claim his first win of 
the year where everyone figured he 
would. In fact, detractors might say - 
50th-anniversary histrionics aside - what 





should make this win different than any 
of the other nine? Well, consider this: 
The Peoria Motorcycle Club has been 
putting on the Grand National TT for 50 
years - sometimes twice a year - for a 
total of 70 events. In that time, Chris 
Carr has won exactly one-seventh of all 
those races. 

“That sounds cool,” Carr said after 
the historic victory. "I try to win every 
race, and Peoria's been really good for 
that for me. These people in the pits are 
the same ones that I grew up with. 
They're like my extended family. It's 
good to be able to come home again." 

And of course, home wouldn't be 
home, and this wouldn't have been a 
classic Peoria TT, if Carr hadn't finished

ahead of his friend and longtime archri- 
val Scott Parker, but that's just what 
happened. Like Carr, Parker did as he 
always does at Peoria - albeit with a 
much better start. After the battle got 
under way, Parker ran his Bill Werner- 
tuned XR600 wide open in an effort to 
catch the fleeing Carr. It met with the 
same result, as he trailed Carr to the fin- 
ish line by almost a half-straightaway. 
Not to be outdone, however, Parker 
exhibited a little flash and. dash of his 
own, as his motorcycle engine turned to 
shrapnel just as he was crossing under 
the checkered flag. Parker promptly 
skidded the.dead machine down into 
turn one, unceremoniously dumped it 
on the ground and then proceeded to 
do a striptease, removing all of his 
upper garments and inciting the crowd 
as he tossed his goggles, helmet, chest” 
protector, jersey and gloves into the 
crowd. 

“І had to do something, " Parker 
said. "I couldn't win the thing. I just 
have to make sure and tell Bill Werner. 
that he builds the perfect racing motor- 
cycle. She runs for exactly 25 laps and 





then goes away. Oh, well, if you're 
gonna run second here, it might as well 
be to the Prince of Peoria." 

Perhaps every bit as popular as Peo- 
ria podium fixtures Carr and Parker was 
Gardner Racing /BBRP/Circle Е Racing 
Frames' Dan Stanley - maybe even more 
so, thanks to the drunken rowdies who 
invaded the podium award ceremonies, 
chanting "Stanley! Stanley! Stanley!" 
But it was arguably deserved adulation 
for the Peoria area's newest adopted 
“local boy," who charged all the way 
from the penalty line and flat tore 
through the pack to finish third, and all 
this at the expense of his Washington- 
area rival and defending event champi- 
on Joe Kopp. It was a dream come true 
for the 26-year-old kid from Bellingham, 
who insiders say has shown flashes of 
talent that have been somewhat tem- 
pered by a questionable work ethic. 
Apparently, Stanley wanted it badly 
enough today. 

"It all came together for us today," 
Stanley said. "It really did, and it had to 
- all the way from the fourth row. I was 
banzai that whole first lap. This is really 
cool, seeing as how the team (Gardner 
Racing) is local and everything. Honest- 
ly, I don't know if I could have done any 
better if I had started on the front row. 
But it would have been interesting." 

For Kopp, who had high hopes com- 
ing into the race, fourth place was a bit 
of a downer. Outmotored on his J&M 
Racing/KTM factory entry, Kopp rode 
the wheels off the machine to run third 
in the early going before tussling with 
both Stanley and ultimate fifth-place fin- 
isher Rich King. Kopp fell behind the 
blazing Stanley on lap nine but kept 
King at bay to the finish after the trio 
flip-flopped positions a couple of times. 

“I just couldn't get down the straight- 
away with them," a visibly frustrated 
Kopp said. "Danny and Rich had a bet- 
ter line than me off four, and they were 
motoring me. I'm pissed. The bike han- 
dled awesome. It worked really good." 

For his part, the fifth-placed King 
may have been glad to see this edition of 
the Peoria TT come to a close. Like Stan- 
ley, the Corbin Racing/SuperTrapp- 
backed Iowan rode through from the 


penalty line, but this main event had 
already come at a tremendous expense, 
as King had used up two engines just to 
get into the Grand National. Had it not 
been for a very generous loan from Skip 
Eaken of the Team Saddlemen/1-800- 
FASTHOG team, King might have been 
watching from the sidelines. 

“I don't get it,” King said of his sec- 
ond straight year of bad luck at Peoria. 
“Our first motorcycle, the clutch was 
slipping, so we pulled a clutch out of 
our spare motor and put that in. Then 
the thing drops an exhaust valve in the 
(Beer Nuts) dash. Skip Eaken builds a 
hell of a motorcycle, and I was fortunate 
to be able to ride it, but it wasn't set up 
for me. I'm disappointed. It's been a 
long day." 

With TCR/Michigan Harley-David- 
son Dealers' Will Davis getting seventh, 
behind Californian John Hlebo III, all 
the principals in the title chase came 
away with valuable points as the series 
reached the halfway mark. Parker 
gained five points on King and now 
leads the series, 154-143. Carr is now 
third with 137. Davis has 125, and Steve 
Morehead, who actually made the Peo- 
ria TT main event and finished 14th, is 
now fifth - with 83 points. 


HEATS 


Heat-one pole-sitter Stanley ran into 
problems right off the start as his team 
was forced to change a rear tire just as 
the race came to the line. When the light 
went green, Jaime Aguilar cranked off 
turn two to take the clear lead at the 
start of the first of four 10-lappers, but 
the race was immediately red-flagged 
due to a horrible multirider tumble 
behind Aguilar in the first turn. Dave 
Hebb, Dan Butler, Steve Beattie and 
Dale Jenneman were involved, with 
Beattie appearing to get the worst of it. 
The Canadian rider was airlifted to St. 
Francis Hospital, where he was treated 
for a severe concussion and soreness in 
his back. He was kept overnight for 
observation. 

On the restart, Stanley got a better 
run at the first corner and took the lead, 
followed by Aguilar, King, Jeff Annen 
and Ronnie Jones, who got by Annen 


over the jump in turn two and claimed 
fourth place. King got under Aguilar 
off turn four on lap four. The two 
bumped, and before Aguilar could 
recover, both King and Jones were by 
and into second and third while 
Aguilar dropped to fifth. Then Steve 
Gill crashed over the jump, bringing 
out another red flag. When the race 
was finally in the books, Stanley just 
beat King to the wire, as both riders 
qualified. Annen outmotored Aguilar 
for the final transfer spot. 

"I.blew up the hub on a brand-new 
wheel when I went over the jump," 
Stanley said of the pre-race fire drill. 
“We timed it, and it took my crew one 
minute and 20 seconds to take a wheel 
off my other bike, take the bad wheel off 
and put the good wheel back on. Now 
that's a team. We still have to make 
some changes, though. I can't get off 
three and four to save my life right now. 
If I can do it in the main event, we'll be 
right in the game." 

Kenny Coolbeth pinched off the 
entire field to take the lead into turn 
one, while pre-race favorite Brett Landes 
stalled and could not get his Team Undo 
ATK refired. Coolbeth took control, 
while Team Saddlemen/1-800- 
FASTHOG’s Mike Hacker and Dirt 
Bikes Only / Hancock Racing’s Marc Gif- 
ford battled in second and third, with 
Paul Morgan III fourth, just out of the 
transfer spot. Coolbeth continued to run 
his H-D of Missouri/Burks Motor- 
sports/W.E. LePage Wood-Rotax out 
front, a good 15 bike lengths ahead of 
Gifford, and stayed there as the field 
strung out. That lead was almost half a 
straightaway when Coolbeth raced 
under AMA starter Steve Faraci’s check- 
ered flag to take the win. Gifford and 
Hacker remained in a tight battle the 
whole way, with Gifford taking second 
and Hacker hanging in there for third 
and the direct transfer. 

“I’m not used to running up front 
here," Coolbeth said. "I just got the 
holeshot, my bike is set up pretty good, 
and I'm getting used to the jump more 
and more each time that I go over it. 
We've got front row, so I just want to 
get a good start. A lot of guys аг faster

than me over the jump, so I guess I’m 
going to have to be a roadblock.” - 

Heat three may well have been a pre- 
view of the main event, as it pitted Carr 
and his H-D of Sacramento entry 
against Kopp, the two starting right 
alongside each other on the inside of 
row one. But Charlie Orr got the 
holeshot on both Carr and Kopp, while 
Davis ran fourth at the completion of 
lap one. However, Carr quickly dived 
into the lead and began to check out, 
while Orr, Kopp and Davis freight- 
trained around behind the nine-time 
Peoria winner. Both Kopp and Davis 
overtook Orr at the start of lap five, but 
there would be no catching Carr, the 
Prince of Peoria stretching his lead at 
every turn. To his credit, Davis kept 
Kopp close en route to finishing third 
and earning a straight shot into the 
Grand National. But Carr was the fastest 
man on the track - or so the stopwatch 
said - his pole-winning time checking in 
at four minutes, 35.334 seconds, a full 
three seconds faster than Parker's would 
be. 

"]t feels good," Carr said. "What else 
is there to say? I don't believe I was 
three seconds faster than Scotty - I don't 
care what the clocks say. Scotty ran out 
front in his heat and then he cruised. I 
know what's going on out there. I still 
have to race the main event to prove it." 

Parker had the low pole for the 
fourth heat race, and the front row got a 
little thinner when both Johnny Mur- 
phree and Josh Butler jumped the start 
and were sent to the penalty line; they 
were soon joined by second-row refugee 
Kevin Varnes. TT specialist Mickey Fay 
grabbed the holeshot on his Dick's 
Suzuki/ Arai-backed Rotax, with Parker 
running out onto the lawn in turn four 
before making a front-straight pass for 
the lead. Parker left the field behind 
quickly as he poured the coals to his 
Harley-Davidson XR600 and attempted 
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to set fast time and earn the pole for the 
main event. Fay, Aupperle Racing / 
Engines Only's John Hlebo III and USC 
Racing /Lancaster H-D/ Dodge Brother's 
Bryan Bigelow all ran nose to tail, 
attempting to sort out the last two direct 
transfer spots. Before it was all over, 
Parker would be all alone on the front 
straightaway as he took the win. Fay 
took second, and Hlebo held off Bigelow 
by a wheel length for the third spot. For 
all Parker's efforts, his time was second 
fastest, ringing in at four minutes, 38.190 
seconds. 

" Ain't no big deal," Parker said. "The 
main event will tell the truth. We still 
gotta go for 25 laps. I felt good. I backed 
off on the jump a little. I was hitting it 
hard in practice, but now it's time to 
race." 

But what was up with mowing the 
lawn off turn four, when he made his 
pass for the lead? 

"If you find something that works, 
you use it, right?" 


SEMIS 


Kevin Varnes grabbed the holeshot 
in the first of three eight-lap semis and 
appeared to have the race well in the 
bag before his Rotax sputtered to a 
halt down the front straightaway on 
lap eight. Varnes' exit created a dog- 
fight for the two transfer sports, as 
second through fourth were being 
hotly contested among Adams Rac- 
ing/East Side Liquors' Charlie Orr, 
Harley-Davidson of Dallas’ PDC Rac- 
ing’s Willie McCoy, and Johnny Mur- 
phree. Orr and McCoy made it 
through in the first two spots, while 
Murphree was done for the day. 

Bigelow was the man to beat in the 
second semi, as he grabbed the holeshot 
and moved to the head of the pack, with 
Paul Iwanaga, Steve Mayfield and Bret 
Beyer behind him. But as Bigelow raced 
away from the field to the win, the sec- 
ond through fourth places changed con- 
siderably. When it was all over, May- 
field Brokerage/Arai/Hap Jones 
Distributing’s Mayfield managed to 
hold off Dan Butler and J.R. Schnabel for 
the last transfer spot. 





BEER NUTS CHALLENGE 


The eight fastest nonqualifiers also 
got the chance to pick up a little extra 
cash in the five-lap Andy Tresser Dash 
For Life, so named in memory of the 
late privateer who claimed his only 
Grand National win at the Peoria TT in 
1996. Schmulbach Racing’s Johnny 
Murphree grabbed the lead at the start 
and led the entire distance, as Dan But- 
ler and Shaun Russell attempted to run 
Murphree down from second and third, 
respectively. Butler missed the groove 
in turn one, allowing Russell a chance 
at his former Bartels’ H-D teammate, 
but Murphree would not be denied. 
Afterward, Murphree took the checker 
flag and ran a “Polish victory lap” in 
Tresser’s honor. 

“Normally, I'd be bouncing off the 
walls after a win like that," a somber- 
looking Murphree said. "But this one 
was really important for me. Unfortu- 
nately, we didn't get to make the main, 
but I guess this is the reason for that. 
Andy was real special to me. He helped 
me out a lot when I first started racing 
minibikes, and I was fortunate enough 
to get the chance to race against him for 
just a little while when I got older. He 
was real special to us guys on the West 
Coast, and I know that he was also to a 
lot of people here in Peoria. Thanks, 
Andy. I miss you, buddy." 


GRAND NATIONAL 


With the Grand National roster set 
and the introductions made, Carr, Park- 
er, Fay, Coolbeth, Stanley and Kopp 
lined up on the front row, but that all 
changed when both Stanley and Cool- 
beth were set back for jumping the start. 

Carr got the holeshot, with Parker and 
Kopp in two, when the pack screamed 
off the line to start the show, but all was 
brought to a halt when Bigelow locked 
bars with another rider on the approach 
to the jump, hit the dirt and appeared to 
be run over by more than one rider. 
Davis and Coolbeth were also caught up 
in the incident. Both of them would make 
the restart, but Bigelow was transported 
to St. Francis Medical Center in Peoria, 
where he was treated for a dislocated 
shoulder,and released.

Fay got a surprise holeshot when the 
race was restarted and Parker ran sec- 
ond while Carr was third. Fay led the 
first lap, with the order up front remain- 
ing the same until Carr shot around the 


outside of both Parker and Fay in turn 


two, rode up the grass embankment and 
back down in front of them to set up for 
the jump. 

“І saw Parker do that off four, so 
why couldn't I try it?" Carr said. "I 
wanted to get up there and dictate the 
pace - not be dictated to. Getting the 
early lead was very important. That's 
how I've won most of my races here. I 
think that Гуе only come from behind 
once." 

It didn't take long before the telltale 
signs of a Carr runaway began to fall 
into place. There was Carr's icy preci- 
sion, made all the more conspicuous 
when contrasted with Parker's devil- 
may-care charging that looked spectacu- 
lar but resulted in lost time due to small 
mistakes that quickly added up. By lap 
three, the sum of those mistakes equated 
to seven lengths for Carr. 

"I don't know what the lap times 
were," Carr said, "but the key here is 
consistency. This place will bite you, 
even when it's in good shape like it was 
today." 

"Chris knew he had to get in front," 
said Parker, who was somewhat able to 
maintain Carr's early pace but who then 
dropped back. "He's fast here. That's all 
I can say. I don't think he's that fast, but 
obviously he is." 

In the meantime, Davis came from 
the back row and worked his way up to 
seventh as he chased Hlebo around the 
track. For the North Carolinian, who 
had already been caught up in one 
crash, seventh would be good enough 
today. 

"(Seventh is) not too bad and (it) 
could have been worse," Davis said. 
“We sat on the pole here last year, and 
this year we crashed. Bigelow must 
have hooked bars with someone... Next 
thing I know, I feel like I'm being torn 
apart in eight different directions. 1 
guess Coolbeth hit me. But after that 
crash we put all sorts of new stuff on, 
and I didn't know what it was gonna 
do. If I could get by them, I could get 
away from them." 

Hlebo was even happier with sixth. 

"That will work for me," he said. "I 
got off pretty good, and I was hangin' in 
there, but my brakes faded a little bit. I 
race downhill mountain bikes, too, so 
my legs were in good shape, but my 
arms pumped up. Still, Frank (Nye) at 
Engines Only got my engine working 
good. I weigh 180 pounds, so I need a 
little more help than these guys. Also, 
Joe Carrera and Paul Iwanaga have been 
so helpful to me. Without them, I 
couldn't have done this." 

King and Stanley managed to slice 
and dice their way through the pack to 
land on Fay's rear wheel by lap four. 
The 40-year-old Fay yielded to both less 
than a lap later, and he dropped back in 
the standings, landing a creditable 10th. 

"Hey, I led the thing for a lap, any- 
way, didn't I?" Fay said while admitting 
that he was getting a little older and was 
not quite as strong as he used to be. 
"But we were out there racing against 
guys that run $5000 heads and stuff like 
that. We couldn't run with them even if 
I was young and strong." 

As Carr extended his lead on Parker, 
the best race on the race track - the battle 
for third - intensified when both King 











and Stanley displaced Kopp on lap nine. 
Stanley dived underneath Kopp in turn 
one, and King pulled the trigger and 
thumped past the defending event 
champ down the front straightaway. 
The moves served to seriously motivate 
Kopp, something that wasn't lost on 
Stanley. 

“Did Joe pick up the pace after that 
or what?" Stanley said. "I could hear 
him back there, and I felt him stick a 
wheel in on me. But that's great. Joe and 
I are rivals. Whenever I’m on the track 
and he's ahead of me, I try my hardest 
to beat him, and I know he's the same 
way about me. It sure looks good for 
Washington dirt track." 

If Parker had any chance of winning 
the race, it was all but erased when 
starter Steve Faraci showed the field the 
five-lap sign. By then, Carr had almost a 
half-straightaway lead over him. 
There's no telling how the performance 
of Parker's motorcycle might have been 
affecting him on the race track, but it 
sure let him know that it was tired, as it 
gave up on the final run down the 
straightaway. 

"That's okay," Parker said. "I ran 23 
laps before I gave up. I knew I couldn't 
win it, so it was just like, 'Okay, finish." 
Bill built a bike that could do that. You 
know, if I ever get the holeshot here and 
lead over the jump, I'll probably just run 
past the corner on the other end. Maybe 
if I were going to win this one, then I 
probably would have done it eight years 
ago. Chris just goes faster than I do at 
this one. But I ain't quittin' next year." 

And as Carr flashed across the stripe 
to the cheer of the crowd - mission- 
accomplished - he said that he was 
already thinking about next year. 

“I don't have any more to prove to 
myself or anyone else at this race 
track," Carr said. "The pressure is on 
them to beat me. But it's gonna be nice 
to get good sleep again for the next 51 
weeks." €N

ew motorcycles have been as 
eagerly awaited as Aprilia's 
entree into motorcycling's Major 
Leagues with the RSV1000 Mille - the 
Italian company's first-ever multi-cylin- 
der four-stroke. Ever since Europe's 
world-title-winning supremos of two- 
stroke GP racing first displayed the 60- 
degree V-twin 1000cc superbike engine 
(developed in conjunction with its 
engine partners Rotax) at the Bologna 
Show three years ago, the bike world 
has hungered for the completed prod- 
uct, which finally made its debut at the 
Milan Show last September. 

But, uncharacteristically for a compa- 
ny so adept at responding quickly to the 
shifting sands of taste and fashion in the 
scooter market - where Aprilia has 
made its fortunes by selling more than 
400,000 powered two-wheelers in the 
1998 model year - Aprilia management 
has taken its time to get the Mille into 
the showrooms. Why? To be as certain 
as possible that the first of the bikes 
with which the growing Italian compa- 
ny plans to become a fifth force in world 
biking was as refined, reliable and ready 
for riding on road or race track as possi- 
ble. 

Was it worth the wait? Forty-five 
laps in four sessions in 95-degree heat 
on Barcelona's Montmelo GP circuit, fol-

lowed by a 110-mile road blast into the 
Serra de Montseny, the foothills of the 
Pyrenees to the north of the Catalan cap- 
ital, provided the answer. 

It seems hard to imagine that Aprilia 
has not been making bikes like this for 
some considerable time, in the course of 
which it has acquired a unique under- 
standing of how to meet the practical 
demands of street-riding sportbikers 
without compromising performance on 
the race track. No other contestant in the 
superbike class, whether twin or four 
(no triples - yet!), combines the best of 
both worlds in street-legal guise - yet 
the RSV1000 does. 

It's a mark of Aprilia's achievement - 
especially as new kids on the superbike 
block - that it has managed to deliver a 
bike you could genuinely consider rid- 
ing to work in comfort on; then use as a 
hard-edged mount for Sunday-morning 
blasts along Racer Road and also, with 
quick and easy suspension changes and 
minor adjustment to the chassis setup, 
turn into a devastatingly effective per- 
former on the race track. 

In my judgement (and as an avowed 
ducatista, ll admit it took some con- 
vincing!), the Mille is the finest all- 
round sportbike yet brought to the 
market - a new benchmark for others to 
aim at, which is also, judging by the 
four different examples I've ridden so 
far (all of which were supposedly vol- 
ume production bikes, not hand-built 


specials), extremely well-made, with a 
quality of manufacture and overall fin- 
ish any Japanese manufacturer would 
be proud of. 

And all this for a very competitive 
price, which in Britain is £9699 (about 
$16,000) on the road (against £11,750 for 
the equivalent Ducati, the 916 Biposto). 
Reckon Aprilia might have to step up 
production somewhat, above the mere 
4000 bikes it plans to build before the 
end of 1998, don't you? 

Looking at the Mille in photos or on 
the show circuit will probably have 
given you the impression that it's a 
jumped-up RS250, a scaled-up version 
of Aprilia's sporting stroker aimed 
squarely at outrunning a Ducati 916 
along Racer Road, with the same 
uncompromising engine performance 


and hard-edged handling as its compa- 


triot rival. And with Aprilia's top man- 
agement admitting up front that the pri- 
mary objective in developing the Mille 
was to concoct the basis for a title-win- 
ning superbike to build Aprilia's big- 
bike credentials, that expectation could 
only be reinforced. 

Get your race face on before you ride 
this street-legal superbike, right? Well, 
think again - first impressions are not 
always the right ones. Anyone who 
expects the long-awaited 60-degree V- 
twin sportbike to be nothing more than 
Aprilia's answer to the demon desmo 
will rapidly change his opinion once he 


throws a leg over the Mille and takes it 
for a ride - especially if he is tall in 
stature and long in leg. 

For, unlike the Ducati, this is a real- 
world road bike tailored to suit the 
larger sport-rider stature that predomi- 
nates in areas such as Northern 
Europe, the United States or Australia - 
the kind that never feels truly comfort- 
able on a 916 but just puts up with 
being perched on it in order to relish 
riding the benchmark bike of today's 
street superbikes. 

At 6 feet tall, I'm one such customer - 
and the biggest surprise I got climbing 
aboard the RSV1000 for the first time is 
how comfortable it is to straddle - spa- 
cious even - for someone of my size. But 
the downside of this is that shorter rid- 
ers will find the Mille quite a daunting 
bike to park themselves on, with a very 
tall rear ride height you have to tiptoe 
over in order to climb aboard. Also, in 
spite of the V-twin engine's dry-sump 
design that should theoretically make it 
sit lower in the frame, there's a high-set 
fuel tank that has been carefully shaped 
and flattened to let a taller bloke like me 
wrap himself around it, so as to sit com- 
fortably astride the bike. Someone with 
shorter arms, though, is going to find 
the fuel tank rather bulky, making the 
quite low-set yet flat-angled clip-ons a 
bit of a reach away. 

Distinctive as it is, I liked the riding 
position - even if at rest the Aprilia does 








feel quite tall; perhaps even a little 
unwieldy to sit on. But thumb the 
starter, crank the eight-valve motor into 
life, and prepare to have the scales fall 
from your eyes. 

This is by some way the best-bal- 
anced, most ridable V-twin sportbike 
l've yet encountered - and, moreover, 
one with a distinctive engine note that 
sounds paradoxically more muscular 
yet also higher-revving than a Ducati or 
Suzuki TL. This no doubt comes about 
from a combination of the Aprilia's 60- 
degree vee-engine format (which it 
shares with the only other bike its 
engine note resembles, a Harley 
VR1000) and its longer-stroke 97 x 
67.5mm dimensions, compared to the 98 
x 66mm layout of all its supertwin 
rivals. The massive and rather ugly 
silencer presumably does a good job 


getting the Mille past the noise police, 
but I’m sure Termignoni and Akrapovic 
are already geared up for a healthy 
aftermarket in carbon-clad end cans that 
will take care of the looks as well as 
enhance the sound. 

But now comes the biggest surprise: 
Drop it into bottom gear and feel the 
clutch take up smoothly as you feed it 
out - absolutely none of the grabbing 
and racket associated with some other 
superbikes - and discover how this is a 
really capable, sporting street bike, one 
that successfully attempts to combine 
real-world practicality with race-level 
allure. | 

For a start, the Aprilia’s Rotax-devel- 
oped DOHC, dual-ignition engine is 
strong but extremely linear in its power 
delivery. It feels more like a VTR or 
TL1000 than а 916, with a torque deliv- 
ery that is vivid rather than muscular. In 
spite of the big 51mm throttle bodies, it 
pulls hard from low down thanks to the 
effective mapping of the Nippondenso 
EFI, yet runs cleanly with only a little 
extra kick at 7000 rpm, when engine 
Speed quickens and the exhaust note 
hardens, all the way to the 10,250-rpm 
mark, at which point the change-up 
light that Aprilia was the first volume 
bike manufacturer to borrow from the 
race-car world flashes brightly on the 
dash to tell you it's time to shift gear. 

It's just as well the Mille has this 
gizmo, because its eight-valve four-cam 
motor is so free-revving and willing, 
Sailing into five-figure territory with no 
sign of the power tailing off above the 
9250-rpm power peak, that you're glad 


of the reminder that now would be a- 
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good moment to work the left foot, 
before you hit the 10,500-rpm rev-lim- 
iter. 

However, you can flutter this if you 
want to hold the engine against it to 
save a gear change, as it was best to do 
between the last left-hander on the 
Catalunya GP circuit and the first of the 
three right-handers leading on to the 
main straight past the pits - and in fact 
the prototype Superbike racer Aprilia is 
currently developing is safe to 11,500 
rpm in the gears, indicating the margin 
of safety adopted on the street version. 

You can shift up as a matter of course 
without using the clutch - shifting action 
is smooth and precise - but remember, 
though, that this isn't a desmo, so you 
need to avoid the risk of tangling the 
valves, especially on downshifts - espe- 
cially if you use the Aprilia’s pneumati- 
cally-operated slipper clutch to max out 
engine braking. Rotax claims to have 
patented this idea, but in fact it was first 
dreamed up by Bimota to allow their big 
750cc Gilera-engined works Supermono 
racer to outbrake desmo singles back in

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'94, without hopping the back wheel on 
the overrun! It works extremely well on 
the Mille, though, and you can make the 
quite high 11.4:1 compression ratio real- 
ly work to your advantage braking hard 
at the 200-meter board from what the 
digital speedo tells you is 140 mph at 
the end of the main straight, coming 
down four gears for the tight chicane - 
all without a trace of chatter from the 
rear wheel, even if I caught myself using 
what on non-desmo motors is a bad 
habit any Ducati racer uses to advan- 
tage, flashing the gearchange light on 
the overrun through using too many 
revs. Slap that wrist.... 

Gear ratios are well chosen, but those 
fancy red Brembo calipers on the big 
320mm floating front discs have a very 
progressive action rather than a lot of 
bite when you first squeeze hard. This is 
almost certainly a factor of the pads cho- 
sen as standard by Aprilia, which claims 
to have resisted the temptation to fit 
race pads for the press launch. Out on 
the street in real-world riding, the pro- 
gressive feel is a bonus, especially if it 



































rains: The last thing you want is to lock 
the front wheel by squeezing too hard, 
as the six-piston calipers fitted to anoth- 
er Italian Superbike in the making will 
surely risk doing. 

This linear power delivery doesn't 
mask performance, though - just that the 
Aprilia gets it on good in a deceptively 
smooth manner. Suddenly, the digital 
speedo on the acceptably legible info- 
center dash derived from the RS250 tells 
you you're cruising at well over 200 kph 
- but the strange thing is that it doesn't 
feel it. Like on the Suzuki TL1000R, the 
Aprilia’s bodywork has been sculpted 
with the aid of a wind tunnel - but, 
unlike the Suzuki, it doesn’t feel like a 
boat in handling terms as a result. 

While still retaining the slim build 
and nimble agility of a V-twin, the Mille 
has a wind-cheating fairing that gives 
much more protection that on a 916 
Ducati - or ап К1 Yamaha, for that mat- 
ter. This means that, at high speed, 
instead of having to crouch on the tank, 
trying to flatten yourself behind the 
slash-cut screen while still having to put 
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up with your helmet bobbing about in 


the breeze because aerodynamics have 
been sacrificed for appearance, the 
Aprilia’s bodywork gives: really good 
wind protection even to a taller rider, 
allowing you to adopt a comfortable rid- 
ing stance that is also much less tiring. 
With its spacious riding position that 
has enough room for you to move up or 
down the seat at will, the Mille will 
make a great long-distance mile-eater on 
the street (also a good endurance racer!) 
- a sort of supersport tourer at odds with 
its race-track image. 

You can make the Aprilia live up to 
that. image by fine-tuning or even radi- 
cally altering the chassis geometry and 
suspension setup at will, but unlike on 
some bikes where this capability has 
only theoretically been designed in, 
making quite small changes on the 
Aprilia results in quite noticeable differ- 
ences in handling. On stock settings, 
this is very neutral and stable: You do 
have to work a little flicking it from side 
to side in a chicane or an S-bend, thanks 
presumably due to what feels like а 
high center of gravity, as well perhaps 
as the steering damper tucked well 
away in front of the lower triple clamp. 

But thanks to the attention to detail 
of chassis designer Gaetano Cocco - the 
man who has penned the frame of every 
one of Aprilia's succession of Grand 
Prix World Championship winners ever 
since the fledgling company started 
mixing it with the Japanese manufactur- 
ers back in 1985 - the RSV1000 follows in 
the footsteps of its GP kin by having a 
reduced polar moment, with the center 
of mass very close to the center of gravi- 
ty 

The compacted format, says Cocco, 
was Aprilia’s main reason for choosing 
a 60- -degree format for the V-twin 
engine's layout, and you feel the result 
when vou. trail-brake into a turn, or get 
hard on the gas around a long, sweep- 
ing turn only to run. over bumps or rip- 
ples while cranked hard over. 

The Aprilia belies what seems at rest 
to be a top-heavy nature by remaining 
ultra-stable over bumps or under heavy 
braking, yet it still changes direction 
pretty easily, without feeling nervous or 
eager to tuck the wheel in if you trail- 
brake into the apex hard on the stop- 
pers. It's balanced: While it's not as 
nimbie as a 916 or as slim and agile- 
feeling as the much less powerful 
VTR1000, it is more user-friendly in 
street terms than the Ducati and has 
more responsive and compliant fully 
adjustable suspension than the Honda 
(with pretty good ride quality from the 
43mm Showa upside-down forks and 
Sachs-Boge rear shock, to boot). Yet you 
stil! feel you're riding a twin, not a bike 
with the build of a four, and at a 
claimed 416 pounds dry. the Aprilia is 
in fact the lightest of the new-genera- 
tion V-twins in fully faired form 

Part of that stability comes from the 
zero-degree-bias Pirelli rubber fitted as 
stock, which not only uses higher pres- 
sures than the equivalent Metzelers 
from the same group but also has а 
stifter construction, using rayon rather 
than nylon, also aiding high-speed sta- 
bility - I ended up backing the steering 
damper off completely, and on a smooth 
race track, as well as out on the street, 
l'd say the bike's better off without one. 
| tried pretty hard in three different 
track sessions to make the rear tire slide 
in the way I had the zero-bias Metzelers 
fitted to the R1 Yamaha and Suzuki 
TL1000R, and I have to admit that even 
with the 128 bhp Aprilia claims the 
Mille produces at 9250 rpm, I got the 
rear to let go once - interestingly, at 





right on 7000 rpm, where maximum 
torque is delivered. But it recovered 
okay, and these new-generation Pirellis, 
developed especially for the RSV1000, 
deliver amazing levels of grip as well as 
promote stability. And besides wearing 
very evenly, they also continued to hook 
up hard as the mileage mounted, pro- 
vided you have the suspension dialed in 
properly. Impressive. It is worth noting 
that the 180/55 rear uses a 6.00-inch 
wheel, and is in fact a hybrid design that 
is effectively equivalent to a 185/55 
cover - one reason, perhaps, for obtain- 
ing such good grip without compromis- 
ing agility in turns unduly. 

Attention to detail - that sums up 
Aprilia's evident approach in develop- 
ing the Mille, and if the result is a bike 
that's self-evidently às well-honed and 
as easy to ride as a Japanese product, 
that's not to say it lacks brio or personal- 
ity, just because it has no rough edges 
masquerading as character, Italian-style. 
The only time you notice it's a 60-degree 
V-twin fitted with twin balance shafts 
(one is mounted in front of the crank 
driven directly off it; then, when that 
proved insufficient, Aprilia added a sec- 
ond one in the rear cylinder head, turn- 
ing in the same direction as the crank) is 
when the revs mount above 7000 rpm 
and - only if you're really looking for it - 
you notice some high-frequency vibra- 
tion coming at you through the handle- 
bars. 

Also, after you've been riding the 
bike for a while and then stop, your fin- 
gertips keep tingling for a while after 
you dismount, perhaps for the same rea- 
son (or else because you got such a buzz 
from riding the bike: ho, ho...). 

But this is nothing you can't live 
with, and most people won't notice it. 
But what you will notice are all the gad- 
gets Aprilia has thoughtfully provided 
you with, such as not only the change- 
up light but also an on-board lap timer, 
good for 40 laps of Racer Road and 
operated by a switch on the left handle- 
bar. You can then access your lap times 
on the LCD info-center, which variously 
also monitors speed, mileage and trip 
(al! in kilometers or miles àt your 
choice), water temp, battery condition 
апа a clock, plus a trip computer with a 
telltale revealing. not only your average 
speed but also the maximum speed 
reached since you last switched on the 
ignition. So no more lies at the coffee 
stop! 

Styling is individual, in keeping 
with Aprilia's house look, with the 
triple-headlamp “face” (the twin top 
lights are for high beam, the single bot- 
tom one for dip) providing a quite dis- 
tinctive appearance, complimented by 
the ray-gun rear lights that look very 
“Star Wars” - the Mille’s mien would 
have delighted Darth Vader, especially 
in the more sinister-looking black-and- 
silver livery of the two color schemes in 
which the model will initially be sold. 
And, hey - there’s even a side-stand 
that works, with an ignition cutout 


















when a gear is selected. In Italy!!! Won- 
ders never cease.... 

Make no mistake, the long-awaited 
introduction of the RSV1000 is a signifi- 
cant step for Italy's largest motorcycle 


company, whose 1997 revenues 
amounted to an amazing $540 million, 
50 percent of it from sales outside Italy. 
But apart from the 650cc Pegaso trail 
bike, all of that came from small-capaci- 
ty two-strokes. The Mille's arrival her- 
alds the debut of the Aprilia marque on 
the world stage - not as a volume manu- 
facturer of small-engined scooters that 
also has a well-proven ability to tweak 
the noses of its much bigger Japanese 
rivals by winning a succession of GP 
World Championships in the 125 and 
250cc classes, but as a new force in 
world motorcycling, a company that 
aims to compete effectively in the large- 
capacity four-stroke market that is the 
key to building sales in the United 
States (Aprilia opens its own Atlanta- 
based U.S. operation next January) as 
well as in markets - such as Britain and 
Germany - that it has scarcely begun to 
tap. By starting in at the top, Aprilia's 
game plan is to use the RSV1000 to 
build a prestige image via superbike 
success on road and track, with a com- 
pletely unique product unlike any that 
may be glimpsed in the showrooms of 
other manufacturers. With the race ver- 
sion of the Mille already producing 
WD aeg lap times at Mugello thanks 
to development input from famed 
British race engineers Cosworth - and 
that's before World Superbike race-win- 
ner and ex-Ducati works rider Mauro 
Lucchiari joins the team next month, to 
take hands-on R&D to a higher level - 
Aprilia has now demonstrated with the 
launch of the street version that it 
knows how to get it right with big bikes 
as well as with small scooters. 

The RSV1000 will surely be a palpa- 
ble hit, providing sportbike customers 
with a new set of V-twin options, com- 
prising a unique mix of ridability and 
raceability. 

Its debut on the world stage turns a

BELO HORIZONTE, BRAZIL, JULY 26 
Wawasaki's Sebastien Tortelli took 
over as leader of the World 250cc 
MX Series following the Brazilian 
Grand Prix at Belo Horizonte. The 
Frenchman won both motos - the first of 
which was apparently stopped a lap too 
early - while previous leader Radson/ 
L&M Honda's Stefan Everts was exclud- 
ed from a second-moto fourth-place fin- 
ish, which would have salvaged him a 
narrow lead in the standings after a ride 
from 26th on lap one. 

The first moto had already ended in 
controversy, as the race appears to have 
been stopped a lap too early. FIM MX 
GP motos are run in a 40-minutes-plus- 
two-laps format, so, with the fastest lap 
being 2:02.462, the race would have had 
to have lasted more than 44 minutes - 
yet Tortelli’s winning time for 21 laps 
was 43:42.864. But there seems little rea- 
son to believe that any of the leading 
positions would have altered during the 
“missing lap,” as none of the first men 
home were within 2 1/2 seconds of any 
of the others. 

The race itself had seen Tortelli 
already into the lead on the first lap 
after passing Tallon Vohland, while 
Everts was making up for a bad start. 
He was, however, seventh after lap one. 

“I had a really bad start, and I had to 
push hard during the race to come back 
up front," Everts said after the race. "My 
riding was not so good at the beginning, 
especially because it's always dangerous 
in the pack during the first lap." 

Everts moved into fourth place on 
the fifth lap, and it wasn't until the 30- 
minute mark that he was able to get 
around Rinaldi Yamaha's Tallon Voh- 
land - who had earlier been passed by 
Pamo Honda's Pit Beirer - for third. Two 
laps from the end, Everts got Beirer but 
had no chance of catching the long-gone 
Tortelli. 

Although disappointed at losing sec- 
ond place so late in the race, Beirer 
accepted his fate graciously. 

“My speed was good even if it was 
not perfect, as | was slow in some cor- 
ners,” Beirer said. "I thought it was pos- 
sible to keep my second place, but I 
opened the gate to Stefan in a corner 
and, of course, he passed me.” 

But it was the second moto that 
caused most of the day’s controversy. 

Neither Tortelli, Everts nor Vohland 
started particularly well in the second 
moto. Getting away out in front were 
Yves Demaria (who had twisted a knee 
in the opener), Mickael Maschio, Jocke 
Karlsson, Beirer and Frederic Bolley. 

Tortelli and Everts got together in a 
turn early on. Tortelli torpedoed Everts 
from behind, and Everts went down 
while Tortelli stayed upright. In the get- 
together, the silencer on Everts’ Honda 
was damaged, resulting in his motor- 
cycle making too much noise for the 
FIM’s ears. Presumably Everts knew 
that he stood a chance of being disquali- 
fied with an overly noisy bike, but 
Everts chose not to stop and have the 
exhaust replaced; instead, he continued 
on and worked his way up through the 
pack. Everts finished out the moto in 
fourth but would eventually be disqual- 
ified for exceeding the FIM’s maximum- 
decibel limit. 

«Asked why he did not stop for a 
replacement pipe, Everts responded, “1 
was waiting for a sign from my mechan- 
ic, as I didn't know if they planned to 
change the silencer, but they didn't." 

Meanwhile, Tortelli continued his 
drive to the front, eventually taking the 
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Sebastien Tortelli won both motos at the 
250cc GP in Brazil and moved into the 
series points lead. 


lead five laps from the finish to win by 
just two seconds over Marnicq Bervoets, 
the Suzuki team rider who was having 
his best ride of the year. 

Vohland had taken the lead midrace 
after charging through the pack, but a 
shortage of race practice and training 
showed in the final minutes, as he tired. 

Beirer's second moto ended on lap 
eight after a heavy crash, which inad- 
vertently led to even more serious 
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injuries to a flagman who had 
approached to attend to him and was 
struck by another machine. єх

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SUZUKA CITY, JAPAN, JULY 26 

f you thought last year's Suzuka 8 
[нош victory by Shinichi Ito and 

Tohru Ukawa was a lucky fluke made 
possible by the sudden appearance of a 
typhoon after all practice sessions were 
run under dry conditions, you weren't 
alone. After all, no all-Japanese team had 
ever won the 8 Hours before - except in 
1982, when a summer typhoon caused 
the race to be called after six hours. 

This year the conditions were exactly 
the opposite from 1997, yet the race and 
the result were virtually identical. In dry, 
nearly ideal weather, Ito and Ukawa put 
their Lucky Strike-sponsored Honda 
RC45 in the lead during the first hour 
and they controlled the race from then 
on - leading 195 out of 212 laps. To top it 
off, Ito went quickest overall in qualify- 
ing and in the Special Stage, the Suzuka 
8 Hours version of Superpole. 

“Last year's race was wet and 1 am so 
happy that I won in dry this year," Ito 
said. 

Ukawa echoed his sentiments 

“Last year when I won,” he said, 

“someone said it’s only a win in wet 
race, so І am EET [ won in dry this 
year. 

By winning again, Ito and Ukawa 
became the first all-Japanese team to 
ever win a dry Suzuka 8 Hours, the first 
team ever to win the 8 Hours twice, and 
thé first Japanese riders to ever score two 
Suzuka 8 Hours victories. 

And if you thought Alex Barros' sec- 
ond-place finish in last year's 8 Hours 
(his second-ever race on a four-stroke 
motorcycle in his career) was also a fluke 
- well, guess again. This year, Barros was 
reunited with his Castrol Honda RC45 
and, despite a heavy crash in practice for 
both Barros and his partner Sete Giber- 
nau, the pair finished second - and on 
the lead lap. It was Gibernau's first race 
on а four-stroke motorcycle, and he was 
the first Spanish rider to ever compete in 
the Suzuka 8 Hours. 

After the Japanese, Americans sit in 
second place for the most podium finish- 
es in the history of the race. This year's 
top American was former race winner 
Colin SRM IL, who was teamed with 
fellow 8 Hours champion. Tadyuki 
Okada. The pair finished third on the 
second Castrol Honda RC45, the last 
team on the lead lap. 

The Honda 1-2-3 sweep, the first since 
1984, was complimented by a Honda 
victory in the X-Formula support class 
by Jurgen van den Goorbergh and Jun 
Maeda, the pair riding a CBR900RR. The 
Japanese X-Formula class is a sort of 
anvthing-goes Open class, but with a 
$25,000 claiming rule - and the Japanese 
factories are barred from fielding factory 
teams. 

The only low point for Honda was 
that their fourth factory RC45 broke a 
chain on lap 64 while in second place. 


When the incident occurred, the team - 


was tar away from the pits, and the 
tossed chain also caused great damage to 
the engine cases - thus Yuichi Takeda 
and Daijiro Kato were forced to retire. 
Kawasaki had three factory teams 
that also placed well in the results, 
despite the forced withdrawal of their 
Worid Superbike riders Akira Yanagawa 
and Piergiorgio Bontempi, due to the 
injuries they incurred at Laguna Seca. 
The top Kawasaki was fourth-placed 
Shinya Takeishi and Tamaki Serizawa, 
one lap behind the leaders. A lap behind 
Takeishi and Serizawa were Australians 
Martin Craggill and Damon Buckmaster. 
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Craggill and Buckmaster, the factory 
Kawasaki superbike riders in Australia, 
were contacted six days before the 8 
Hours and told to get on the next air- 
plane to Japan to fill in for Yanagawa 
and Bontempi. 

The third and final Kawasaki factory 
team was made up of Hitoyasu Izutsu 
and Britain's Neil Hodgson, and the pair 
wound up seventh with 209 laps. The 
team started third through Izutsu's 
strong showing in the “Special Stage” 
but struggled early on with a poor tire 
selection and later had a long pit stop to 
replace a cracked exhaust pipe on their 
ZX-7RR. 

Yamaha's collective factory effort was 
the third best of the day. The lead team 
of Noriyuki Haga and Simon Crafar 
qualified second, but unfortunately Cra- 
far fell during a wet practice session on 
Friday morning and banged his shoul- 
der badly, leaving him unable to muscle 
the bike through Suzuka Circuit's long, 
flowing corners. Then, in the race, their 
Marlboro-sponsored YZF750 couldn't 
muscle itself down the straightaways 
when the engine's electronic "black Бох” 
went intermittent. Haga had to cut the 
course to return to the pits for emer- 
gency э леч which cost them time and 
a one-lap penalty from the clerk of the 
coursé. They finished sixth. 

Haga's s older brother, Kensuke, was 
on an identical Marlboro YZF750 with 
Waturu Yoshikawa. Kensuke tangled 
with the Moriwaki Engineering Honda 
VFR1000F on his 133rd lap, and both 
crashed. The Yamaha caught fire, and 
Kensuke abandoned the bike and the 
race. 

The final factory Yamaha was spon-

sored by British Petroleum (BP) and 
their Vistra line of motorcycle oil. Scott 
Russell was the lead rider, partnered 
with Norihiko Fujiwara, a 12-year veter- 
an of racing Yamaha Superbikes and 
YZR500 Grand Prix bikes. Their race was 
a potpourri of problems: poor tire selec- 
tion, jack-stand hardware that came 
loose, a handlebar that cracked, and an 
intermittent “black box” failure identical 
to that suffered by Haga and Crafar. 
Having run as high as fourth late in the 
race, Russell and Fujiwara dropped back 
to eighth with engine problems. 

For Suzuki, which hasn't been on a 
Suzuka 8 Hours podium in 10 years, a 
glimmer of hope emerged in qualifying 
and during the first hour of the race. 
Akira Ryo stayed with the leading, all- 
powerful Hondas in the first hour, and 
even sneaked ahead at one point - 
briefly. Running a secure second at one- 
third distance, Ryo stayed out on course 
too long and ran out of gas. Ryo and 
partner Keiichi Kitagawa eventually fin- 
ished 11th. 

The other factory Suzuki was piloted 
by Nobuatsu Aoki and Katsuaki Fuji- 
wara, and they fared rather poorly. The 
pair never found a setup that worked to 
their liking, and they dropped out of the 
race when the "black box" went inter- 
mittent, causing their GSXR750 to act 
like it was always running out of gas. 

The Yoshimura Suzuki failed to finish 
due to early engine trouble. The four 
teams with privately entered Suzukis 











also dropped out of the race before it 
was over - not exactly the kind of perfor- 
mance oné expects from the manufactur- 
er that won the 1997 World Endurance 
Championship. 

By hook or by crook, every year one 
or two oddball entries show up and 
somehow end up racing the Suzuka 8 
Hours. This year's loopy entry was the 
"Sundance Daytona Weapon," a com- 
prehensively updated version of the 
black-and-gold, air-cooled Harley- 
Davidson from Tokyo that showed up 
annually for the AMA Bike Week races 
at Daytona Beach in the early 1990s, 
complete with a team of 50 uniformed 
mechanics. Despite the protests of sever- 
al teams, who cited the Daytona 
Weapon's ponderous pace as a hazard, 
the race organizers allowed this cross 
between a Sportster and a Britten to start 
the race in the X-Formula class. The first 
Harley endurance racer ever in the race 
was a natural oxymoron, and it spent 
nearly half the race in the pits for repairs 
and completed only 112 laps. 


RACE 


Normally, the 20- minute Sunday 
morning warmup practice is just enough 
time for each rider to scrub a couple of 
sets of race tires and for the team to 
rehearse pit-stop procedures. But with 
rain falling throughout qualifying day, 
and only a short 20-minute practice on 
Special Stage day, the Sunday morning 
practice was precious. 

Ito and Ukawa indicated their readi- 
ness to race, clocking a 210.943. Barros 
and Gibernau were second quickest at 
2:11.666, beating Haga and Crafar's time 
of 2:11.832. Edwards and Okada were 
the best of the four teams in the 2:12 
range, which included Takeishi and Ser- 
izawa, Kitagawa and Ryo, and Takeda 
and Kato. 

The Le Mans-style start was mastered 
best by Izutsu, who put his Kawasaki 
into turn one ahead of Kato's Honda, 
Ryo's Suzuki, and Ito's Honda. Ryo 
swept into the lead in the fast right- -hand 
corners from the Hairpin to Spoon 
Curve, and later Kato passed both bikes 
on the back straight to take the lead. 
Okada also moved up to drop Ito to 
fifth. 

Craggill was back in ninth, Russell's 
teammate Fujiwara was 12th, and Crafar 
was a deep 19th, electing to try the Le 
Mans start even though his ankle was 
still bothering him. 

Kato held the lead for the next two 
laps, while-Okada methodically moved 
forward, overpowering, his riv als.on the 
straightaways. Okada’s third lap was the 
fastest of all the riders’ laps of the day, a 
2:11.485. That drive carried Okada into 
the lead in turn one on the fourth lap. 

Kato duplicated Okada’s pass perfect- 
ly on the following lap to retake the lead. 
Ito was now deep in the throttle as well, 
rapidly joining up with Kato and Okada. 

Ito drafted by Kato on the back 
straight, and brought with him the 
resurgent Ryo. Ito then came up on 
Okada going into the Casio Triangle chi- 
cane, and Okada gave Ito enough space 
to take the lead. Ryo followed Ito's every 
move and passed Okada as well. 

Ito stayed put in the lead for the next 
two rounds, while Ryo and Okada kept 
the pressure on each other. On the sev- 
enth lap, heading into the chicane, Ryo 
made a bold late-braking move and 
grabbed the lead. Ryo held the lead over 
Okada by 0.055 seconds when they 
crossed the line, and for the first time in 
many years a Suzuki had led a lap in the 
Suzuka 8 Hours. 

But soon after Ryo and Okada had 
tripped the timing lights, Okada was 





back in front. Kato, never more than half 
a second away from the lead, was charg- 
ing back up - again. On lap 10, Kato was 
back in front, and he stayed there for 
two complete laps. Okada did the draft 
trick on Kato down the front straight at 
the start of lap 12 and had the lead for 
what would be the last time in the race. 
It was a brief time as well, as Kato went 
back to the top on lap 13. 

A. good 30 minutes into the race, the 
leaders were hitting thick traffic that pre- 
vented overtaking en masse. The pace 
slowed about a second per lap - to high 
2:13s - but Kato remained the leader 
through lap 18. 

Just as Okada used the front-straight 
draft for his passing maneuvers, Ito used 
the entry to the chicane whenever he 
wanted the lead back. He did so to Kato 
on lap 19, and then picked up the pace to 
2:12s to shake off Kato. 

Kato didn't give up; he hung on to 
Ito. Kato watched for two laps and then 
passed Ito on the back straight, but Ito 
recovered the lead going into the chi- 
cane. Kato watched some more, and then 
passed Ito on the front straight. But, once 
again, at the chicane, Ito was in and out 
and gone - faster than anyone in the race. 

By lap 24, the starting factory riders 
were checking into the pits, and by lap 
27 fresh replacements were on all the top 
bikes. Ito pitted on lap 26 and the lead 
switched to Izutsu, but it was handed 
back when Izutsu pitted on lap 27. 

Ito's partner Ukawa now controlled 
the lead, and Ukawa quickly got up to 
speed, which put Kato's partner Takeda 
at a 12-second disadvantage. Edwards 
was third, another seven seconds back 
and losing ground more often than he 
made it up. 

Finally, the long-awaited arrival of 
Haga in the race was finally over. Enter- 
ing the race in 10th position, Haga 
moved up six positions in three laps and 
was gaining on everyone, including 
Ukawa. Ryo's teammate Kitagawa, the

current points leader in the All-Japan 
Superbike Championship, was following 
Haga right along. 

Edwards' advantage was totally chis- 
eled away by lap 40. Haga wasted no 
time and passed Edwards in the esses. A 
lap later, Kitagawa was also past 
Edwards, putting the Texan in fifth posi- 
tion. 

Haga now set his sights on Takeda, 
and in five laps he made up the five sec- 
onds to second place. Haga's first 
attempt at passing came at the Casio Tri- 
angle on lap 45, but Takeda firmly 
moved down on Haga. A lap and a half 
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later, Haga gave Takeda the same move 
he made on Edwards, and in the same 
place. Haga made it two for two and had 
second place. The gap from Haga to 
Ukawa, which once stood at 32 seconds, 
was now down to 12 seconds. 

However, it had taken Haga an hour 
and a tank of gas to get this close, and it 
was time to pit. By lap 54, the original 
riders were all on the track for their sec- 
ond stints. Ito had a 15-second lead on 
Kato. Crafar was third, another five sec- 
onds behind and losing ground. Okada 
was five seconds further behind, but rid- 
ing quickly and gaining on Crafar.

Gibernau, who spent the first hour in the 
bottom half of the top 10, was close 
enough to keep an eye on Okada. Ryo, 
the Suzuki rider who looked most likely 
to be the spoiler of Honda's perfect plan, 
was a couple of seconds behind Giber- 
nau and on a charge. 

On lap 64, the second-placed Honda 
of Kato lapped 12-placed Craggill at the 
first bend in Degner, and then suffered 
the broken chain at the second Degner 
bend. The works Honda then free- 
wheeled into the back of a slow back- 
marker. Kato pushed the Honda back to 
the pits, where the team tried to replace 
the chain but then decided to withdraw. 

Okada went up to second, with Ryo 
third, Gibernau fourth and Crafar fifth. 
Four laps later, Ryo was racing with 
Okada for second - a case where Okada 
had slowed down more than Ryo had 
caught up. Ryo took second on lap 69, 
and two laps later Okada was in the pits 
for a new rear tire - five laps earlier than 
scheduled. Okada rejoined the race in 
third. 

The lead group pitted over laps 77 to 
80, except Ryo, who stayed out on 
course until his Suzuki ran out of gas on 
lap 79. It was a mistake that cost the 
team three laps. 

Thus, on lap 81, with all the second 
riders now on course, Ukawa held an 
evén one-minute advantage on Barros. 
Barros was a scant 2.8 seconds in front of 
Haga, who was 35 seconds in front of 
Edwards. Twenty seconds after Edwards 





or all who soaked and suffered through the typhoon in 

the unforgettable 1997 Suzuka 8 Hours, the last sight 

anyone wanted to wake up to on qualifying day was 
rain. Yet rain it did, almost continually through the day. 

The one break in the precipitation came during the lunch 
period. The track nearly dried during this time, but the clouds 
were only recharging themselves and more rain was imminent. 
Most of the experienced riders who were lucky enough to be in 
the first afternoon session went out on slicks or cut slicks, and 
enjoyed the 10 minutes of the day when the rain wasn't falling, 
riding from one dry patch to another. 

Fortunately, both Ito and Noriyuki Haga were on the track 
at this time and giving it a serious go. It was classic cat-and- 
mouse, with Ito pulling crisply off the corners and pink-haired 
Haga making up all the lost ground on the brakes. Then the rain 
came, and Ко owned the best time with 2:12.317, and Haga was 
à quarter-second behind at 212.542. 

"It was wet during the first official practice in the morning, 
and I didn't push too hard,” Ito said. “Then the track was dry- 
ing up at the beginning of the afternoon session, so we changed 
to slick tires for some quick laps before it started to rain again. I 
am quite happy that I got the fastest time." 

Haga, second fastest on the day, was bumped by the officials 
to third overall for qualifying, since the “A” and “В” group 
qualifying results are combined A-B-A-B-A-B, rather than on 
rank order of all best lap times. _ 

“I went for a quick time but it started to rain, so I missed my 
opportunity to go top," Haga explained. 

Second overall in qualifying was Honda's Daijiro Kato, the 
pole holder from the 1997 Suzuka 8 Hours, and twice the win- 
ner of the 250cc Grand Prix race at Suzuka as a wild-card rider. 
Kato's best lap, a 2:16.716, came in the last morning session as 
the rain was tailing off and the bikes were starting to dry off the 
racing line. | 

“I am quite happy that I recorded the best time оЁ my 
group,” Kato said. ^I want to go for pole position in tomorrow's 
Special Stage, but I don't want to ruin my chances by crashing, 
so it is hard for me to decide how to go." 


Fourth overall was Akira Ryo, now riding for Suzuki after 
years with Kawasaki. His time of 2:16.716 was also carded in the 
last session of the morning. 

Another Suzuki grabbed fifth: Yoshimura's Toshiyuki Ham- 
aguchi, who took advantage of the brief “dry-ish” period in the 
first afternoon session and went 2:14.675. 

Neil Hodgson's partner Hitoyasu Izutsu placed their 
Kawasaki sixth overall in qualifying with a 2:18.459, another 
time from the late morning. 

Seventh was Kawasaki's Martin Craggill from the first after- 
noon group at 2:15.417. Tadayuki Okada, riding in the final 
morning group, placed the Honda he was sharing with Colin 
Edwards eighth overall with 2:18.486. 

"Both sessions today were difficult," Edwards explained, 
“but in the afternoon, parts of the track were dry and other 
parts were soaking wet. I thought it had dried enough to change 
to an intermediate tire, but on my first lap I got to Spoon Curve 
and it was raining heavily." 

“I didn't get as many laps done as I would have liked," Scott 
Russell said. ^I was looking for a lap time before the rain came 
down. It feels like I haven't done any laps all week, so I really 
haven't got the feeling for the bike." 

Those with bumps and bruises were Simon Crafar, a faller in 
Dunlop Curve in the morning, and Sete Gibernau, who went 
down in Spoon Curve in the afternoon. 

"They're telling us it's not broken," said Crafar about his left 
ankle. ^I high-sided and got some height, all right. My feet were 
way above the bike and the landing gave me a bashing. It's my 
(left) shoulder that's hurting me more. The bike's heavier than 
my GP bike and I have to push on to the handlebar hard and 
quickly to get it to turn left. The pain is like jabbing myself with 
à knife." 

As in World Superbike, qualifying at Suzuka is just to find 


out who gets to race, and who goes to the Special Stage session 


on Saturday. Unlike World Superbike, Suzuka takes the top 30 
teams, and each team gets to send out each rider for a hot lap. 
Results are ranked on the fastest rider's time. 

The dry track conditions on Saturday made the Special Stage a 


go. But there was only a short 20-minute warmup practice before 
things went for real. With the lack of dry track time the day 
before, it was not surprising that the Japanese riders ruled the day. 

The fastest Special Stage lap went to the 60th and final rider, 
31-year-old Shinichi Ito, with 2:10.115. Section times showed Ito 
quickest through the final third of the lap, a section that 
includes the tricky right-left chicane. Later in the press confer- 
ence, when asked about his performance by a Japanese journal- 
ist, Ito said, "I first went to the toilet, and from there I was very 
relaxed." | 

second quickest was Ito’s nemesis, Noriyuki Haga, at 
2:0.399. Haga was slower than Ito through all three measured 
sections of the track. 

“Of course we wanted pole, and we lost it,” said a stone- 
faced Haga. 

Hitoyasu Izutsu brought the Hodgson-Izutsu Kawasaki in 
third quickest at 2:10.479. Izutsu was the fastest rider through 
the twisty first third of the track, and his run was spoiled when 
he drifted wide into the dirt on the exit of Spoon Curve. 

Daijiro Kato was the fastest rider through the hairpin and 
fast sweeping corners in the middle section of the track, clock- 
ing a 2:10.496. Then came Akira Ryo, another fast rider through 
the chicane, with a 2:10.748. 

Edwards was the fastest non-Japanese rider, at 2:10.933 - 
good for sixth overall. 

“The rear Michelin I used was unbelievable,” Edwards Said. 
“It helped me get that fime, without a doubt. But I’m just happy 
that the Special Stage is over and Ї can look forward to the race 
tomorrow." 

Seventh and eighth went to the Takeishi-Serizawa Kawasaki 
(2:11.045) and the Yoshikawa-Haga Yamaha (2:11.393), respec- 
tively. 


. Russels 2:11.504 moved the Russell-Fujiwara team from 
17th overall in qualifying to ninth overall. 


“I knew I could go quick,” Russell said confidently. “І 
thought I could do 2:10; actually, in my mind, I was thinking 
2:10. The bike was perfect for me. I haven't felt that good all 


` year. I’ve been sleeping all week, and now, I'm there."

came Takeishi, closely followed by - 


Yoshikawa. Russell was seventh, a lap 
down but right behind Ukawa and 
matching his pace perfectly. 

Barros got into a quick rhythm sooner 
than Haga did, and increased the inter- 
val from 2.8 to 4.0 seconds in five laps. 
Then Haga responded, and by lap 93 the 
interval was down to a tenth of a second. 
From his first stint, it was a good guess 
that Haga was to try Barros in the esses - 
and he did, in the most dramatic move 
of the race. 

Instead of attacking the left side in the 
second left corner, as he had successfully 
done twice earlier in his first stint, Haga 
went for Barros' right side in the second 
right-hand corner. At the apex, Haga 
and Barros were even - and directly 
behind side-by-side backmarkers Twee- 
dle-Dee and Tweedle-Dum. Barros blew 
past Dee on the inside, but that caused 
Barros to run wide on the exit of the next 
left-hand curve. Haga blew between Dee 
and Dum and went to the inside of Bar- 
ros. Barros and Haga never opened a 
gap on each other the rest of the lap. 
When they crossed the finish line at the 
completion of lap 95, the official timing 
and scoring interval between them was 
0.000 seconds. 

The war raged on for the next four 
laps, until Haga missed the chicane and 
dropped back 4.2 seconds. That mistake, 
however, quickly became a moot point. 
On the following lap, Haga's Yamaha 
started misfiring, slowing the bike five 
seconds per lap. Finally, on lap 105, 
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Yamaha's 
Noriyuki Haga 
was impressive. 
He teamed with 
Simon Crafar to 
finish sixth, a 
result that would 
have been better 
if not for 
mechanical 
problems.

Haga cut the course at Dunlop Curve 
and rode straight to the pits to have the 
engine's electronic control unit replaced. 
It cost the team two laps, but they cut it 
back to one lap by the end of the race. 
After the race, the team was handed a 
one-lap penalty for riding around on the 
service road during a race. 

The next series of scheduled pit stops 
occurred on laps 105 through 108. On 
lap 109, with the first riders on the track 
for their third tour of duty, it was Ito in 
the lead by 56 seconds on Gibernau. 
Okada was third, a like distance behind. 
The top three teams were set, and they 
would hold their places through to the 
finish. Serizawa was fourth, scarcely on 
the lead lap, as was fifth-placed Kensuke 
Haga. 

Haga pitted on the end of lap 118 to 
repair the clutch-actuation system, 
which dropped the team back a lap. No 
matter, because on lap 133 Haga tangled 
with the Moriwaki Honda VTR1000F in 
turn two, and both riders crashed. A 
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stream of gasoline starting from the 
track and running to Haga's Yamaha 
caught fire, but was quickly extin- 
guished. Haga left the Yamaha in the 
gravel, but the Moriwaki bike was 
repaired and rejoined the race. 

The second riders relieved their team- 
mates on laps 132 through 135. Takeishi 
and Russell quickly hooked up in a 
frisky fight for fourth that was interrupt- 
ed several times per lap by backmarkers. 
At one point, Russell gave up fourth to 
pull up alongside one backmarker, made 
his left hand like a revolver, and let the 
dawdling rider know exactly what he 
thought of him. 

Russell then ran down Takeishi 
again, retook fourth, and then opened 
up a two-second lead on Takeishi. Rus- 
sell's confident pre-race prediction of a 
strong finish looked set to come true 
until lap 159, when he cracked the left 
handlebar and had to make an emer- 
gency pit stop. It cost Russell and team- 
mate Fujiwara a lap. 


Had the handlebar lasted four more 
laps, Russell might had been able to 
have it repaired and stay in the thick of 
it. It was then that race officials decided 
to put two pace cars on the track to 
allow corners workers to clean oil from 
the back straight. 

The use of two pace cars was unusu- 
al, but it was a good idea. It limited any 
gained advantage to a maximum of a 
half-lap. Hence Ito's and Ukawa's half- 
lap lead on Gibernau and Barros was 
preserved, as was the half-lap lead of 
Gibernau and Barros on Edwards and 
Okada. 

But the two-pace-car idea turned out 
to be a bad idea for dramatic racing. 
Now many riders found themselves half 
a lap away from the next position, and 
the lap charts were essentially steady 
until the checkered flag, except for Rus- 
sell. Russell had to drop two places, to 
eighth, in his final ride when the ignition 
system went fluffy, à la Haga earlier in 
the race. €N

The total purse offered at the Suzuka 8 Hours was $265,396, 


down $52,604 from 1997 due to devaluation of the yen from 112 
to 139 to the dollar. The race paid out $127,914, qualifying paid 


. $64,748 (including start money of $1439 to the top 30 teams, and 


$719 to the 31st through 60th teams), and the Special Stage paid 
$63,885. Shinichi Ito and Tohru Ukawa earned. 571,942 for win- 
ning-the race; second-place finishers Sete Gibernau and Alex Bar- 
ros earned $14,388; and third-placed Colin Edwards 1! and 
Tadayuki Okada earned $7194. Ito and Ukawa were the top quali- 
fiers and received $8633, followed by Yuichi Takeda and Daijiro 
Kato with $6475 and Noriyuki Haga and Simon Crafar with $5755. 
Ito and Ukawa's payday in the Special Stage was $7194, with 
Haga and Crafar grabbing $5036 and Hitoyasu Izutsu and Neil 
Hodgson with $4317. 


For all intents and purposes, the Suzuka 8 Hours will have no 
bearing on the championship points for World Endurance 
Championship. For the first time since it became part of the 
FIM World Endurance championship in 1980, no rider that has 
participated in the first two rounds of the championship was pre- 
sent at Suzuka. European journalists present at the race said that 
the European riders regard Suzuka as. too expensive and too сот- 
petitive, and not worth the hassle for the few points that are avail- 
able to them. Moreover. the 24-hour races pay double points, 
whereas.an eight-hour race is just straight points. 


Attendance was 14,000 on Thursday, 17,000 on Friday, 40,000 
on Saturday, and 70,000 on Sunday. The race-day attendance of 
70,000 was 5000 fewer than in 1997, when it rained all weekend. 
The very first Suzuka 8 Hours in 1978 also had 70,000 race-day 
spectators, and from 1980 to 1996 attendance had always been 
at least 100,000. 


The 130-page official program for the race made history by includ- 
ing а free CD with the official 1998 Suzuka 8 Hours songs: 
"Wind Rolling Day." "Champion Flag." and "Sound of Step of 
Runner." The official songs were written and recorded by a 
Japanese band oddly named "Boro," who headlined the free con- 
cert at Suzuka Circuit on Saturday night. 


The Suzuka Circuit started promoting wedding receptions at 
the Suzuka Circuit Hotel a few years ago, and it has proved to be 
a hit. А wedding chapel has now been built on the Circuit Hotel 
grounds for indoor and outdoor wedding ceremonies. А wedding- 
reception package costs $6475 per 50 people, and includes food, 
drinks, wedding cake, flowers, candles, invitation cards, light and 
sound, and hall rental. The promotional brochure also states that 
the lucky groom can rent the Suzuka Circuit Honda NSX pace car 
for a victory lap the next day. 


After eight years with Suzuki, Lucky Strike switched their 


` sponsorship ‘in the race to two of the official Honda teams. 


Defending event champions Shinichi Ito: and Toru Ukawa. were in 
Lucky Strike's red-and-olive colors (but with no white in the pat- 


tern, which was unusual), as were the 1997 pole qualifiers, Yuichi . 


Takeda and Daijiro Kato. The other two factory Honda teams - 
Tadayuki Okada and Colin Edwards Il, and Sete Gibernau and 
Alexandre Barros - were sponsored by Castrol. Lucky Strike has 


a long history of involvement in the race, beginning with Yamaha : 


in 1986 through 1988, and then with Suzuki from 1990 to 1997. 
Lucky Strike also supported Kawasaki in 1995 and 1997. 


Nineteen-year-old Honda rider Shinichi Nakatomi became the 
first rider to compete in the race who was not born before the first 
Suzuka race in 1978. Nakatomi and co-rider Makoto. Tamada fin- 
ished a respectable 10th on a Honda RC45. The two oldest riders 
in the 8. Hours, Takao. Abe (no relation to the Yamaha GP stan 
and Masaru Mizutani, with a. combined age of 99 years, were 


teammates on a Suzuki GSXR750. They dropped out after 3 1/2 


hours. 


This year's race had a slight modification to the event title, to the 
"Sprite Suzuka 8 Hours" from the "Sprite Cool Suzuka 8 
Hours." It was the 15th year that the Coca-Cola Corporation has 
been involved as a title sponsor. "Last year, both qualifying and 
the race were caught in the rain brought on by a typhoon,” said 
Coca-Cola Japan president Kimio Furuta. "This year we are eager 
for really hot days." 


Battling the heat at Suzuka is just one of many problems for the 
riders. Many of the teams use "dip tanks," or large wading pools, 
where the riders strip to their shorts, rinse themselves of perspi- 
ration in a first tank, and then relax in a second tank of cool water. 
Then it's off to an air-conditioned suite for а massage and/or 
intravenous drip to replace fluids. 


Aaron Slight withdrew from Suzuka due to the injuries he sus- 
tained at Laguna Seca and stayed home in New Zealand, recuper- 
ating. The stitches in his leg were removed on July 23, but his 
knee continues to be a problem, dislocating itself when Slight 
tries to walk. Doctors want to place a cast over it for three 
weeks, which would take Slight out of the World Superbike round 
at Brands Hatch on August 2. 


Slight's -replacement for the 8 Hours, Sete Gibernau. became 
the first Spanish rider ever in the race. Spaniard Alex Criville was 
here in 1995 as a reserve rider but did not compete in the race. 


John Kocinski had also planned to attend the 8 Hours but with- 
drew after losing some skin from a finger in.a practice-session 
crash at the Dutch GP one month before the race. Kocinski and 
Slight's unavailability caused Honda to switch the pairings to 
Edwards with Barros, and Okada with Gibernau. Then Barros was 
knocked down in Wednesday's free practice and injured his shoul- 
der to the extent that it was questionable whether he would be fit 
for the race. Honda then decided to pair Edwards and Okada 


together. figuring they were the fastest combination of the four 
Castrol Honda riders. That looked wise, especially after Gibernau 


fell on Friday and became a frequent visitor to the doctor for injec- 


tions. Surprisingly, though, Barros and Gibernau finished ahead of 
Edwards and Okada. | ; 


The factory Honda RC45s all used the twin-arm swingarms. In 
last year's race, it was taking Honda longer to change the rear 
wheel than the front. according to a Honda spokesman: thus the 
change to a conventional quick-change swingarm, The convention- 
al swingarm was also said to be better for tire wear. The engines 
in the bikes were detuned to rev to 14,500 rpm, vs. the 15,500- 
rpm redline currently used on full-spec World Superbike engines, 
according to said Hondà spokesman. 


Kawasaki played musical chairs with its riders all they way 
through Saturday night. Neil Hodgson was scheduled to ride with 
Piergiorgio Bontempi, but after the crashathon at Laguna Seca, 
Kawasaki decided to move Hodgson to the bike Akira Yanagawa 
was to share with Hitoyasu lzutsu. Hodgson was pleased that 
" Bontempi was having a poor rule of form, so l've gone from not 
a steady teammate to the fastest one." That left one bike with no 
riders at all, so Martin Craggill from Australia and lan MacPher- 
son from Scotland were flown in on short notice. Both Craggill 
and MacPherson had to scramble’ to get to Japan. "When | was 
called on Monday, | was in Perth, but I live in Melbourne, which is 
5000 km (3100 miles) away." said Craggill. “| didn't have time to 
go home and get my leathers. | came here and they organized 
everything - helmet, boots, leathers." However, it quickly 
became clear that Craggill and MacPherson were not going to 
work as teammates due to extreme physical differences. “The 
main problem is that I'm paired up with a rider that's 5-foot-5. and 
I'm 6-foot,^ Craggill explained, adding, “It's even worse: For my 
height. I've got really long legs. arid a short. body, and for his 
height, he's got short legs and a long body. So my legs аге, like, 
twice the length of his. You can imagine where the problem is." 
The third factory Kawasaki had its own rider problem; as the lead 
rider, Shinya Takeishi, injured his hand racing in Japan апа was in 
questionable shape. Another call to Australia, and Damon Buck- 
master was on a plane. On Friday evening, Takeishi went out in | 
the reserve-rider practice and found that his hand was well 
enough for him to race and post competitive lap times. Kawasaki 
then decided that Buckmaster would be a better teammate for 
Craggill than MacPherson, since Buckmaster and Craggill are 
Kawasaki superbike teammates in Australia. "Friday night | was 
sitting down at the restaurant, getting set to order, at nine 
o'clock, and the Japs come running in and said, ‘We got this 
meeting,’ and | was told l'm not racing," Buckmaster said. “But 
it's okay - (Takeishi) was their number-one rider and was doing 
good times.” 


All of the Suzuki GSXR750s in the 8 Hours used carbure- 
tors. According to Fujio Yoshimura; the fuel-injection system still 
needs fine-tuning for superbike racing, particularly in midrange 
operation.

ot on the heels of its 95th 
Н birthday bash in 
Milwaukee, the Harley-David- 


son Motor Company is intent on prov- 
ing that while it honors tradition, it 
refuses to remain mired in the past. 

That seemed to be the message that 
H-D was sending as it unveiled its 
much-anticipated new Big Twin power- 
plant - the fifth in a legacy of V-twins 
that began with the original 1909 
Harley-Davidson V-twin, which was 
subsequently superseded by the Flat- 
head (1929), Knucklehead (1936), Pan- 
head (1948) and Shovelhead (1966), and 
the Evolution or “Blockhead” (1984). 

With its new Twin Cam 88 (or "Fat- 
head”), Harley-Davidson appears set 
to enter the new millenium with a 
fresh technological approach to its 
motorcycles, but with all the same 
style that has made the Harley name 
legendary worldwide. 

The new engine boasts major 
improvements in performance, reliabili- 
ty and durability over the hearty Evolu- 
tion, all the while staying true to the 
classic staples of Harley-Davidson 
engine design - the same 45-degree V- 
twin, air-cooled, pushrod-actuated two- 
valve configuration Harley-Davidson 
has been using since '09. And of course, 
like all of its predecessors, the Twin 
Cam 88 offers the classic and unmistak- 
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able rumble that 
made Milwaukee 
famous. 
Displacing 1450cc, 
the Twin Cam is, however, quite a dif- 
ferent animal than "Papa Evo," boasting 
a Computer-Aided Design, with only 18 
of the 450 component parts used in its 























manufac- 
ture being 
carried over 
from the 1340cc 
mill that came before 
it. Harley engineers 
invested some four years 
in the design and testing 
of the Twin Cam 88, flogging 
it to the tune of almost 2.5 million 
miles in order to ensure that its 

increased performance did not come at 
the expense of durability and reliability. 
And what increased performance it

has, thanks to its larger displacement, 
bigger bore and shorter stroke, re-tuned 
dual cams, new ignition system and 
new air cleaner. The new motor derives 
its 88 cubes via 3.75-inch bore and short- 
ened 4-inch stroke, as compared to the 
Evolution’s 3.5-inch bore and longer 
4.25-inch throws. The result is that the 
Twin Cam 88 revs more freely with less 
vibration and at a higher rev limit (5500 
rpm) than the Evo. The greater capacity 
yields an 8-10 percent increase in horse- 
power and torque. The new dual-cam 
design aids in the increase in overall 
performance. Another performance 
enhancer comes by way of Harley’s new 
single-fire ignition system, which is 
designed to eliminate wasted spark. 
Reworked exhaust and intake ports and 
valves optimize emissions efficiency 
and power output. A reshaped combus- 
tion chamber features an 85cc bathtub- 
style configuration which creates a more 
efficient flow of gases and generates 
more power with lower emissions. The 
compression ratio 15 8.9:1. 





The new, distinctive air cleaner is 
also actually part of the performance 
package, its bigger, front-intake oval 
design (Califomia models feature a free- 
floating air-intake door) offering both a 
stylistic and functional departure from 
the bottom-intake, round air cleaner 
found on Evos. The oval air cleaner 
allows cooler air to enter the engine for 
optimum efficiency. 

The new engine was engineered with 
performance upgrades in mind. The 
Twin Cam 88 was designed to allow an 
increase in displacement as high as 
1550сс, which will add another 6-8 hp 
and eight ft.-lb. of torque. Thusly, 
Harley-Davidson engineers went to 
great lengths to design a foundation that 
would not only make more power in 
both stock and modified trim, but be 
able to stand up and take a hammering 
as well. Starting at the crankcase, a 
strengthened and redesigned vertical, 
four-bolt rear flange connects the engine 
to the transmission, resulting in a more 
solid mating between the powertrain 
and chassis, and reducing stress on the 
inner primary. The high-pressure, die- 
cast aluminum cases are lighter and 
stronger due to design changes in high- 
stress areas, redesigned tappet guides, 
and the relocation of the oil pump. 

Following the cues of late-model 
Sportster engines, a redesigned tappet 
guide is machined into the crankcase, 
adding structural strength, improving 
airflow and aiding in the evacuation of 
oil from the top end. A cross-drilled 
hole in the crankcase directs drained oil 
from the heads to the cam compartment 
near the tappet guides. 

The new, beefier bottom end houses 
new forged flywheels, and stronger con- 
necting rods easily withstand the 
increased torque output of stock and 
performance-modified engines. The 
common crankpin is press fit and has an 
increased diameter with more bearing 
area, to increase reliability. 

But the beauty that is the namesake 
of the Twin Cam 88 also resides in the 
crankcase: an all-new two-cam sub- 
assembly, in which the cams are cartied 
on both ends by bearings. Mechanical 
noise is drastically reduced via a chain- 
drive system instead of a whiny gear 
mesh. The pushrod valve train is said to 
run truer with less wear. 


Removing the cam cover exposes a

cam-position sensor and a cam support 
plate that is fastened to the crankcase. 
The cam support plate upholds the cam 
assembly, retains the oil pump and 
directs oil to the oil filter, flywheels and 
connecting rods. Because the cam cover 
no longer supports the camshaft, 
mechanical noise is significantly 
reduced from that area also. 

An 0-ring replaces the base gasket 
between the crankcase and cylinders, 
maintaining an oil-tight seal. A metal- 
to-metal joint clenches the crankcase 
and cylinders together, keeping the 
cylinders stable as temperatures change 
and reducing bore distortion. Better 
engine cooling is achieved thanks to a 
50-percent increase in fin area on the 
cylinders and cylinder heads. 

Proceeding to the top of the cylinder 
heads, new two-piece rocker box covers 
are actually covers this time, replacing 
the three-piece construction used on 
Evos and providing easy top-end acces- 
sibility. Harley techs also relocated the 
rocker arm shafts so they no longer rely 
on the rocker boxes for support, again 
eliminating a lot of unwanted noise. 
New rubber-coated metal gaskets pro- 
vide a more consistent seal for better oil 
retention. 

The breathing system has been com- 
pletely redesigned, reducing the possi- 
bility of oil blowby from the air cleaner. 
Incorporating a new breather filtering 
system, breather gases are allowed to 


escape from the engine more efficiently. 
The timed breather gear is history. 

There are major improvements in the 
Twin Cam 88 oil-circulation system, too, 
like a new, crank-mounted and crank- 
driven internal high-efficiency geroter 
oil pump that improves oil flow. The 
system is still a dry sump, but oil is now 
filtered before it is routed to the engine, 
ensuring cleaner oil gets to high- 
wear /stress points. 

Also, as temperature and oil pressure 
increases, oil jets are utilized in the 
crankcase and spray oil under the pis- 
tons, decreasing wear and reducing pis- 
ton temperatures by 50 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 

And finally, all new Twin Cam 88 
models feature a new, five-bolt derby 
cover, designed for increased durability 
and - more likely - headaches for any of 
the aftermarket suppliers who figured 
that the new motor would carry the 
same three-bolt derby cover found on 
Evos. 

So there you have it: a new engine for 
the next generation - but, lest you think 
that the Evo is dead, think again. 
Although the Twin Cam 88 is a radical 
departure from the Evo, the latter is, as 
Harley new-product-development-meis- 
ter William G. Davidson put it, "a darn 
good engine," and will continue to 
power the 1999 Softail and Sportster 
models in 1999, The Twin Cam 88 will 
debut in all 1999 Harley-Davidson Dyna

and FL touring models. Dyna models 
feature a carbureted version of the new 
engine. Select touring models are avail- 
able (either carbureted or fuel-injected 
only), and some touring models offer 
fuel injection as an option. 

Though а great deal of time and 
resources went into the development of 
the new Twin Cam 88, Harley-Davidson 
was not content to just sit back and 
throw the new motor into last year's 
styles. Instead, the 1999 Harley-David- 
son motorcycle lineup offers several 
new models, including a new Dyna - the 
flagship family for the Twin Cam 88 - 
two new Softail models and another 
custom in the hot rod Sportster family. 
Let's take a look. 


FXDX DYNA SUPER GL'DE SPORT 


The Dyna Super Glide Sport is the 
first new Harley-Davidson model to 
bear the Twin Cam 88 engine, and cer- 
tainly warrants a look, if not a double 
take. After all, the driving force behind 
the new Dyna Super Glide Sport is a 
blacked-out version of the all-new 
1450cc V-twin. 

The sporty look of the Dyna Super 
Glide Sport screams factory custom, but 
is crossed with aggressive styling and 
features. Black, dirt-track-style flat han- 
dlebars that are reminiscent of those 
introduced way back when on the 
XR1000, double-disc front brakes, laced 
wheels, a 28-degree rake and taller sus- 
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pension enhance its bold and brawny 
appearance. 

The all-black powertrain reveals an 
interesting combination of two matte 
finishes. The rocker boxes, transmission, 
heads and cylinders feature a textured 
black finish, while the black theme is 
further extended to the air cleaner, 
crankcase, battery and electrical covers, 
which are wrinkle-finished. The black 
components are offset by subtle accents, 
such as polished cylinder fins, alu- 
minum tappet covers and a brushed- 
aluminum air-cleaner insert so styled to 
make the engine standout. The wrinkle 
black treatment is followed through on 
the horn, fender struts and headlamp 
visor. Short-stem black mirrors, dual 
gauges and passenger pegs complete the 
package. 

As with all Dyna models, the Twin 
Cam 88 engine on the Dyna Super Glide 
Sport is rubber-mounted to provide a 
smooth, comfortable ride for riders and 
passengers. 

The Dyna Super Glide Sport is avail- 
able in Vivid Black and two exciting 
new-for-'99 hues: Diamond Ice and 
Aztec Orange. Suggested retail prices 
start at $11,155 for 49-state versions and 
$11,440 in standard, solid paint work. 


NEW SOFTAILS 


Like we said, the Evolution engine 
ain't dead yet - not by a longshot, and 
its viability should be maintained quite 
well thanks to two new members in the 
Harley-Davidson Softail family: the 
bare-bones FXST Softail Standard and 
the bad-to-the-bone FXSTB Night 
Train. 

Less is more with the all-new FXST 
Softail Standard. Attractively priced, the 
Standard provides an excellent base for 
the prospective customizer. A sparse- 
but-spartan styling approach was taken 
in the creation of the Softail Standard. 
At its heart is a 1340cc Evolution engine 
featuring silver-painted heads, cylin- 
ders, cam cover, transmission and pri- 
mary covers. Polished rocker boxes top 
off the engine. 

Available only in Vivid Black, the 
Softail Standard features a classic 21- 
inch laced front wheel and a 16-inch 
laced rear wheel, passenger footpegs, a 
custom seat, wide handlebars and a 
chrome oil filter. Suggested retail price 
is $12,285 in California, $11,995 else- 
where in the United States. 

If you happen to want your Softail 
already customized, then the all-new 
Night Train may be the model for you. 
At its core is a completely blacked-out 
1340cc Evolution engine and transmis- 
sion, featuring textured, wrinkled and 
gloss-black paint finishes. Texture black 
components include rocker box covers, 
transmission and heads, and cylinders 
which feature nonpolished fins. Wrin- 
kle-black adorns the oil tank, rear-fend- 
er struts, belt guard, mirrors and horn. 
The covers for the air cleaner, derby, oil 
pump, cam, coil and inner and outer 
primary also boast the wrinkle-black 
appearance. A high-gloss, jet-black 
treatment is applied to the air-cleaner 
insert, timer cover and instrument 
panel. 

Stainless-steel drag bars sit atop 6- 
inch straight-risers. Forward foot con- 
trols and a minimalist seat lend a chop- 
per appeal to the Night Train. A custom 
wide front fork flanks the 21-inch laced 
front wheel, while out back a beefy 16- 
inch black cast-aluminum disc wheel 
supports the rear. Like the new Softail 
Standard, the Night Train is available 
only in Vivid Black.

Greasy Ridge National, presented by 
— Sports Promotions and Budweis- 

‚ is the only night race on the pro cir- 
cd and "the Ledge" guarantees excit- 
ing action as the riders try to keep their 
bikes in the groove to jump the ledge 
straight and make it to the finish. 
Thompson, winner of round three of the 
series, also set fast time of the day on his 
540cc BSA. 

“Му dad has just done a great job 
getting the most out of the bike with the 
help from Gene's Machine Shop, Bowl- 
by’s Cycle and Pro-Action Suspension,” 
Thompson said. 

Mac’s Cycle Supply-sponsored 
David Watson took second overall for 
his best finish ever at Haydenville, and 
Rookie of the Year contender Wes 
McCoy took third. 

In the 800cc class, Dresser’s win was 


. his first since 1996 and his second at 


Greasy Ridge. Mike DeBusk put in the 
best ride ever for an 800cc two-stroke on 
his Kawasaki Mach !V triple, and Glen 
Petty Jr. put together an excellent ride 
under the lights to take third, regaining 
the points lead in the process.

National number seven, Mike Tem- 
pleton, started the racing off but he 
didn't reach the top of the hill, bailing at 
the 200-foot marker after getting out of 
control. 

Howell's Triumph-backed Phil Lib- 
hart was on a roll after his first career 
win in the previous round and he put 
up à 6.810-second run despite mistiming 
the jump and flirting with the out-of- 
bounds line. 

Mike Pulver апа Harry Schreiber Jr. 
couldn't beat Libhart's ride. Then Paul 
Pinsonnault came to the line. 

The five-time and defending Nation- 
ai Champion trailec Ted Wilkins by two 
points, but he was ready to repeat his 
1997 win here. Pinsennault shut off 
early and he landec with his bike point- 
ed straight up in the air, snapping the 
throttle shut to get the front end down. 
He gassed it through the lights for a 
6.7414-second run.

Though he wasn't able 
to get back on the gas right away, he 
still stopped the clock in 6.442 seconds.

David Watson have helped me out a lot 
this weekend," McCoy said. "I couldn't 
have done it without them." 

Mac's Cycle Supply's McNeely came 
to Greasy Ridge fourth in the points, but 
he had a day to forget as his first ride 
was over early when he got bounced 
sidewavs on the bottom half of the hill. 
As a result, he had to roll over the Ledge 
for a time of 7.0236. It ended up being 
his best ride and he would take ninth 
overall, dropping him out of the top five 
in the season standings. 

After Chad Disbennett lost it on the 
start, John Hamilton Jr. took his shot. 
Hamilton had to feather the throttle in 
the middle of the hill and he landed 
hard, but he held on for a time of 
6.9785. 

Then Thompson came to the line. His 
BSA is the most powerful bike in the 
540cc class and he blasted off the line 
looking for the win. After blipping the 
throttle before the ledge, he got a good, 
hard launch at the top of the hill, though 
his front wheel was high. The BSA 
wheelied the rest of the way up the hill 
for a 6.056-second run. 

Terry’s younger brother, 16-year-old 


Toby Thompson, also put in a fine ride . 


in his first pro event, picking up a time 
of 6.834 for sixth place. 

With sunset fast approaching, the 
lights came on for the second round of 
action, making it even more of a chal- 
lenge to go fast. 

Libhart got his front end high over 
the jump and barely stayed in bounds, 
and had to rely on his first run. 

“Today was pretty rough,” Libhart 
said. “On both rides, the bottom of the 
hill was great, but the key is getting to 
the breaker and getting over it. I never 
got it just right.”

Libhart's fifth on the 
day moved him to fifth 
place in the series stand- 
ings. 

Pulver's first-round 
time was faster than his 
second, and Schreiber's 
bike shut off as he left the 
lip of the jump. Schreiber 
landed safely but finished 
out of the points. 

Pinsonnault chose the 
far right side of the hill for 
his second attempt but he 
left the gas on too long off 
the jump and barely saved 
it. His time of 6.717 was 
still faster than his first 
ride. 

“I wasn't really happy 
with either ride," Pinson- 
nault said. “Still, I got 
fourth place and took over 
the points lead, so that 
was all right.” 

Watson got his second

turn at Greasy Ridge and - 


his Honda tore up the hill as he barely 
shut off at the jump, staying low and 
going far to drive it though the lights in 
just 6.142 seconds, the fastest ride of the 
second round in either class. One of the 
few riders to challenge the left side of 
the hill, Watson made it work and his 
second place on the day pushed him 


-into second place in the series. 


"I'd like to thank my dad for keeping 
my bike running so sharp and Roger 
McNeely for the cylinder porting," Wat- 
son said. "This is my best ride here 
ever." 

Wilkins put his Rotax on the line - 
along with his points lead - for his sec- 
ond ride of the night. He hit the sand- 
stone and had to ease off a bit over the 
jump, but he still looked to have a fast 
ride going. Then, when he landed, it 
appeared as though the centrifugal 
clutch didn't lock up right away. That 
slowed him to 7.352 and 12th on the 
day. 

"The wreck in the first ride bent the 
clutch jackshaft so bad I didn't think it 
would run at all," Wilkins, now third in 
points, said. "I lost a bunch of points 
today, but there are lots of races left." 

McCoy and McNeely couldn't better 
their first-run times but Disbennett put 
together a 6.889-second run to claim 
seventh overall. His run was the last 
ride to make it into the top 10. 

Thompson was happy with his sec- 
ond win of the season - and a little sur- 

rised. 

“I really didn't think it was that fast," 
Thompson said. "I got kicked up in the 
air over the breaker but when I got on 
the top and landed it, it hooked up and I 
guess that's what won me the hill- 
climb."

Dresser wheeled his Harley-David- 
son to the line to open the 800cc-class 
racing. After a little bobble on the start - 
acceleration bumps were forming - he 
really got it going on his way up to the 
Ledge. Dresser's XR750 flew a long way 
up the hill but his suspension bottomed 
on the landing, nearly throwing him off. 
He hung on and kept it in bounds for a 
6.332-second run. 

"This is the first ride all year that I 
got over the hill clean and that I felt 
good about,” Dresser said. “I’m sure my 
ride looked ugly, though. I had to back 
off a couple of times in the middle 
because it was so rough." 

Bobby Templeton put the Erskine's 
PMS For Motorcycles Harley-Davidson 
in the pit for his first attempt. He was 
really quick at the bottom of the hill but 
had trouble at the Ledge and, though 
he tried to bulldog the bike through the 
cut, he had a low-speed high-side at 
160 feet. 

Indianapolis Southside Harley- 
Davidson & Buell teammates Russ Van- 
derVeen and Harry Denham followed 
Templeton and they both went through 
the cut instead of leaping over it, but 
they both put in top-10 times. Van- 
derVeen's 6.8239 earned him sixth. 

James Large, on the number-one- 
plated Reiser's Cycle Service /White 
Brothers Harley-Davidson, was up next. 

“I think the key today is the bottom 
of the hill," Large said grandly. "You 
have to kinda finesse your way through 
the bumps, then land clean at the top." 

Large's run was similar to Dresser's - 
he had a solid bottom half, then landed 
hard апа had to fight to stay in bounds - 
and Large's 6.577 was just a few ticks 
behind Dresser's time. 

Bob Shreiner brought his radical 
Kawasaki triple to the line and got the 
bike straight up to the Ledge, rolled 
over the cut, and gassed it to the top for 
a time of 6.919, the seventh-fastest 800cc 
run of the day. 

Shreiner's son-in-law, Mike DeBusk, 
also on the Dr. Bob's Racing Team 
Kawasaki two-stroke triple, moved up | 
to the line. DeBusk screamed up the 
hill, shutting off just a little early but 
still easily clearing the cut. He shook 
off the hard landing to rip off a time of 
6.402. 

“Dr. Bob really had my bike set up 
perfect today," second overall DeBusk 
said. "I watched Steve Dresser's ride 
and he hit this little line over on the 
right, so I figured if I hit the same line, I 
could go as fast. Well, I hit it and we 
were almost as quick." 

Glen Petty Jr., the co-leader in the 


point standings entering the event, had 
one thought on his mind as he came to 
the line: Beat Large and retake control of 
the championship. 

Petty seemed to have an engine miss 














as he revved the Stoughton's Cycle 
Harley-Davidson on the line. Once he 
dropped the iiammer, though, the bike 
ran perfectly and he powered through 
the ruts on the face of the hill, getting a 
lot of air time over the cut. Landing with 
the throttle buried, he took a 6.679 - just 
behind '.arge. 

Triamph-mounted Rod Williams’ 
fix st ride was а 7.147-second effort as he 
mistimed the shutoff and didn't jump 
far enough. 

As Dresser watched, Templeton 
started off the second round working 
the bottom of the hill and he was 
straight at the cut and powered straight 
to the line. Templeton's fifth-place time 
of 6.717 was the second-fastest 800cc run 
of round two and moved him up to 
fourth in the series. 

"The bike left the Iine so hard it near- 
ly threw me off; then it wheelied up to 
the Ledge,” Templeton said. “When I hit 
the Ledge, it slammed the front end 
back down and I floated over the transi- 
tion and got back on the gas." 

VanderVeen nearly looped it on his 
second ride but teammate Denham put 
in a nice run for a 7.674 and 10th overall. 
Large had an excellent ride going until 
he landed from the jump sideways and 
crashed at the 205-foot mark, leaving the 
door open for Petty. 

After Shreiner and DeBusk couldn't 
improve on their first-ride times, Petty 
brought his Jeff Yoder-tuned machine to 
the line. He let it all go on the bottom and 
had a win in sight when he went over the 
jump, but he got a little high and side- 
ways, working hard to stay in bounds. 
Still, Petty carded the fastest 800cc time 
of the round with a 6.556-second ride to 
pass Large for third for the day. 

“I just couldn't get a straight run at it 
and that slowed me down a little bit," 
Petty said. "But, hey, І have the points 
lead and that's what we came for." 

With Jeff Thomas out, Williams took 
his second ride, getting sideways over 
the jump but saving it for a time of 7.121 
and eighth overall. 

As the event neared its close, Price 
rode forward, hoping to recreate last 
year's last-ride magic. He gave it all he 
had but still couldn't make a good land- 
ing after the jump and crashed out at 
194 feet, sewing up Dresser's win. 

"What can I say? I got lucky today," 
Dresser said. "The hill called for a little 
finesse today and some of the rough, 
violent horsepower wasn't getting it 
done today." CN

BOYERS, PA, JULY 12 

or the second time in as many 

rounds of the 1998 AMA Grand 

National Cross Country Series, 
Team Suzuki /FMF/Moose's Rodney 
Smith led a yellow sweep of the top 
three positions, and, in the process, 
strengthened his hand as the series 
points leader. This time, Smith led team- 
mates Steve Hatch and Paul Edmond- 
son across the finish line at the dry and 
dusty Boyers GNCC in northwestern 
Pennsylvania. 

“The GNCC title is my primary focus 
this year, and I feel like I’m right where 
I want to be in regards to getting the 
title," said Hatch, who has several off- 
road titles on his resume but has never 
won the cross country crown. 

Doyers marked the eighth time in as 
many races in the series that Smith has 
finished on the podium. 

"Today ! tried to ride à smart race, 
because with all the dust out there, there 
were plenty of chances to get yourself in 
trouble. The bike worked great, I felt 
strong and everything went my way in 
the end." 

"Rodney was really on it today," said 
teammate Hatch. "So what else can you 
say? At least it was all Suzuki out front." 

Hatch challenged Smith throughout 
the day but came up 56 seconds short 
after nearly three hours of racing. 

“It was tough going out there all day 
long, and this is the kind of circuit 
where Rodney excels,” Hatch said. "He 
rode solid today." 

The third member of the Suzuki fac- 
tory trio - Englishman Paul Edmondson 
- was almost as impressive as his stable- 
mates, but a first-turn crash left him 
playing catch-up all day long and he 
never got closer than a minute and a 
half to race winner Smith. 





"On a track like this, it's nearly 
impossible to make up that much 
ground when you can't see the trail," 
said Edmondson, who, nevertheless, 
came from last to third. "I feel good 
about the rest of the series, because I 
believe that I have things sorted out, 
and I'm heaithy. After a few weeks back 
in England (before the series kicks up 
again later this month) I will be ready to 
get some wins." 

Rounding out the top five overall 
were a pair of up-and-coming cross 
country heroes - Yamaha-backed four- 
stroker Barry Hawk Jr. and Manchester 
Honda's Josh McLevy, the latter of 
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keeps rolling 


whom ran third overall until the white- 
flag lap. 

Finishing a very disappointing sev- 
enth was American Honda's Scott Sum- 
mers. 

"| hurt my finger at the last race in 
New Jersey, and it still hasn't healed," 
explained the defending GNCC Series 
Champion Summers, who has had a 
woeful summer on this circuit. “1 
stretched the medial radial ligament, 
which keeps it from going too far from 
left to right. It also means that I didn't 
have any power to pull the front brake 
with my index finger, so I had to use my 
middle finger. We tried to rig up a sys- 
tem where the front brake would be 
connected to the rear brake without 
completely locking on, but we just 
didn’t have time to get it done. When it 
starts getting violent and you're going 
fast, it's hard to hold on. Ligament dam- 
age can take longer to heal than a bro- 
ken bone. 

"Otherwise, no falls, no problems," 
Summers continued. "It's really frustrat- 
ing when your body won't let you do 
things that you know you can do." 

Approximately 450 riders turned out 
for the Boyers GNCC, which has been a 
staple on Racer Productions' cross coun- 
try tour throughout the 1990s. Course 
marshal Jeff Russell was forced to deal 
with drought-like conditions, as the dry 
summer left the 10.5-mile trail with 
severe dust problems. Russell and crew 
did attempt to water as many parts of 
the course as were accessible, but vision 
was at a minimum for much of the day. 

As expected, the Suzukis of Smith 
and Hatch were at the front of the pack 
off the start along with the Honda 
CR250 of McLevy. Left behind was 
Edmondson, who got off in the first turn 
and would remount well behind the 
front-runners. 


Not much farther into the run, Team 
Green’s Brian Keegan, the teammate of 
sidelined title contender Fred Andrews, 
suffered a scary crash when he over- 
cooked a turn into the woods and suf- 
fered a concussion in the ensuing get- 
off. The spill marked a quick end to 
Keegan’s day as well as that of Team 
Green’s Pro-class effort. 

At the end of the first lap, Hatch 
held the point by about 10 seconds 
over Smith, while McLevy rode third 
at a deficit of 50 seconds. The front 
three would stay that way for the first 
two 28-minute laps before Smith made 
a move on Hatch and effectively put 
the race for the win on ice. After three 
of seven laps, the two Suzukis were 
still right together, but afterward 
Smith began to ease away. The Califor- 
nia would take a lead of 30 seconds 
into the last lap and then nearly dou- 
ble it betore accepting the checkered 
flag. 

“It was a pretty good ride from start 
to finish, but I had one scary moment,” 
said Smith. “I was going through some 
trees at speed when I got into some dust 
left by some lappers, and, when I looked 
up, I was going off the track and into the 
weeds. If there had been a big tree or 
some rocks or something there, it would 
have been ugly, but as it was, it just 
served to make me focus and ride with a 
little more caution." 

Hatch took the checkered flag just

less than a minute behind his teammate, 
while the late-charging Edmondon over- 
took the promising McLevy just after 
seeing the white flag. Hawk did like- 
wise before the finish to seal up the top 
five as Smith, Hatch, Eddy, Hawk, and 
McLevy. Jim Jarrett, a 250cc A rider, 
rose up from his second-row start to 
claim sixth overall ahead of the strug- 
gling Summers. CN

AUBURN, CA, JULY 24 

n the eighth running of the Civil War 
E Speedway, the North team made 

it a “3-peat,” taking a decisive 56-40 
victory before an overflow sellout 
crowd at the Gold Country Fairgrounds 
in Auburn, California. Jimmy Sisemore 
and Bart Bast, who each had 10 points, 
led a very balanced-scoring North 
squad that scored maximum 5-1 scores 
in four of the six final heats to take the 
win. In addition to the convincing win 
in the 16-heat-race format, the North 
also completely swept aside the South in 
the A and B mains, taking the first and 
second spots in each. Winning the 
night's last two point-rich races ran the 
Northern team's tally up to a score of 
86-49. 

"You really have to give these 
(Southern) guys credit for coming in 
here and doing as well as they do on a 
track that is bigger than what they ride 
every week," Sisemore said in the pits 
once the race victory had been secured. 

In the opening heat, Southern team 
captain and two-time U.S. National 
Speedway Champion Bobby "Boogaloo" 
Schwartz cut a perfect gate from the 
inside starting position. Current U.S. 
Speedway Champion "Flyin'" Mike 
Faria, who was riding for the North for 
the first time, quickly fell in behind 
Schwartz, who is also a former two-time 
World Best Pairs Champion, looking 
first high and then low in an attempt to 
take over the lead. Faria finally saw the 
daylight he was looking for and cut 
under Schwartz in the final turn before 
the checkered flag, which he took ahead 
of Schwartz by mere inches. Pat Linn 
held the third spot over Joe Winston, 
and the North had its first lead of the 
night, 4-2. 

In the second heat, Charlie Venegas 
led from start to finish. Bobby Hedden 
trailed the former California State 
Champion in second place, but the third 
spot and single point went to the 
South's Eddie Castro. The South had a 





|. 4-2 point heat and the overall score saw 


a 6-6 tie. Then 1992 U.S. National Speed- 
way Champion Chris Manchester gave 
the South its second consecutive win in 
the third heat, gating supremely off the 
pole and driving unharassed to the 
three-point win. Sisemore took second, 
but Andy Northrup’s third place 
insured the South another 4-2 margin 
and a 10-8 lead overall. 

The South’s lead would be short- 
lived, however, as the team of Bob Hicks 
and Bart Bast (the team that eventually 
wound up as. the highest-scoring duo in 
the event) left former U.S. Junior 
National Champion Josh Larsen and 
Randy DiFrancesco to sort out third 
place. The five points put the North 
back in the lead, 13-11. 

Schwartz, who is undoubtedly the 
most knowledgeable speedway team- 
riding specialist on the planet today, 
opened the second round just as he had 
the first: with a smart gate and an early 
lead. This time it was Bast who reeled 
him in, taking the lead and the three 
points away on lap two. Hicks easily 
bested Joe Winston, and the North 
increased its lead to 17-13. Sisemore led 
the way in the next heat, while the sec- 
ond spot was occupied initially by 
Venegas, and then by Billy Janniro after 
his move in turn two, and then eventu- 
ally by Castro, as Venegas and Janniro 
both fell by the wayside. Janniro pulled 
off, and Venegas limped across the line 
to collect the single point for third, giv- 
ing the South a 3-3 tie in the heat. In 
heat seven, Tommy Hedden was the 
first out of the box from gate three, but 
he fell prey to Manchester, who drove 
underneath him in the back straight. 
Bobby Hedden ran last and couldn't get 
around Northrup, who had an apparent 
real-estate dispute with Tommy on the 
cool-down lap. Tommy barely edged 
Andy for second and the South pre- 
vailed 4-2, cutting their overall deficit to 
22-20. 

Josh Larsen, who has spent a lot of 
his racing career riding in the British 
League, made a good payoff with a 
three-point win over Faria. 

^We had to have those points right 


there," Larsen said. "We felt that we 
needed to put up some good numbers 
before this thing got out of hand." 

The South tied up the overall score, 
24-24, when third place was stolen by 
DiFrancesco at the line from a napping 
Pat Linn. 

Schwartz opened up the third round 
of heats just as he had the first two, 
bursting into the early lead only to have 
a Northern rider - this time Bobby Hed- 
den - take the lead from him in the ensu- 
ing laps. Tommy Hedden gave the 
North the 4-2 advantage when he fin- 
ished third ahead of Southern surprise 
reserve rider Robert Curry, who was 
subbing for the struggling Winston. 
Venegas tied up the score again in the 
following race, holding off Faria, while 
Castro claimed the third spot ahead of 
Chad Felicio, who replaced Linn after he 
was disqualified for crashing near the 
turn-four wall. 

After 10 total heat rides, no progress 
had been made by either side, and the 
score was knotted at 30. The team of 
Hicks and Bast came through again, 
however, in heat 11. Hicks got the start 
and led all the way, as Bast worked his 
way to second despite a poor gate. The 
North, matching its biggest lead of the 
event, was up 35-31. Larsen tried to 
wrestle the points back in heat 12, get- 
ting out in front at the start but then giv- 
ing the lead back to Sisemore, who 
pushed hard on the inside aboard his 
Rose Racing GM. Larsen then lost 
another position to Janniro, who 
brought the crowd to its feet as he came 
from the back to split Larsen and 
DiFrancesco, driving into second place 
in the process. Another 5-1 heat advan- 
tage extended the North's lead to 40-32 
at the end of three full rounds. 

After the first attempt to get heat 13 
under way ended up with Sisemore and 
Larsen (who was a tactical replacement 
for Winston) in the turn-two dirt, the 
final round opened up with - you 
guessed it - Schwartz leading the pack 
into the first turns. 

“I just wanted to show our guys that 
we weren't out of it yet, but I couldn't 
hold the lead," Schwartz said. "These

guys up here sure know how to ride this 
track. Janniro came from out of 
nowhere. We were up against it after 
that." 

Janniro was the second rider off the 
blocks in the restart and he quickly 
passed Schwartz when the leader slid 
wide in turn two. Sisemore lived up to 
his nickname on lap three, as he jammed 
into second place, splitting between 
Larsen and Schwartz to fall in behind 
Janniro. With three heats to go, the 
North had opened up a commanding 
45-33 advantage. Bast's and Hicks' sec- 
ond- and third-place finishes in heat 14 
offset Venegas' win, as did Faria's and 
Linn's two-three behind Manchester in 
the second-to-last heat of the event. 
Venegas entered the final heat as a tacti- 
cal replacement for DiFrancesco, but 
saw that strategy backfire. Tommy Hed- 
den took the wire-to-wire win, with his 
brother Bobby right behind him, and the 
North had another 5-1 heat and the 56- 
40 win. 

All that was left were the bonus 
rounds, in which the night's best riders 
were placed according to their points 
and team choice. In the B main, which 
was worth twice the points of a heat 
race, the South entered Larsen and 
Schwartz. The North countered with . 
Bobby Hedden and Faria. Hedden got 
the gate from the pole, and when Faria 
passed Schwartz on lap two, the North 
had another sweep. 

In the A main, Venegas got out first 
but went too hot into the first turn and 
fell in the apex, causing Bast to lay 
down his new Jawa to avoid going over 
Venegas. On the restart, Venegas also 
got out front but went wide in turn two, 
allowing Sisemore and then Bast to both 
move ahead of. him on the quick inside 
groove. Once Sisemore and Bast got to 
the front, there was no stopping them, 
and they rode flawlessly to the check- 
ered flag. 

"This is just great - exactly like I 
knew we would do," Sisemore said after 
the main event. "Go North! The South- 
ern guys were getting the gates half the 
time but couldn't hold it inside. We all 
knew how to get around a little better; 
this ain't Costa Mesa." 

After five straight years of frustration 
at the hands of the South, the North has 
now taken over the top spot in the Unit- 
ed States' longest-running speedway 
team-racing event. 

In the Junior main event, U.S. Junior 
National Speedway Champion Ryan 
Fisher had his hands full with both Eric 
Carillo and Bryan Yarrow. After three 
restarts, Fisher finally got ahead of the 
North's youngsters to claim the win in 
an accident-marred finale. Despite twist- 
ing his ankle in one of the crashes, Caril- 
lo got back aboard his Jawa for the 
restart and went on to finish in second 
place. Yarrow was third, and A.J. Jones 
was fourth. CN

SPRINGFIELD, OH, JULY 12 
GG |: been a pretty good weekend," 
Steve Morehead said in reference 
to his two-day total of two wins 
and a third-place finish.

The 750cc Expert qualifying was led 
by the Е&5 Harley-Davidson/KK /Shep- 
herd & Dragoo-sponsored Morehead 
and Brett Beyer. Morehead had a scare 
near the end of the heat when an oil-line 
clamp loosened and caused a lot of 
smoke. Smoke and all, Morehead led 
John Nickens Ш and Jerry Vanderkooi 
to the checkers. Brett Beyer kept Dave 
Knapp and Kyle Long at bay for the win 
in the second heat. 

Jason Sentell kept his undefeated 
streak alive at the Clark County Fair- 
grounds by keeping Morehead and 
Beyer at bay in the first 600cc Expert 
heat. 

“I am not sure if I should have 
shown them what I had until the main 
event," Sentell said. 

Doug Davis refreshed the recollec- 
tions of anyone whose memory needed 
refreshing that he was and still is a very 
fast racer in heat two.

Schopieray, Jeremy Thompson and 
Kenny Noyes collected front-row starts 
for the 600cc Pro-Sport main. Schopieray 
and Thompson are regulars at Ohio 
events, but Noyes was putting in a 
cameo appearance on his way home 
from the AMA Dirt Track Grand Cham- 
pionships that had been held for the 
amateur and Pro Sport riders in Indi- 
anapolis. Noyes' mount created some 
interest. The very fast Californian was 
piloting the L&R Husaberg flat-tracker. 

Jeremy Thompson did double duty, 
as he won a 250 Pro-Sport heat, along 
with Ray Rees. 

Thompson led the first main event of 
the afternoon to the line by selecting the 
outside pole. The Elba, New York, racer 
led the field after one tour of the track. 
Fellow heat winner Rees followed 
Thompson, with Nick Hummel and Phil 
Palmer in tow. Palmer was on the move, 
the veteran racer from Indiana getting 
past Hummel and Rees by the halfway 
point. With two laps to go, Palmer and 
Thompson traded the lead, but Palmer's 
forceful style prevailed, and he led the 
race on his J&M /Tim Humphries / Gene's 
Honda entry when it counted.

and 1 really enjoyed battling for it,” 
Palmer said. 

Jason Sentell put his undefeated 
streak on the line as he selected the out- 
side pole for the 600cc Expert main 
event. Sentell led the first lap but suc- 
cumbed to Davis by the second tour. 
Morehead was on the move and by the 
time the crossed flags were shown, he 
had closed on Davis. The high line 
slowed down, and Sentell and others 
who were committed to the top began 
dropping back. 

That left two of Ohio's premier racers 
to square off against each other. Davis 
and Morehead passed and repassed for 
the remaining four laps. At the start of the 
ninth lap, Morehead's mount seized 
momentarily and Davis moved to the 
front. But just yards later, the header pipe 
on Davis' Rotax broke, allowing More- 
head to regain the lead and nab the win 
on his F&S/KK /Mike Wheeler Rotax. 

“I’m not sure what happened, but it 
tied up on the victory lap and that was 
it,” Morehead said. “Hey, we're close to 
home. We worked on our half mile 
setup and made some money.” 

Schopieray led the 600cc Pro-Sport 
main from flag to flag. 

“The top got so rough and deep, it 
was really hard to turn,” the tired but 
happy Michigan racer said. “I had to 
work hard on every lap.” 

Kenny Noyes got the best of Tom 
McGrane and Jeff Landrum for the sec- 
ond-place money. 

The 750cc Expert race also belonged 
to Morehead, with Brett Beyer in the 
second position for the entire 10 quick 
laps. The crowd's attention would focus 
on Knapp and Nickens III as the pair 
fought over the show spot. Knapp 
would prevail with one of his best rides 
of the season. 

Joe Eades put in two rides that went 
basically unnoticed, scoring a ninth in 
the 750cc Expert class and a seventh in

hand, they were very noteworthy, as 
they were his baptism by fire into the 
Expert ranks. 

“I want to thank Johnny and Sara

Ursic crushes

Sisemore, Bast survive 
Cal-Expo Speedway

SACRAMENTO, CA, JULY 18 

Jimmy “The Jammer” Sisemore took the win in 
the Scratch main while Harlen Bast Jr. was 
awarded the victory in a bizarre Handicap main 
that lasted all of two laps. Meanwhile, John 
O’Connell won the Second Division main event, 
and Danny Chipman finished ahead of the field 
in the Third Division finale at the Cal-Expo 
Speedway. 

Due to the less-than-optimum passing con- 
ditions on the tight, one-lane groove track all 
night, the Handicap main contained more low- 
yardage riders than usual. The lone 50-yard 
participant was Bart Bast. Ahead of Bart on the 
40 was Billy Janniro and last week’s Handicap 
main winner, Tommy Hedden. Robert Curry 
sat alone on the 30 and the field was complet- 
ed with Harlen Bast Jr. and lan Ferris on the 
20. 

Harlen was first into the first turn, with Fer- 
ris, Curry, Janniro, Hedden and Bart Bast run- 
ning behind him. The running order altered lit- 
tle as the field completed two laps. In turn four 
of the third lap, Ferris mysteriously lost control 
of his Jawa - rudely tossing the bike into the 
crash wall. With Ferris and his equipment 
sprawled across the racing surface, Janniro, 
Curry, Hedden and Bast had no room to maneu- 
ver, and they had to lay down their machines or 
straighten up to avoid compounding the situa- 
tion.

Apparently due to time restrictions, the final 
results of the Handicap main were backed up to 
the conclusion of lap two, and Harlen Bast Jr. 
was declared the winner aboard his Bast Weld- 
ing /Peterich / Arai /Terry's All Cycle-backed 
Godden. Ferris was deemed to be the cause of 
the wreck and was presented with sixth place, 
while places two through five were awarded to 
Hedden, Bart Bast, Curry and Janniro. 

In the Scratch main, Venegas drew the pole 
and got out to the fastest start. Sisemore was sta- 
tioned in lane two and naturally gated second, 
falling in line behind Venegas. Hedden started 
from lane four and, together with gate-three 
starter Faria, trailed the two leaders as the quar- 
tet negotiated the first lap. In the second turn of 
the second lap, Venegas seemed to lose his con- 
centration, drifting off the pole and going wide. 
Sisemore pounced on this opportunity and 
drove under Venegas to assume the lead. 

"This was only my third ride on this lay- 
down GM," Sisemore said later. "We're still 
working on getting the setup right. This track 
was really grippy tonight and that fit my riding 
style a little better than Charlie's." 

Venegas recovered enough to hold off Hed- 
den, who finished third. Faria was a little off the 
pace and finished fourth.

Faria, Venegas 
top Fast Fridays

On a very humid Northern California summer 
evening, U.S. National Speedway Champion 
“Flyin’” Mike Faria won the Handicap main 
event while Charlie "The Edge" Venegas owned 
the Scratch main event during Fast Fridays rac- 
ing at Auburn Speedway. 

"It was hot out there tonight,” Faria said. “I 
just wanted to get done and out of these leathers 
- as fast as I could." 

Northern California Speedway Champion 
Bart Bast also worked up through the field from 
the 50-yard line, eventually taking second place 
away from 40-yard starter Robert Curry as the 
white flag waved. Chad Felicio, who also started 
from the 40-yard stripe, was the first leader of 
the race, but he quickly fell victim to Curry and 
then Faria, eventually dropping back to finish 
fourth. Curry managed to hold on to third, 
while the fifth and sixth spots went to Bobby 
Hedden and Billy Janniro, respectively. 

Faria was also in the Scratch Main, lining 
up on the outside in lane four.

Bohannan tried à number of passes on the inside 
of the turns, but Yarnell managed to hold him 
off until it came to the jumps, where Bohannan 
gained control of second. The overall went to 
Spencer with his 1-1 tally, followed by Bohan- 
nan and Yarnell. 

The 125cc Pro race featured a thrilling battle 
between Tommy Harrison and Hawk White. It 
was White absconding with the holeshot and 
Harrison right on his tail. White held on to а 
five-bike lead for half of the race, and then Har- 
rison started to charge. Harrison passed White 
through the whoops on lap seven and main- 
tained a healthy lead through to the finish-line 
jump. 

The second moto saw much of the same, 
with the two riders alternating in the lead posi- 
tion. Finally, on the white-flag lap, White was in 
the lead, with Harrison on his back tire. White 
lost it coming out of the whoops and went 
down, with Harrison plowing into him - send- 
ing both bikes and riders flying. Harrison man- 
aged to get back on his bike first to win the race. 

The Stadiumcross series of races is gaining 
popularity among riders trying to escape the 
daytime heat in Southern California. Riders 
received prizes from sponsors such as IMS, 
Fleshgear, FMF, John Burr Cycles, Technosel, JT 
Racing and Schmitt Suspension.

The moto-two start was a carbon copy of the 
first race. However, Banta decided to quickly 
dispatch of Jaegers, leaping over him on the 
grandstand triples. McCoy and Tommy Jean fol- 
lowed, a distant third and fourth. 

Jaegers wasn't about to settle for second and 
he glued himself to Banta's rear fender. When 
the pair closed in on the corner preceding the 
triples, Jaegers drove across the corner, still stay- 
ing in second, but robbing Banta of a chance to 
build the speed necessary to clear all three 
jumps. 

“1 knew he (Jaegers) wasn't doing the 
triples,” Banta said after the race. “1 just played 
it safe." 

Lap after lap, Jaegers used this technique to 
thwart Banta's triple-jumping advantage. How- 
ever, on the last lap, Jaegers pulled a switch hit 
and, as Banta looked for him on the inside, he 
railed the outside in a last-ditch effort to take 
the lead. He pinned the throttle and cleared all 
three jumps. Unfortunately, Jaegers carried a 
little too much speed going into the following 
corner and crashed. Banta went on to finish 
first, with Jaegers recovering and taking fourth 
in the moto. McCoy repeated his third-place 
moto-one finish, while Tommy Jean, one of sev- 
eral riders who had traveled from Nevada to 
defend the Silver State, finished a respectable 
second.

Richard Wilhelm and Andrew Mistak rounded 
out the top five. 

In Over 40 action, Mark Matheis bested the 
field by taking both moto victories. Matheis led 
both motos from start to finish, ahead of KTM- 
mounted Joe Collins and the Yamaha of Kevin 
Haydocy. Matheis was unable to duplicate his 
success in the Over 30 class, however, as he fin- 
ished second to Suzuki fast guy Rod Hook in the 
first moto and ended up fifth overall behind 
Hook, Diehl, Steve Wollam and Wilhelm. 

In all, some 180 riders were treated to a well- 
prepped track and perfect Friday night weather. 
With many of the series class championships 
still up for grabs, the remaining five rounds 
promise more great racing action.

Moore on top at KB SX

Roseville Cycle’s J.D. Moore emerged as the top 
65cc Beginner rider after two motos of intense 
competition at KB Racing Promotion's Friday 
Night Supercross. Moore used a combination of 
consistent starts and solid riding to claim the 
overall class honors for the night. 

The 60s kicked off moto one with a bang as 
Racers Pit Shop/Thor-sponsored Michael Curci 
was the quickest out of the gate, bolting away 
with the early lead.

Curci maintained sec- 
ond, with Harris third. Stommel held on for 
fourth as Ryan Martin made it into the top five 
on the last lap. 

Joey Harris started off the second moto 
much better, earning the holeshot and the lead 
through the first lap. His up-front ride didn't 
last long, however, as Moore caught him early 
and took over first as the riders completed their 
second lap. Moore and Harris seemed content 
with their one-two positions and motored on 
through the moto, while it was Jones' moto to be 
on the attack. Jones had a midpack start, round- 
ing out the first lap back in seventh place. By lap 
four, he was up to third and barking at the heels 
of Harris. Harris weathered the storm and at the 
finish it was Moore solidly in first, with Harris

second and Jones third. Stommel and Martin 
rode hard and repeated their first-moto fourths 
and fifths, respectively.

Honda CR125-mounted Bobby Bloodworth 
totally spanked the 18 other 125cc Beginners en 
route to a two-moto sweep of the class during 
round four of the GFI at Night Motocross Series, 
held at Perris Raceway.

Remelts razor-sharp

Hometown favorite Chad Remelts, from nearby 
Greenville, Michigan, laid waste to the 250cc B 
class at the opening round of yet another perfect 
weekend of racing at one of Michigan's finest 
outdoor Motocross facilities - Morelands USA 
Speedway.

In the 
sweeper before the famous double downhill 
jump, Green opted for the shorter but flatter 
inside line, and as the pair launched together, 
Green would gain just enough of an advantage 
to take over the inside line at the bottom of the 
downhill. 

Green would give chase to Remelts, but 
Remelts would collect the checkers first, with a 
charging Green second. Helsel would lock up 
third with a good ride, though he was obviously. 
displeased with the last-lap pass by Green. 

The start of moto two looked to belong to 
Green, who clearly had a bike-length jump on 
everybody going into turn one. Starting from the 
inside position on the gate, Remelts held it on 
just long enough to get alongside Green, forcing 
him to change lines to the outside in turn one. 
Green immediately tried to retaliate in the fol- 
lowing corner, but Remelts' quickness allowed 
him to move out to a three-second advantage 
over Green by the end of lap one. 

Yamaha-mounted Craig Bower slipped into 
the third-place slot as Helsel found himself à bit 
off the pace. With plenty of ground to make up; 
Helsel pulled out all the stops in an effort to 
keep the leaders in sight. As he continued his 
possibly overaggressive drive to the front, he 
quickly found himself on the ground after blow- 








‚ ing out one of the berms at the bottom of a 
downhill section - ending his chances for a shot 
at the leaders. 

Green also poured it on for the remaining 
laps, but he ràn out of time, settling for a well- 
deserved second place. At the flag it was 
Remelts with the win, followed by Green. Helsel 
recovered to lock up the final podium position.

Povolny aces Jordan's

Jim Povolny made his first appearance ever at 
the Jordan Supercross a successful one, as he 
took home the win in the Pro class, along with a 
big share of the $1000 purse that was up for 
grabs.

For the start of the main event, the usual 
eight-lap race was extended to 12 laps, and both 
Voss (on his Great Lakes/Factory Connection 
Honda) and Keeney (on his Xtreme/GRP 
YZ250) got good jumps out of the gate, with 
Keeney getting the slight edge going into the 
first turn. Keeney ended up going way wide and 
took Voss to the wall with him, while a couple 
of other racers got hung up in the first turn, 
which created an interesting race, as the usual 
front-runners had to start from the back of the 
pack. 

Gladly taking the lead after this mishap was 
Rick Smith, on a KX250, with Mike Luoma, Mike 
Kann and Eric Kowalik right behind him. After 
the first lap, the riders started to sort out, as 17- 
year-old Kann settled into the lead, followed by 
Luoma and Povolny, who had moved up to 
third. By the second lap, Luoma went down and 
remounted in fourth. Kann led Povolny another 
lap, with Keeney blazing from last to third. 

On lap four, Povolny did a clean brake-check 
on Kann in a corner to take over the lead; then 
Keeney was all over Kann's back tire. 

By the halfway point, the running order was 
Povolny, Keeney, Kann, Luoma and Voss.

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bing t the holeshot, with the Fonda of Tim Trella 
on his tail. Steve Sterns held down third, with 
Dan Wynands holding down fourth. Trella 
wasn't wasting any time and, as they completed 
the first lap, he grabbed the lead from Rodger. 
The Yamahas of Sterns and Wynands, mean- 
while, were still arguing over the third spot. 

Trella looked comfortable out front, and he 
was able to put about five seconds between him- 
self and Rodger.

of the season in the Missouri Hare Scrambles 
Championships.

And 
even Chris Caplinger slowed considerably to 
avoid the carnage. 

Brock Busenbark took advantage of the situ- 
ation and held his first lead of the season over 
Ken Yount and fellow Yamaha rider Chris Nes- 
bitt. Before the end of the lap, Busenbark chose a 
poor line and moved back many positions. The 
running order after one lap was Nesbitt, Yount, 
Windmann, Leivan and Thiele. 

The bottom would fall out of Yount's ride, 
however, as he picked up a flat tire and then 
experienced clutch problems that forced him to 
retire on the second lap. 

Windmann moved around Nesbitt on the 
second lap, and Thiele took over third from 
Leivan after Yount's demise. Leivan would, 
however, retake the third position by choosing 
to take the quicker (but harder) route on one of 
the uphills, while Thiele took the easier (but 
longer) way. Leivan chose to stop for fuel at the 
conclusion of lap two, and Thiele moved past - 
but never knew it. 

“I knew Steve passed me on the hill, and I 
didn't see him stopped in the pits," Thiele said. 
“1 rode as hard as I could the rest of the race, try- 
ing to catch him, and couldn't even see his dust. 
I didn't know that I had won until the scorers 
told me." 

Windmann still controlled thé top spot on 
the third lap and had a comfortable margin on 
Nesbitt. Nesbitt stopped to refuel after three, 
and Thiele moved into second. Thiele kept his 
charge going and took over the lead by moving 
past Windmann coming across the fastest por- 
tion of the course. From that point on, Thiele 
stretched his lead while Windmann cruised 
along in second. Nesbitt had the bit between his 
teeth and made a last-lap dash to try to get by 
Windmann, but he came up three seconds shy. 

Leivan completed his uninspired ride to fin- 
ish in fourth, while Rick Matteson came from 
the 250cc B ranks to nail down fifth for the sec- 
ond race in a row.

ts official. 
With his latest infraction, HyperCycle 
Suzuki's Carry Andrew has now been 


' caught cheating more than Frank Gif- 
. ford, Marv Albert and Bill Clinton com- 
. bined. Up until now he was the Energiz- 


-er Bunny of cheaters: No matter how 


many times he got bent over Merrill 


' Vanderslice’s knee and spanked in pub- 
- lic, he just kept cheating and cheating 
- and cheating. This time, Suzuki decided 


. they'd had enough and yanked his bat- 
- teries, along with his bikes and every- 


: thing else. 


His is an impressive rap sheet. The 
straw that broke Suzuki's backbone was 
the illegal frame modifications that 
resulted in disqualifications for both 
race winner Nicky Hayden and second- 
place finisher Jason Pridmore from the 
Mid-Ohio race. Andrew was also fined 
$4000 for each frame violation. Hayden 
and Pridmore were also DQed from the 


` 750cc Supersport race at Daytona, 


‚ because metal had been removed from 
. the cases. The fines added up to $5000. 
; After Hayden won the 750cc Supersport 


race at Willow Spring, he was found to 
be using an illegal windscreen. That got 
Andrew suspended for the remainder of 
the 1998 season and fined $1000. Last 
year, Mark Miller was disqualified from 
both Brainerd and Road America for 


- illegal head modifications. 


In the parlance of law enforcement, 


` Andrew's a recidivist, given to habitual 
‚ relapse into the dark abyss of mechanical 


chicanery, always on the prowl for inno- 
vative new ways to get caught bum- 


- bling. For the AMA tech inspectors, he's 


a living refresher course, someone they 


‘can count on to keep them sharp for the 


. thousands of racers and mechanics who 
, don't like wearing the scarlet letter. 


Simple punishment didn't seem to 
bother him. He'd been banned from the 
race tracks, been fined thousands of dol- 
lars, had his riders humiliated and penal- 


ized, more or less had his team's champi- 
_ onship hopes sautéed by his fraudulent 
. ways, and shamed his Suzuki benefac- 
. tors. You can whip him; just don't beat 


him, he seems to be saying. Not legally, 
anyhow. Not until he gets to tech. This 


` last time, however, was too much for 


. even Suzuki to pretend not to notice. 


What cannot be denied is that his 


| bikes win. Sure they're illegal, but 


everyone cheats, wink, wink, nod, nod, 


and he just has this amazing, uncanny, 


. unfortunate capacity for getting nabbed. 


His bikes are so infused with the stench 


. of cheating that you could blindfold the 


АМА techies and they could smell the 
bikes a mile away. 

He has certainly cost Jason Pridmore 
a chance at the 750cc Supersport title 
this year and the bonus that goes with it. 
He has cost Nicky Hayden dearly as 
well. At some point he's going to run 
out of riders. Guys are just going to get 
tired of handing trophies and purses 
back, offering apologies, and making 
excuses. So he's going to need riders. 
That's where I come in. 

l've never raced a motorcycle in my 
life. l'm old and slow. I have two choic- 
es: I can either race sidecars or I can go 
to Carry. And given my recent position 
on sidecars, I'm guessing it'd be hard to 
get a good sidecar ride these days, if 
such a beast even exists. 

On a level playing field, I would 
have no chance of finishing a race with- 
out being lapped at least three times on 
a normal track, six times or more at 
Loudon. My only chance is cheating, 
and there's only one place to go for 
that. 

Getting to that place isn't as easy as it 
would seem. Since the. AMA banned 
him from the race track, to find Andrew 
you need to scour the hotels near the 
track where he has holed up, fielding 
phone calls from the team. I tracked him 
down and arrived just as he was taking 
a call from one of his riders. 

"What do you mean, when you get 
on the gas it's stuttering? Mel Tillis stut- 
ters. Porky the Pig stutters. Motorcycles 
don't stutter. Call me back when you 
know what it's doing." 

Before we started talking racing, I 
asked how devastating it was to be 
banned from the track. 

“Devastating? What, are you kidding 
me? I love it. I can sit in my air-condi- 
tioned room all day ordering room ser- 
vice and watching pay-per-view movies 
on Spectravision. I've already seen 
‘Shaving Private Ryan’ eight times. 
‘Arma-get-it-on’ starts tomorrow. Do 
you know how hard it is to get a decent 
meal at a race track? At Mid-Ohio you 
have to get in line at the crack of dawn 
just to get a chicken sandwich by noon.” 

Just then there was a knock on the 
door. 

“Room service,” the porter announced, 
ushering in a lavish spread of shrimp 
cocktail, vichyssoise, blackened North Sea 
Salmon on a bed of wilted spinach and 
fried sweet potato strings, a fine ‘84 Bor- 
deaux (nutty, but coquettish in a slutty 
sort of way), a Black Forest gateau, and 
cappuccino. Like me, he was salivating, 


but it wasn’t the food that impressed him 


- it was the cart. 

Thinking out loud, he said, “I’ve got 
enough carbon fiber in the car to replace 
the trays. We can put 78mm Kryptonics 
Diablo skate wheels, with BSB ABEC 7 
bearings, on it, and shorten the supports 
by 50mm. You'll be able to get the food 
to the rooms in half the time.” 

“Dude,” the porter said. “Whatever, 
dude,” he added, staring at the single- 
digit tip and wondering how he was going 
to put his future children through college. 

With the distractions gone, we got 
down to business - the business of my 
racing career. Because I’d never raced 
before, we agreed that I should start in 
the 600cc Supersport class. 

"Let's start with the engine,” I said. 
“What do we do with the engine?" 

“Replace it,” Andrew said, making 
me think he was going to slip in a blue- 
printed mill direct from Japan. "We'll 
stick a 750 motor in it." 

Suddenly it became clear why he got 
caught so often. 

"Aren't you a little worried about 
that?" I asked. 

“Not at all. We'll pump it up to 840cc 
with a set of 3mm-over pistons. It'll be 
one flying son of a bitch." 

"What I mean is, aren't you worried 
about getting caught?" 

“Do I look like Alfred E. Neuman? 
Have I ever worried about being caught 
in the past?" 

At that point the chambermaid 
knocked, pushing her cleaning cart into 
the room. His eyes lit up. 

Seeing the possibilities, he said to the 
young lady; "I can chamfer the edges of 
the wheels, weave a Kevlar bag for the 
dirty linen, put a graphite push bar on it. 
You'll be able to finish your rounds in half 
the time and your boss will never know." 

"Oh, that's sweet. I get paid by the 
hour and you want to cut my time in 
half. Are you trying to get me kicked 
out? Thanks, but no thanks." 

"You were saying..." 

"The only way I'm going to get 
caught is if you win. You ain't win- 
ning." 

"Why not?" 

"The nitrous-oxide system has a few 
bugs in it." 

"What nitrous system?" 

"The one hidden in the fuel tank. We 
run the nitrous lines inside the fuel lines 
to the carbs. If they ask why the fuel 
lines are the size of a fire hose, just 
shrug and. mumble. It works three times 
out of 10." 





"Does that leave enough room in the 
tank for fuel?" 

"Normally, no, but we have an auxil- 
iary fuel tank in the airbox. Holds about 
a gallon. Should be enough." 

"How does that affect airflow?" 

"The blower takes care of the air- 
flow." - 

"What blower?" 

"The one hidden in the frame rails." 

"Doesn't that weaken the frame?" 

"Only if you crash." 

The phone rang again. 

“What do you mean, it's chattering? 
You think you race on a pool table? Is 
the little itsy-bitsy bump bothering you? 
You don't think Kenny Roberts or Mike 
Hailwood ever rode through bumpy 
corners? Get a grip, pretty boy!" 

Getting back to my problems, I 
asked, "What about tires?" 

"We'll go with slicks." 

"Aren't they illegal?" I SR know- 
ing the answer before the words were 
out of my mouth. 

“We don't start with slicks. We start 
with DOTs. Then we shave the tread to 
about an eighth of an inch. You can get 
rid of whatever tread's left with your 
start-line burn-out. After that the tires'll 
be slicker than an outhouse floor." 

"And that's a good thing? What 
about aerodynamics?" 

“No problem. Retractable wind- 
screen supports. When you start the race 
you'll be able to cut the air better than 
the second runner-up at a chili- -eating 
contest." 

“I know that's not a good thing." 

"As you're pulling in, pull the cotter 
pin on the supports and the 3-inch 
hump in the fairing flattens out like 
Elvis’s EKG.” 

“Is there anything we're forgetting?" 

Just as he was about to answer, the 
gardener pushed his lawn mower under 
our window. The lure was too great. He 
was out the door in a flash. 

"First we grind the fins down, then 
we deck the head to lower the compres- 
sion, then we stick in à racing plug and 
fill the tank with av-gas, then we put a 
Vance & Hines pipe on it, then we coat 
the underside with Teflon so the grass 
doesn't stick, then we fill the plastic 
wheels with helium, then....” 

After watching him feverishly work 
over the lawn mower for half an hour, 
measuring, calibrating, scheming, I left. 
I'm not sure when I'll make my way to 
the track, but Га be willing to bet good 
folding green that it’s going to be a long 
time before he makes his. «№
